The  President  announced  certain  changes  in  Standing  Com- 
mittees, as  follows :

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EEPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

On  behalf  of  the  Special  Committee  of  Five,  appointed  at  the 
previous  meeting,  Mr.  Mack,  the  Chairman,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

To  the  BoixrJ  of  Education  of  The  City  of  New  York  : 

The  undei'signed  Committee,  appointed  at  the  meeting  of 
Monday,  February  21,  1898,  to  investigate  and  report  to  this 
Board  the  names  (»f  persons  to  be  selected  for  Superintendent  of 
Supplies,  Chief  Clerk  and  such  other  clerks  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  business  of  this  Board,  begs  to  re- 
port as  follows : 

Your  Committee  has  given  a  most  careful  consideration  to 
the  matter  entrusted  to  it,  and  has  been  the  recipient  of  numer- 
ous applications  on  the  part  of  persons  who  are  seeking  one  or 
the  other  position  in  question.  After  a  very  careful  and  deliber- 
ate examination  of  such  applications,  supplemented  by  outside 
recommendations  and  by  its  own  personal  knowledge  of  some  of 
the  applicants,  your  Committee  is  able  to  report  unanimous  con- 
clusions in  the  following  cases  : 

For  the  position  of  Auditor,  we  recommend  Mr.  Henry  K.  M. 
Cook,  347  W  est  One  hundred  and  twenty-second  street,  Borough 
of  Manhattan,  whose  salary  the  Committee  recommends  to  be 
fixed  at  and  after  the  rate  of  83,500  per  annum. 

For  the  position  of  Chief  Clerk,  your  Committee  i-ecommends 
Mr.  John  Wallace,  304  West  Twenty-eighth  street.  Borough  of 
Manhattan,  and  it  is  recommended  that  his  salary  be  fixed  at  and 
after  the  rate  of  $2,500  per  annum. 

For  the  purpose  of  putting  into  prompt  and  active  motion  the 
work  of  the  Secretary's  oftice,  your  Committee  urges  the  im- 
mediate appointment  of  a  stenographer  and  typewriter.  For 
this  position,  it  recommends  to  you  Miss  Mary  r.  Tiernan,  207 
West  Twenty-first  street.  Borough  of  Manhattan,  recommending 
that  her  salary  be  fixed  at  and  after  the  rate  of  $60  per  month. 

Your  Committee  also  recommends  the  earliest  possible  appoint- 
ment of  four  assistant  clerks,  whose  aggregate  annual  salaries 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $6,000. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  Secretary  be  furnished  a 
messenger,  at  a  monthly  compensation  of  $25  to  $30. 

In  the  matter  of  a  Superintendent  of  School  Supplies,  your 
Committee  has  not  been  able  to  arrive  at  a  unanimous  conclu- 
sion.    It  recommends  to  this  Board,  as  equally  well  qualified 
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and  worthy  of  your  support,  Mr.  Patrick  Jones,  116  West  Six- 
teenth street,  Borough  of  Manhattan,  and  Mr.  Parker  P.  Sim- 
mons, Borough  of  Brooklyn.  The  fact  that  this  position  calls 
for  a  practical  knowledge  of  details,  based  upon  experience, 
fully  explains  why  the  individual  members  of  your  Committee 
favor  the  appointment  of  either  the  one  or  the  other  of  these  two 
men,  with  whom  they  have  respectively  come  into  contact,  in 
the  same  direction.  Both  of  the  gentlemen  named  appear  to 
have  gained  the  full  approval  of  the  Boards  by  whom  they  were 
respectively  employed,  and  your  Committee  does  not  desire  to 
record  itself  in  favor  of  the  one  as  against  the  other.  An  an- 
nual salary  of  $4,000  is  recommended  for  this  position. 

Your  Committee  was  also  charged  with  considering  the  ques- 
tion of  providing  rooms  for  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
when  appointed,  and  to  report  at  this  meeting. 

It  having  come  to  the  knowledge  of  your  Committee  that  the 
second  floor  of  a  near-by  building,  138  and  140  Grand  street, 
was  vacant  and  could  be  rented  at  a  reasonable  rate,  the  Super- 
intendent of  School  Buildings  was  requested  to  inspect  the 
premises  in  question,  in  order  to  report  to  this  Committee  con- 
cerning their  fitness  for  the  purposes  under  discussion,  and  the 
expense  of  putting  them  into  a  proper  state  for  the  reception  of 
offices,  etc. 

Mr.  Snyder's  report  is  attached  hereto,  and  states  that  the  floor 
in  question  (50x100  feet  in  size)  consists  of  a  high,  light  loft, 
having  six  windows  in  the  front  and  six  in  the  rear.  One  of  the 
front  windows,  however,  is  covered  by  a  freight  elevator,  while 
one  of  the  rear  windows  would  have  to  be  sacrificed  by  being 
included  in  a  room  for  proper  toilet  accommodations.  The 
premises  are  also  so  deep  that  artificial  light  would  have  to  be  in- 
troduced, if  the  centre  portion  should  be  availed  of,  while  the 
expense  of  sub-dividing,  painting,  kalsomining,  plumbing, 
shades,  electric  lighting,  etc.,  is  estimated  at  about  81,000. 

This  floor  may  be  rented  up  to  February  1, 1899,  at  an  annual 
rental  of  $2,000. 

A  second  report  of  Mr.  Snyder  is  also  attached  hereto,  stating 
that,  if  outside  quarters  are  not  desired  or  not  obtainable,  the 
office  of  the  City  Superintendent  might  be  located  in  the  build- 
ing 146  Grand  street.  In  this  direction,  he  suggests  tliat  the  City 
Superintendent  might  take  the  present  Committee  Room,  ad- 
joining this  Board  Room,  that  the  janitress  might  be  removed 
from  the  building,  and  that  her  rooms,  together  with  those  now 
occupied  by  the   Supervisor  of  Free  Lectures,    be   taken,  and 
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that  examinations  be  held  in  the  Examination  Room  on  the  fourtli 
floor.  .

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  The  City  of  New  York  : 

The  Committee  on  By-Laws  and  Legislation,  to  wliich  the 
temporary  by  laws,  as  heretofore  submitted  to  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  excej)ting  therefrom  sections  47,  48 
and  49,  were  referred,  with  directions  to  report  thereon  with 
suggestions  and  amendments  at  the  next  meeting  of  this  Board, 
hereby  reports: 

We  hereby  report  certain  corrections  and  amendments  in  sec- 
tions 1  to  35  of  the  by-laws  so  referred  to  us. 

We  recommend  that  tliese  by-laws,  as  reported,  remain  the 
temporary  by-laws  of  this  Board  until  further  amended,  supple- 
mented and  completed. 

We  recommend  that  secticms  36  to  46,  both  inclusive,  of  the 
by-laws,  as  referred  to  us,  be  not  at  ])iesent  adoj>ted,  and  that  so 
mucli  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  this  Board  on  the  21st  day  of 
February,  J  898,  as  adopted  the  said  sections  86  to  46,  inchisive, 
as  part  of  the  temporary  by-laws  of  this  Board,  be  rescinded. 

The  sections  in  question  refer  to  the  supply  system  and  the 
methods  of  acqniring  supplies  and  distributing  the  same,  and 
Cannot  well  be  adoj)ted  until  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall 
be  advised  by  the  Committee  on  Supplies  as  to  the  manner  in 
which  this  department  of  the  business  of  this  Board  is  to  be 
carried  on. 

The  Committee  also  reports  for  adoption  to-day  rules  prescril)- 
ing  the  order  of  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  this  Board  at 
its  meetings.     These  rules,  with  trifling  changes  relating  to  the 
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personnel  of  the  officers  of  the  Board,  are  the  same  as  those 
which  liave  heretofore  prevailed. 

We  therefore  recommend  for  adoption  the  following  resolu- 
tions :

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BYLAWS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

MEETINGS. 

MEETINGS — WHEBE    HELD. 

Section  1.  All  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Education  shall  be 
held  at  the  Hall  of  the  Board,  corner  of  Grand  and  Elm  streets, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

STATED   MEETINGS — WHEN   HELD. 

Section  2.  Stated  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Monday 
in  February,  the  first  Monday  after  the  first  Tuesday  in  July,  and 
the  fourth  Wednesday  in  every  other  month  except  August. 
Should  the  day  of  meeting  be  a  holiday,  the  meeting  shall  be 
held  on  the  day  following.  An  adionrned  stated  meeting  shall 
be  deemed  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  of  a  stated  meeting. 

SPECIAL   MEETINGS — HOW   CALLED. 

Section  3.  Special  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  call  of  the 
President  or  on  the  written  request  of  five  members.  Provided, 
however,  that  the  notices  for  such  meetings,  held  on  the  call  of 
the  President  or  the  written  request  of  five  members,  shall 
distinctly  state  the  special  matter  or  matters  to  be  presented  to 
the  Board  for  its  consideration  at  such  meetings,  and  such  special 
matter  or  matters  shall  be  considered  immediately  after  the  read- 
ing  of  the  minutes  No  other  matter  shall  be  considered  at  such 
special  meetings,  except  by  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  and  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  eleven 
members  of  the  Board. 

HOUR    OF    MEETING. 

Section  4.  The  hour  of  meeting  shall  be  4  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon.  If,  upon  the  calling  of  the  roll  by  the  Secretary,  a 
quorum  be  not  present  at  fifteen  minutes  past  4  o'clock,  the 
6oard  shall  be  declared  by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  by 
the  Vice-President  or  the  Secretarv,  to  be  adiouriied. 

number    necessary    TO    FORM    A    QUORUM. 

Section  5.  A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  t^hall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum.

OFFICERS. 

Section  6.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  A  President. 

2.  A  Vice-President. 

3.  A  Secretary. 

4  A  Superintendent  of  School  Buildings. 
5.  A  Superintendent  of  School  Supplies, 
f).  A  City  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

7.  An  Auditor. 

8.  A  Chief  Clerk. 

9.  Four  Examiners. 

The  Board  of  Education  shall  also  appoint  such  deputies,  as- 
sistants and  clerks  for  its  said  officers  as  may  be  required  for  the 
efficient  discharge  of  their  duties. 

TERMS   OF    SERVICE. 

Section  7.  The  official  term  of  the  President  shall  continue 
from  the  third  Monday  in  February  of  each  year  until  the  third 
Monday  in  February  of  the  succeeding  year,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  chosen.  The  terms  of  all  other  officers  of  the  Board  of 
Education  shall  continue  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  ex- 
cept those  whose  terms  are  fixed  by  statute  or  by  resolution  of 
the  Board. 

ELECTIONS. 

OFFICERS — now  ELECTED. 

Section  8.  All  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Education  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot.  All  elections  bv  the  Board  shall  be  made  at 
stated  meetings  by  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of 
the  Board. 

Section  9.  No  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  any  of  the  offices 
of  the  Board  named  in  Section  6  shall  be  had  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  unless  notice  shall  have  been  given  in 
the  notice  calling  the  meeting  that  such  election  will  be  moved. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  in.^ert  such  notice  in  the 
call  at  the  request  of  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

This  by-law  shall  apply  to  all  elections  of  such  officers,  whether 
for  the  entire  term,  or  to  fill  a  vacancy,  or  to  fill  a  new  office,  ex- 
cept that  it  shall  not  apply  to  the  meeting  to  be  held  on  the 
third  Monday  in  February  in  each  year. 
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REMOVALS  FROM  OFFICE. 

REMOVALS — HOW    EFFECTED. 

Section  10.  The  term  of  no  officer  of  the  Board  elected  to 
serve  during  tlie  pleasure  of  the  Board  shall  be  terminated  except 
by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board. 

SECRETARY   TO  NOTIFY  THE   BOARD   OF    ANY  NEGLECT   TO   TAKE   THE 

OATH    OF    OFFICE. 

Section  11.  In  case  any  person  appointed  to  a  school  office  in 
this  city  shall  omit  to  take  and  subscribe  before  the  Secretary  of 
this  Board  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of 
this  State,  within  the  time  required  by  law,  said  Secretary  shall 
notify  this  Board  of  such  omission. 

PRESIDENT. 

Section  12.  The  President  shall  be  tlie  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  Board  ;  he  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  thereof,  and  shall 
perform  all  the  duties  usually  incumbent  upon  such  officer. 

All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

The  President  shall  be  entitled  to  be  present  at  the  meetings 
of  each  Standing  Committee  and  to  take  part  in  its  deliberations, 
and  if  less  than  the  full  number  of  such  Committee  is  present  at 
any  regularly  called  meeting  thereof,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  member  of  such  Committee  at  such 
meeting. 

The  V  ice-President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board 
in  the  absence  of  the  President,  and  in  the  like  absence  shall  per- 
form such  executive  duties  as  may  be  confided  to  him  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  Board. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Section  13.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees: 

1.  A  Committee  on  Finance. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Sites. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Buildings. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Supplies. 

5.  A  Committee  on  School  Svstein. 

6.  A  Committee  on  By-Laws  and  Legislation. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members,  ex- 
cept the  Committee  on  Sites  and  the  Committee  on  Buildings, 
which  last  two  Committees  shall  consist  of  seven  membei^s  each* 
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The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  in  February,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed ;  ex- 
cept that  every  member  of  a  Committee  who  shall  cease  to  be  a 
delegate  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member  of  such  Committee. 

DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES. 

REPORTS   OF   COMMITTEES — HOW  MADE. 

Section  11.  Every  report  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
Committee,  and  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  facts,  with  their 
opinion  in  writing,  and  no  report  shall  be  made  by  a  Committee 
unless  the  subject  thereof  shall  have  been  considered  at  a  meet- 
ing of  which  all  the  members  have  been  notified.  When  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  is  made,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  may 
also  present  their  views  in  writing. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  keep  minutes  in  writing  of  it& 
proceedings,  including  the  names  of  the  members  ])resent,  which 
shall  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

APPROVAL   OF   BILLS   BY    COMMITTEES. 

Section  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Committees  whose  ap- 
proval of  bills  before  payment  is  required  by  the  ])y-laws,  to  take 
action  upon  such  bills  within  one  week  from  the  time  of  their 
presentation.  But  a  Committee  may  postpone  Hnal  action 
thereon  whenever,  in  its  judgment,  there  is  necessity  for  such 
postponement. 

FINANCE     COMMriTEE. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee,, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education  : 

1.  To  prepare  estimates  of  the  amounts  that  will  be  required 
by  such  Board,  during  the  ensuing  financial  year,  for  the  purchase 
of  school  sites,  for  the  erection  and  repairs  of  buildings,  for  the 
purchase  and  leasing  of  school  buildings,  for  the  purcliase  of  all 
school  supplies,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Nautical  School  and 
for  the  administrative  purposes  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and 
in  general  for  any  purpose  to  which  the  Special  School  Fund  is 
properly  applicable. 

2.  To  require  from  each  Borough  School  Board,  at  such  time 
or  times  as  the  Committee  may  designate,  estimates  in  detail  of 
the  moneys  needed  for  the  administration  of  the  Department 
of  Education   in  such  Borough ;  such  estimate   to   include   all 
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items  properly  chargeable  to  the  General  School  Fund.  The 
Finance  Committee  shall  restate,  rearrange,  revise  and  verify 
such  estimates,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation for  its  action,  and,  after  approval  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, the  Finance  Committee  snail  submit  its  estimate  of  the 
amounts  required  for  the  administration  of  the  entire  school  sys- 
tem of  The  City  of  New  York,  properly  divided  into  items,  and 
showing  separately  the  amounts  required  for  the  Special  School 
Fund  and  for  the  General  School  Fund,  to  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  and  to  the  Municipal  Assembly  for  their  ac- 
tion thereon. 

3.  To  apportion  the  General  School  Fund  among  the  diflferent 
Borough  Scliool  Boards,  and  to  file  the  record  of  such  apportion- 
ment with  the  Comptroller. 

4  To  apportion  the  Special  School' Fund  and  to  determine  the 
amount  thereof  applicable  to  the  following  purposes : 

(1)  To  the  purchase  of  school  sites. 

(2)  To  the  erection  and  repairs  of  buildings. 

(3)  To  the  purchase  and  leasing  of  buildings. 

(4)  To  the  purchase  of  school  supplies. 

(5)  To  the  maintenance  of  the  Nautical  School. 

(6)  To  the  administrative  purposes  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. 

And  the  said  Committee  shall  file  a  report  of  all  such  appor- 
tionments from  the  Special  School  Fund  with  the  Comptroller. 

No  appropriation  shall  be  made  from  the  said  Special  School 
Fund  for  any  purpose  until  the  Finance  Committee  shall  have 
first  reported  as  to  the  financial  ability  of  the  Board  of  Education 
to  make  the  same. 

5.  To  invest,  finance  and  administer  the  Teachers'  Retirement 
Fund,  from  which  no  annuities  shall  be  granted  or  authorized 
until  said  Committee  shall  have  reported  financial  ability  thereon. 

t).  To  provide  for  the  attendance  of  one  of  its  members  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  of 
the  Municipal  Assembly  held  while  any  business  of  this  Board  is 
pending  before  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  or  be- 
fore said  Municipal  Assembly. 

The  said  Committee  shall  also  report  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion for  its  action  the  form  and  amount  of  the  bond  to  be  given 
by  the  respective  Secretaries  of  the  Borough  School  Boards,  and 
the  form  and  amount  of  all  other  bonds  which  by  statute  are  re- 
quired to  be  given  by  any  ottlcers  of  the  Board  of  Education  or 
Borough  Boards. 
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COMMITTEE   ON    SITES. 


Section  17.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on 
Sites  to  examine  every  determination  of  either  of  the  School 
Boards  embraced  within  The  City  of  New  York,  by  which  sites 
for  school  buildings  or  for  additions  thereto  have  been  chosen, 
and  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Edycation  whether  the  expenditure 
involved  in  the  sites  so  selected  and  the  buildings  to  be  erected 
thereon  is,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  properly  propor- 
tionate to  the  amount  of  the  Special  School  Fund  available  for 
such  Borough. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Sites  shall  have  charge  of  and  manage 
all  proceedings  relative  to  the  acquisition  of  sites,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Education.  It  shall  report  in  writing 
to  the  Board  of  Education,  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  the 
months  of  January,  April,  July  and  November,  the  condition  of 
all  matters  or  proceedings  relating  to  sites  approved  by  the  Board 
which  are  still  pending  and  not  completed. 


COMMITTEE    ON    BUILDINGS. 


Section  18.  1.  The  Committee  on  Buildings,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Education,  shall  have  charge  of  all 
matters  relating  to  the  erection,  hiring,  altering,  repairing  or  en- 
largement of  school  buildings  and  school  premises,  the  fitting  up 
of  all  buildings  used  for  school  purposes,  and  providing  therefor 
all  necessary  furniture,  pianos,  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus, 
and  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  oi  all  repairs  to  school  build- 
ings or  buildings  occupied  for  scliool  purposes. 

-^.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Committee  to  prepare  and 
present  to  the  Board  of  Education,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  in  September  of  each  year,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
money  reouired  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  school  build- 
ings for  the  ensuing  year,  and,  after  the  amount  to  be  allowed 
for  such  purposes  shall  have  been  determined,  to  apportion  the 
same  between  the  several  Boroughs  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

3.  To  divide  each  of  the  Boroughs  into  as  many  school  sections 
as  it  may  deem  convenient,  and  assign  for  each  section  a  patrol 
or  repair  inspector  of  buildings.  Any  appointee  for  any  of  these 
positions  shall  be  an  arcliitect,  builder,  mason  or  carpenter  of 
practical  experience  and  in  good  standing. 

4.  The  said  Committee  shall  also  make  provision  for  the  organ- 
ization in  the  various  Boroughs  of  such  bureaus  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  in  the  department  of  the  Superintendent  of 
School  Buildings,  and  shall  adopt  such  rules  and   regulations  as 
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will  enable  each  School  Board  to  secure  prompt  and  eflBcient 
service  for  the  planning  and  erection  of  new  buildings  for  school 
purposes  and  for  the  alteration  and  repair  of  existing  buildings. 

5.  It  shall  appoint  draughtsmen  and  other  assistants  whose 
services  may  be  required  in  the  department  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  School  Buildings,  whose  salaries  shall  be  paid  from  the 
various  appropriations  on  aceeunt  of  which  the  work  is  being 
performed. 

6.  It  shall  have  the  direct  supervision  and  control  of  the  Sup- 
erintendent and  Deimty  Superintendents  of  School  Buildings^ 
and  of  all  other  employees  in  the  Building  Bureau  of  the  Boards 
and  shall  make  rules  and  regulations,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Boards  for  the  proper  performance  of  their  duty. 

7.  It  shall  investigate  without  delay  all  charges  or  complaints 
against  inspectors  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Building  Bureau 
of  the  Board,  and  shall  forthwith  report  its  conclusions  to  the 
Board. 

8.  The  said  Committee  is  also  charged  with  the  care  of  all 
school  furniture,  radiators,  pianos,  or  other  school  property,  which 
may  be  no  longer  required  in  school  buildings,  and  may  direct 
such  action  as  it  may  deem  proper  relating  to  the  storage  or  cus- 
tody of  such  property. 

9.  It  shall  cause  inventories  to  be  prepared  of  all  school  prop- 
erty, and  files  of  the  same  to  be  preserved,  and  no  |)roperty  en- 
tered on  such  inventory  shall  be  aelivered  by  the  person  charged 
with  the  care  of  the  same  except  on  vouchers  from  the  Superin- 
tendent of  School  Buildings. 

10.  It  shall  have  control  of  the  truckmen  employed  by  the 
Board,  except  such  truckmen  as  may  be  employed  in  the  transfer 
or  delivery  of  supplies  by  contract  or  otherwise,  and  of  the  trucks 
and  horses  owned  by  the  lioard. 

11.  The  Committee  on  Buildings  shall  present  a  report  to  the 
Board  of  Education  at  the  first  meeting  in  January,  April,  July 
and  Xovember,  in  each  year,  showing  ia)  all  new  buildings  and 
annexes  in  course  of  construction,  and  the  dates  on  which  such 
buildings  and  annexes  will  be  completed;  (i)  all  buildings  for 
which  proposals  have  been  solicited  and  contracts  for  which  have 
not  been  awarded  ;  (c*)  all  buildings  for  which  plans  are  being 
drawn;  (rf)  all  other  information  which  said  Committee  shall 
deem  of  interest  to  the  Board. 

COMMirTEE   ON    SUPPLIES. 

Section  19.  The  Committee  on  Supplies,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Education,  shall  be  charged  with  the  pur- 
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<jhase  of  all  books,  apparatus  and  stationery  and  other  things 
expedient  to  enable  tlie  schools  of  the  City  to  be  successfully  and 
properly  conducted.  All  such  supplies,  as  far  as  possible,  shall 
l)e  obtained  by  contract,  for  which  proposals  shall  be  advertised 
during  a  period  of  at  least  two  weeks. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Supplies,  under 
the  direction  of  this  Committee,  to  take  charge  of  and  distribute 
such  supplies  to  the  various  schools  in  the  respective  Boroughs 
which  make  requisition  therefor.  He  shall  also  keep  an  account 
of  the  cost  thereof  and  of  the  proportion  thereof  distributed  to 
each  Borough,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  either  of 
the  said  Boroughs  has  exceeded  or  is  about  to  exceed  its  appor- 
tionment. 

The  said  Committee  shall  also  have  power  to  nominate,  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  appoint,  an  in- 
spector  or  inspectors  of  fuel,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inspect  and 
supervise  the  delivery  of  all  fuel  supplied  to  the  several  schools 
under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  to  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  or  them  by  the  Committee 
on  Supplies. 

It  sliall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  Committee  to  examine,  audit 
and  certify  all  bills  incurred  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  the 
Board,  or  for  its  Committees  or  Secretary  or  other  officers,  and 
re|x>rt  thereon  to  the  Board  of  Education. 

It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  Committee  to  audit  and 
approve  the  payrolls  of  the  employees  of  the  Board,  and  to  audit 
all  bills  for  gas  or  other  light  used  in  the  schools  or  in  the  Board 
of  Education. 


COMMITTEE   ON    SCHOOL   SYSTEM. 

Skction  20.  The  Committee  on  School  System,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Education,  shall  be  charged  with  the 
duty  of  reporting  to  the  Board  of  Education  the  names  of  all 
candidates  nominated  by  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
Examiners  under  Section  1081  of  the  Charter.  The  said  Com- 
mittee, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  City  Superintendent,  sliall  desig- 
nate, subject  to  the  requirements  of  the  State  school  laws  which 
may  be  in  effect,  the  minimum  requirements  which  shall  prevail 
thnmghout  the  City  for  all  officers  to  be  appointed  to  any  super- 
vising or  teaching  position  under  any  School  Board.  All  eligible 
lists  shall  be  filed  with  the  said  Committee. 

The  said  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  relating 
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to  instruction  which,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Charter,  are 
made  applicable  to  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  said  Committee  shall  from  time  to  time  examine  the  basis 
of  the  number  of  teachers  upon  which  the  Borough  School 
Boards  may  appoint  associate  superintendents,  and  may  report  to- 
the  Board  of  Education  whenever,  in  its  judgment,  this  basis 
should  be  modified  or  changed. 

COMMITTEE   ON   BY-LAWS    AND   LEGISLATION. 

Section  21.  The  Committee  on  By-Laws  and  Legislation,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education,  shau  have  charge 
of  all  questions  touching  the  qualifications  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  or  of  any  of  its  otficers,  the  framing  of  all  by-laws  and  the 
amendment  thereof,  and  all  proposals  to  amend  the  same.  It 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  promoting  or  resisting,  as 
it  may  deem  proper,  legislation  affecting  this  Board  or  any  of  the 
olBces  or  officials  thereof,  or  affecting  the  public  schools  of  The 
City  of  New  York. 

SECRETARY. 

Section  22.  The  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  rooms, 
books,  papers  and  documents  of  the  Board;  shall  keep  the 
minutes  of  its  meetings  and  cause  the  minutes  of  Committee 
meetings  to  be  kept ;  he  shall  direct  and  attend  to  the  printing 
of  all  matters  directed  to  be  printed  by  the  Board,  or  required  to 
be  printed  by  its  practice ;  and  shall,  in  addition  to  his  duties  a& 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  perform  such  other  clerical  duties  as  may 
be  required  by  its  membei*s  or  Committees.  He  shall  have  the 
custody  of  the  corporate  seal.  In  the  absence  or  disability  of 
the  Secretary,  his  duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  Chief  Clerk. 

DUTIES   OF   CHIEF   CLEKK   AND   ASSISTANT    CLERKS. 

Section  23.  1.  The  assistant  clerks  shall  perform  such  of  the 
duties  of  the  Secretary's  department  as  may  be  assigned  to  them 
by  the  Secretary. 

2.  The  Secretary's  office  shall  be  open  from  9  a.  m.  until  5  p.  m.> 
excepting  on  Saturdays,  when  the  office  shall  close  at  12  o'clock, 
and  no  assistant  clerk  shall  absent  himself  for  any  portion  of  the 
time  between  said  hours,  unless  he  first  obtain  permission  from 
the  Secretary.  A  daily  record  shall  be  made  of  the  attendance 
of  the  assistant  clerks,  and  a  report  made  on  the  monthly  payroll 
of  every  absence,  to  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  who  shall 
decide  whether  such  absence  shall  be  excused  or  not.     Leave  of 
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absence  may  be  granted  by  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  and  in 
case  of  emergency  by  the  Secretary ;  but  when  any  assistant  is 
absent  without  such  leave,  he  shall  be  considered  as  suspended 
from  duty,  and  can  be  restored  only  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
said  Committee.  Strict  attention  to  the  duties  of  the  oflSce 
during  office  hours  is  required,  and  any  pursuit  incompatible 
therewith  is  forbidden. 

NOTICES   KEQCIBED. 

Section  24.  1.  The  Secretary  shall  cause  every  member  to  be 
duly  notified  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Committees 
of  which  he  is  a  member,  and  a  book  shall  be  kept  in  which  shall 
be  entered  the  service  upon  members  of  notices  of  meetings  of 
the  Board  and  its  Committees. 

2.  The  Secretary  shall,  on  the  day  succeeding  each  and  every 
meeting  of  the  Board,  furnish  the  Superintendent  of  School 
Buildings  with  a  synopsis  of  all  matters  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings,  and  send  to  the  City  Superintendent  of 
Schools  notice  of  all  matters  referred  to  him,  and  shall  also  report 
to  the  Secretary  of  each  Borough  Board  any  action  relating  to 
such  Borough.  He  shall  also,  as  promptly  as  possible,  notify  all 
Chairmen  of  Committees  of  the  matters  referred  to  their  several 
Committees. 

RECORDS    AND    ACCOUNTS. 

Section  25.  1.  The  Secretary  shall  cause  to  be  kept,  in  such 
form  and  manner  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, all  necessary  records  and  books  of  s^ccount  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  provide  for  the  examination  and  classification  of  all 
payments,  and  for  the  preparation  of  the  necessary  vouchers  for 
the  signatures  of  the  proper  officers  and  Committees  of  the 
Board. 

It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  supervise  and  ex- 
amine all  payrolls  of  the  employees  of  the  Board  of  Education 
and  all  bills,  and,  before  payment,  to  certify  to  the  correctness  of 
the  same  and  that  they  are  in  conformity  with  the  statutes  relat- 
ing thereto,  and  with  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  Board 
of  Education. 

2.  All  appropriations  made  by  the  Board  of  Education  and  by 
its  Committees  shall  be  numbered  consecutively,  and  all  bills  and 
vouchers  drawn  against  said  appropriations  shall  be  designated 
by  corresponding  numbers.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  appropriations  made  by  each  Committee  and  the  expendi- 
tures made  under  each  appropriation. 
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A  statement  of  unexpended  balances  of  appropriations  shall 
be  reported  to  each  Committee  by  the  Secretary  at  least  once  in 
three  months,  to  the  end  that  such  balances,  if  not  required  for 
the  ])urpose8  of  the  appropriations,  may  be  returned  to  the 
general  fund  in  charge  of  the  respective  Committees.  The  time 
limit  of  three  months  shall  he  hxed  to  every  appropriation,  at 
the  expiration  of  which,  if  said  appropriation  or  any  part  thereof 
remain  unexpended,  it  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  the  fund 
from  which  it  was  originally  set  aside. 

RETIREMENT    FUND. 

Section  26.  1.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
teachers  retired  under  the  provisions  of  Section  1083  of  the 
Charter  of  The  City  of  New  York,  or  of  any  act  or  acts  amend- 
atory thereof,  setting  forth  the  date  of  retirement,  the  cause,  the 
length  of  service,  and  the  amount  which  such  retired  teacher  is 
entitled  to  receive  from  the  retirement  fund. 

2.  The  Secretary  shall  also  prepare  monthly  payrolls  for  the 
payment  of  such  retired  teachers. 

3.  The  Secretary  shall  obtain  from  the  Secretaries  of  the 
several  School  Boards  full  records  of  all  absentee  teachers,  and 
shall  keep  a  record  of  all  amounts  payable  from  said  source  and 
of  all  additions  thereto  from  any  source  whatever,  so  that  such 
accounts  shall  exhibit  the  receipts,  investments  and  disposition 
of  both  the  principal  and  income  of  the  Teachers'  Retirement 
Fund. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  also  kee])  a  record  of  the  death  of  any 
retired  teacher,  and  cause  an  entry  thereof  to  be  made  in  the 
record  of  retired  teachers  made  by  him,  and  shall  at  once  certify 
such  death  to  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

5.  All  money,  compensation  or  salary,  or  any  part  thereof, 
forfeited,  deducted  or  withheld  from  any  teacher  or  teachers, 
and  not  remitted  to  such  teacher  or  teachers  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Borough  applicable  thereto, 
shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  Teachers'  Ketirement  Fund  pro- 
vided for  in  Section  1083  of  the  Charter. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  obtain  from  each 
Borough  a  monthly  statement  of  such  deductions,  and  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  certify  to  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New 
Y'ork  the  total  amount  so  deducted  during  the  preceding 
month  for  all  the  Boroughs  constituting  The  City  of  New  York. 
For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  amount  so  available  for  the 
Retirement  Fund,  the  following  rule  shall  be  observed :  From 
the  amount  earnable  in  any  month  bv  anv  teacher,  deduct  the 
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amount  paid  for  actual  service ;  the  difference  between  these 
amounts  shall  be  deemed  applicable  to  the  Teachers'  Retirement 
Fund,  except  when  such  deduction  shall  have  been  remitted. 
The  above  calculation  is  to  be  made  on  the  basis  that  one  day 
fihall  be  deemed  one-thirtieth  part  of  a  month. 

SPECIAL    DUTIES    OF    THE    SECRETARY. 

Section  27.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  ex- 
change the  educational  documents  of  the  Board  with  those  of 
other  educational  bodies  in  this  and  other  countries,  and,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  to  purchase,  from 
time  to  time,  educational  reports  and  works  of  reference,  to  pre- 
serve, keep  in  order  and  catalogue  the  library  so  formed,  and  to 
regulate  the  use  of  the  same  for  the  convenience  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  and  others  interested  in  education. 

2.  The  Secretary  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  President, 
prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board,  in  conformity  with 
existing  laws. 

CITY  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Section  28.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Superintendent  of 
Schools  to  visit  and  examine  all  ot  the  schools  of  The  Citv  of 
New  York  as  constituted  under  the  Charter,  and  he  shall  report 
to  the  Board  of  Education  on  the  educational  system  of  the  City, 
and  on  the  condition  of  any  and  all  of  the  schools  thereof. 

The  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  prescribe,  and  cause 
to  be  prescribed,  suitable  registers,  blanks,  forms  and  regulations 
for  the  making  of  all  reports  which,  in  his  judgment,  shall  be 
necessarv  to  show  : 

1.  The  general  efficiency  of  the  schools. 

2.  The  names  of  all  teachers  whose  classes  show  an  average  of 
twenty-five  per  cent,  and  upwards  of  absence  during  the  three 
preceding  months. 

3.  The  names  of  teachers  whose  classes  are  deficient  in  instruc- 
tion and  discipline. 

4.  Such  other  matters  as  the  City  Superintendent  may  deem 
conducive  to  the  proper  organization  and  government  of  the 
schools. 

He  shall  cause  such  registers,  blanks,  forms  and  regulations  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  officers  or  persons  entrusted  with  the  execution 
of  the  matters  therein  referred  to.  He  shall  require  copies  of 
the  same,  or  of  such  parts  as  he  may  deem  proper,  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  himself. 
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The  City  Superintendent  shall  submit  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion an  annual  report  showin*i^  a  statement  of  the  condition  of 
the  schools  of  the  City,  and  such  plans  and  suggestions  for  the 
improvement  of  the  schools  and  the  school  system,  and  for  the 
advancement  of  public  instruction  in  The  City  of  New  York,  as 
he  shall  deem  expedient. 

The  City  Superintendent  may,  at  any  time,  call  together  all  of 
the  Borough  Superintendents  and  Associate  Superintendents  of 
the  several  Boroughs  constituting  The  City  of  New  York,  or,  in 
like  manner,  the  Borough  Superintendent  and  Associate  Super- 
intendents of  one  or  more  Boroughs,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sultation. 

He  shall  confer  with  any  Superintendent  of  a  Borough  as  to 
any  of  the  schools  or  classes  which  shall,  appear  from  their 
records  to  be  deficient  or  unsatisfactory,  either  in  instruction  or 
discipline,  and  shall  advise  with  such  Borough  Superintendent 
or  Superintendents  as  to  the  proper  remedy  for  such  deficiencies. 

It  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Superintendent  to  report  any 
case  of  gross  misconduct,  insubordination,  neglect  of  duty  or 
general  inefficiency  on  the  part  of  any  Borough. Superintendent 
or  Associate  Superintendent,  first  to  the  School  Board  of  the 
Borough  concerned,  and,  failing  of  remedy,  then  to  the  Board  of 
Education. 

The  City  Superintendent  shall  have  no  right  of  interference 
with  the  actual  conduct  of  any  school  in  The  City  of  New  York. 

Section  29.  The  City  Superintendent  shall  have  the  general 
charge  and  direction  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  to  be  appointed 
under  Section  1081  of  the  Charter.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  trans 
mit  to  the  said  Examiners  the  minimum  requirements,  as  fixed 
by  the  Board  of  Education,  which  are  to  prevail  throughout  the 
City  for  officers  to  be  appointed  to  any  supervising  or  teaching 
position  under  any  School  Board.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  the 
Examiners  any  academical  or  professional  qualifications  which 
may  be  required  as  provided  by  law  in  the  respective  Boroughs. 

lie  shall  designate  the  times  at  which  the  Board  of  Examiners 
shall  hold  their  examinations. 

He  shall  transmit  to  each  School  Board  the  eligible  lists  that 
are  available  for  use  within  its  jurisdiction. 

He  shall  cause  all  licenses  for  teachers  to  be  prepared  and  to 
show  on  their  face  in  what  Borough  or  Boroughs  they  are  valid. 

He  shall  cause  lists  to  ])e  filed  in  his  office  on  which  shall  ap- 
jjear  the  names  of  all  those  to  whom  licenses  have  been  granted, 
including  the  names  of  those  exempted  from  examination,  and 
those  duly  licensed  in  the  several  Boroughs  prior  to  the   1st  of 
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January,  1898,  and  .shall  cause  a  separate  list  to  be  made  for 
each  grade  or  kind  of  license  for  which  the  Board  of  Education 
or  the  School  Boards  shall  by  their  by-laws  make  provision. 

The  City  Superintendent,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners,  shall  issue  licenses  to  teach  for  a  period  of  one 
year;  any  such  license  may  be  renewed  without  examination 
for  two  successive  years  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Supel*- 
intendent  of  the  Borough  in  which  the  teacher  has  discharged 
his  or  her  duties ;  at  the  close  of  the  third  year  of  continuous 
successful  service  the  City  Superintendent  may  make  the  license 
permanent. 

The  City  Superintendent,  together  with  the  Board  of  Exami- 
ners, shall  determine  the  subjects  in  which  candidates  for  proba- 
tionary licenses  shall  be  examined,  and  shall  also  determine  the 
percentage  which  shall  be  required  in  order  to  constitute  a  suc- 
cessful examination,  and  also  the  conditions  upon  which  the 
examination  may  be  had. 

All  appointments  of  regular  teachers  in  the  public  schools 
shall  be  made  from  the  before-described  eligible  lists  only. 

Whenever  any  Borough  Board  shall  certify  to  the  City  Super- 
intendent of  Scuools  that  it  has  established  a  grade  of  license 
applicable  to  the  promotion  or  advancement  of  principals  or 
teachers,  the  Board  of  Examiners  shall  hold  such  examinations 
as  the  City  Superintendent  may  prescribe  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  whether  the  principals  or  teachers  applying  for 
such  grade  of  license  possess  the  qualifications  which  may  hiave 
been  imposed  by  the  Borough  Board. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

POWERS   AND    DUTIES. 

Section  30.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent 
of  School  Buildings  to  examine  all  buildings  and  their  appurte- 
nances under  the  control  of  this  Board,  in  reference  to  their 
safety,  sanitary  condition,  state  of  repair  and  the  necet-sity  of 
alteration  or  improvement,  and  report  the  result  of  such  exami- 
nations to  the  Committee  on  Buildings  at  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Committee  in  July  of  each  year,  and  oftener  if,  in  his 
opinion,  the  interests  of  the  school  ciystem  require  it. 

2.  He  shall  also,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Buildings,  prepare  specifications  and  drawings  for  new  build- 
ings, for  alterations  of  buildings,  and  for  such  other  work  as 
may  be  required.     He  shall  also  superintend  all  work  done  in 
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connection  with  buildings  under  tlie  control  of  the  Board,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  in  connection 
with  the  contracts  entered  into  by  the  lioard.  It  shall  also  be 
his  duty  to  make  proper  provision,  through  the  Deputy  Super- 
intendents of  Buildings,  to  arrange  that  all  rei)airs  of  school 
buildings  shall  be  promptly  and  efficiently  made. 

8.  lie  shall  examine  all  bills  incurred  by  or  presented  to  him, 
and  forward  the  same  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary,  with  his 
approval  or  disapprov^al,  within  one  week  from  the  date  of  re- 
ceipt of  the  same. 

4.  He  shall  be  at  his  office  from  2  to  5  o'clock  p.  m.  on  every 
business  day,  unless  specially  required  by  his  duties  to  be  else- 
where ;  he  shall  be  present  durmg  the  meetings  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Committees  when  re- 
quested. 

5.  He  may  also  perform  such  work  for  the  College  of  The 
City  of  New  York  and  the  Normal  College  of  The  City  of  Kew 
York,  relating  to  their  buildings  and  repairs,  as  the  Trustees  or 
Executive  Uommittees  thereof  may  respectively  require,  and 
receive  such  compensation  therefor  as  said  Trustees  or  Execu- 
tive Committees  shall  respectively  determine;  but  he  shall  not 
perform  any  work  on  other  account  similar  to  that  performed 
under  the  regulations  established  for  his  department. 

6.  He  shall,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Conmiittee  on 
Buildings,  and  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  have  charge  of  and  prescribe  the  duties  to  be  per- 
formed by  all  ])ersons  employed  in  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  of 
the  Board  of  Education. 

7.  lie  may  apj)oint  a  Deputy  Superintendent  for  each  of 
the  Boroughs,  who  shall  be  an  architect  or  engineer  of  good 
standing. 

8.  He  shall  nominate  janitf)rs  to  the  resi)ective  School  Boards, 
and  shall  keep  on  tilt  in  his  office  an  eligible  list  of  duly  qualified 
persons  from  which  said  nominaticms  shall  be  made. 

DEPITY  SUPEKINTKXDKNT  OF  SCHOOL  JJMLDIXGS. 

Skci'ion  31.  The  Superinte»ident  of  School  liuildings  may  des- 
ignate a  Deputy  Superintendent  of  School  Buildings,  who,  in 
his  absence,  shall,  in  his  placo  and  stead,  execute  all  powers  and 
perform  all  duties  of  the  Superintendent  of  School  Buildings. 
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CONTRACTS. 

ADVERTISING  FOR  PROPOSALS. 

Skctiox  32.  1.  All  work  of  erecting,  altering,  repairing  or 
enlarging  school  buildings  and  premises;  the  litting  up  of  all 
buildings  for  school  purposes  ;  the  supplying  of  alllieating  and 
ventilating  apparatus  and  furniture  and  repairs  to  the  same,  the  cost 
of  which  will  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Buildings  for  examination  and  report,  and,  if  this 
Board  shall  thereafter  decide  in  favor  of  the  application,  the  work 
shall  be  done  by  contract,  an  advertisement  soliciting  proposals 
for  doinjr  the  same  to  be  published  in  the  City  Record  for  ten 
days.  The  Committee  on  Buildings  shall  report  specitically,  in 
each  case,  whether  or  not  the  advertisement  for  proposals  has 
been  duly  published,  and  the  contract  awarded  to  the  lowest  re- 
s[X)nsible  bidder. 

2.  No  proposed  expenditure  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  referred  to  any  Committee  with  power,  unless  advertised 
in  the  manner  required  by  these  by-laws. 

8.  Whenever  the  question  of  the  purchase  of  h^ school  site,  or 
the  erection  or  enlargement  of  a  school  building  or  annex,  shall 
be  referred  to  the  appropriate  Committee,  said  Committee  shall, 
in  the  consideration  of  the  subject,  require  from  the  School  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Borough  in  which  such  site  is  located,  a  re- 
port in  writing  of  such  facts  as  relate  to  the  necessity  for  such 
site,  building,  enlargement  or  annex,  the  convenience  of  the  lo 
cation  and  the  number  of  departments,  classrooms  and  children 
to  be  provided  for,  with  such  additional  recommendations  or  sug- 
gestions as  he  may  deem  desirable. 

Should  it  appear  to  the  Committee  in  the  case  of  a  building  or 
annex  that  the  same  is  needed,  they  shall  recpiire  ihe  Superin- 
tendent of  School  Buildings  to  ]>repare  and  f^ubinit  for  their  con- 
sideration the  drawings  and  a  general  descrij^tion  in  writing  of 
such  a  building  as  he  deems  advisable,  specifying  the  dimensions, 
the  number  and  arrangements  of  departments  and  classrooms, 
and  all  other  material  features,  and  estimating  approximately  the 
cost 

Should  said  plans  and  the  specitications  therefor  be  a])proved 
by  the  Committee,  a  full  report  shall  1)?  made  to  this  R(»ard. 

Upon  the  approval  of  such  report  by  the  Board,  ])ro]iosal8 
shall  be  duly  advertised  for,  and  the  contracts  shall  be  let,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Finance  Committee,  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law  and  these  by  laws. 

When  proposals  for  any  of  the  purposes  before  named  are  in- 
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vited  by  advertisement,  it  shall  be  required,  as  a  condition  prece- 
dent to  the  reception  or  consideration  of  any  proix^sals,  that  a 
certified  check  upon,  or  a  certificate  of  deposit  oi,  one  of  the  State 
or  National  banks  or  trust  companies  of  The  City  of  New  York, 
drawn  to  the  order  of  the  President  of  this  Board,  shall  accom- 
pany the  proiK)sal,  to  an  amount  not  less  than  five  per  cent,  of 
such  proposal  when  said  proposal  is  for  less  than  ten  thousand 
dollars,  and  to  an  amount  not  less  than  three  per  cent,  of  such 
proposal  when  said  proposal  is  for  ten  thousand  dollars  or  up- 
ward ;  that  on  demand,  within  one  day  after  the  award  of  the 
contract,  the  President  of  this  Board  shall  return  all  the  deposits 
of  checks  and  certificates  of  deposit  made  to  the  persons  making 
the  same,  except  that  made  by  the  person  or  persons  whose  bid 
has  been  so  accepted ;  and  that,  if  the  person  or  persons  whose 
bid  has  been  so  accepted,  shall  refuse  or  neglect,  within  five 
days  after  due  notice  has  been  given  that  the  contract  is  ready 
for  execution,  to  execute  the  same,  the  amount  of  the  deposit  or 
of  the  check  or  certificate  of  deposit  made  by  him  or  them  shall 
be  forfeited  to  and  retained  by  this  Board,  not  as  a  penalty, 
but  as  liquidated  damages  for  such  neglect  or  refusal,  and  shall 
be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
of  The  City  of  New  York;  but  if  the  said  person  or  persons 
whose  bid  has  been  so  accepted  shall  execute  the  contract  within 
the  time  aforesaid,  the  amount  of  his  or  their  deposit  of  check  or 
certificate  of  deposit  shall  be  returned  to  him  or  them  ;  and  that 
a  reference  to  the  by-laws  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  deposits  of 
checks  and  certificates  of  deposit  with  proposals,  and  the  right 
to  reject  any  and  all  bids,  shall  be  inserted,  among  other  things, 
in  the  advertiseinent  for  proposals,  and  in  the  blanks  to  be  used 
bv  the  bidders  making  the  same. 

4.  Rtcepi'um  of  Proposals, — All  proposals  received  by  author- 
ity of  this  Board  for  any  of  the  purposes  before  named  shall  be 
opened  in  the  Hall  of  this  Board,  or  annexes  thereto,  inmiediately 
after  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  by  the  advertisement  for 
the  receipt  thereof,  in  the  presence  of  the  Secretary  of  this  Board, 
or  in  the  presence  of  such  assistant  clerk  as  the  Secretary  of 
this  Boara  may  designate,  and  of  a  majority  of  the  Building 
Committee,  at  a  meeting  regularly  called  for  that  purpose ;  and 
all  original  proposals  shall  be  immediately  thereafter  filed  in  the 
Secretary's  oflice;  and  no  proposals  shall  be  received  or  con- 
sidered that  mav  be  oflFered  or  submitted  after  the  time  limited 
as  before  named. 

5.  Notice  upon  awarding  of  Contracts. — In  all  cases  of  awards 
of  contracts  by  this  Board,  the  Secretary  shall,  upon  confirma- 
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tion  thereof,  notify  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  contract 
or  contracts  may  be  awarded,  informing  him  or  them  that  the 
written  contract  must  in  all  cases  be  executed  and  approved  in 
accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  this  Board  prior  to  commencing 
the  work. 

The  Secretary  shall  procure,  or  cause  to  be  procured,  from  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or,  in  his  absence,  from 
the  President  of  this  Board,  his  approval  or  other  action  upon 
all  contracts  or  instruments  which  shall  require  such  action, 
within  five  days  after  such  contracts  or  instruments  shall  have 
been  left  with  him  by  the  contractors  after  execution. 

If  such  contract  shall  be  imperfectly  executed  or  acknowl- 
edged by  such  contractor,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
to  forthwith  return  the  same  for  correction  to  the  contractor  and 
to  notify  the  proper  Committee  of  the  fact. 

The  Committee  in  charge  of  such  contract  shall  compute  the 
time  for  the  completion  thereof  from  the  date  of  such  approval, 
and  a  provision  to  this  effect  shall  be  inserted  in  all  contracts 
hereafter  made  by  this  Board, 

In  determining  who  is  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  examining  proposals  for  any  work 
to  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  to  consider  the 
responsibility  and  ability  of  the  bidder  himself  to  do  the  work 
in  a  thorough  and  workmanlike  manner,  and  not  to  be  guided 
exclusively  by  a  consideration  of  the  responsibility  of  his 
sureties.  No  contractor  shall  be  accepted  to  perform  any  con- 
tract to  be  paid  by  an  appropriation  by  this  Board  who  has 
heretofore  failed  to  perform  faithfully  any  contract  for  this 
Board. 

EXPENSES  OF  SCHOOLS. 

INCIDENTAL   EXPENSES   OF    SCHOOLS — REPAIRS. 

Section  33.  In  the  month  of  January,  or  as  early  thereafter 
as  practicable,  in  each  year,  an  appropriation  of  such  an  amount 
as  may  be  deemed  proper  shall  be  made  by  this  Board,  to  be 
known  as  the  Incidental  Expenses  of  Schools — Repairs^  said 
fund  to  be  expended  by  the  Superintendent  of  School  Buildings, 
upon  approval  by  the  Committee  on  Buildings,  in  sums  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  dollars,  for  special  purposes ;  but  in  case  of 
emergency  work  ordered  by  the  Superintendent  of  School  Build- 
ings may  be  approved  and  payment  therefor  be  authorized  by 
said  Committee.     Said  Committee  shall  report  to  this  Board,  at 
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the  first  meeting  held  in  the  montlis   of   May,  September  and 
December,  the  condition  of  the  fund. 

Section  34.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
School  Buildings  to  have  bills  for  all  expenditures  that  are  to  be 
paid  from  the  contingent  fund  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Education  not  later  than  the  15th  of  the  month  succeed- 
ing the  completion  of  any  alterations  or  repairs. 

RECORD   OF   EXPENDITURES. 

Section  35.  1.  The  Secretary  of  this  Board  shall  cause  to  be 
kept  files  containing  for  each  school  house  ]>y  itself  a  correct 
record  of  the  applications  and  of  the  action  of  this  Board  or 
any  of  its  officers  or  Conmiittees  thereupon,  so  as  to  preserve 
the  same  on  record  and  in  convenient  book  form  for  reference. 

2.  A  book  shall  also  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  this  Board, 
which  shall  contain  a  correct  record,  in  respect  to  each  school 
building  and  premises,  by  school  districts,  of  the  payments  of 
money  on  account  of  said  building  and  premises  for  any  and  all 
purposes  (except  gas  and  supplies  furnished  through  the  De- 
pository, and  salaries),  showing  the  amounts  expended  for  each 
kind  of  alterations  or  repairs. 

3.  All  alterations  and  repairs  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall 
be  made  as  soon  as  the  necessity  therefor  becomes  apparent, 
when  the  same  can  be  properly  done  during  the  school  session 
or  in  the  interim  between  such  sessions,  and  no  such  repairs 
shall  be  postponed  until  the  summer  vacation. 

UULES  OF  ORDER. 

First.  In  ease  the  President  and  Vice-President  shall  not  at- 
tend at  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  the 
Secretary  shall  call  tlie  roll,  and,  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum, 
shall  call  the  Board  to  order,  when  a  President  pro  tempore 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  for  that  meeting,  or  until  the 
a])pearanee  of  the  President  or  Vice-President. 

Second,  The  President  may  substitute  any  other  member  to 
preside  in  his  place,  but  such  substitution  shall  not  continue  be- 
yond the  meeting  at  which  it  shall  be  made.  The  President  shall 
decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Board. 

Third.  When  the  Secretary  is  not  present  the  Chief  Clerk 
shall  perform  his  duties  at  the  meeting. 

Fourth,  The  Secretary  shall  make  a  list  of  the  resolutions  or 
report^  on  the  table,  which  shall  be  considered  the  general  orders 
of  the  dav. 
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Fifth.  The  order  of  business  at  every  meeting  shall  be  (ex- 
cept when  otherwise  specially  ordered )  as  follows : 

1.  Consideration  of  the  Minutes  of  the  previous  meeting. 

2.  Communications  or  reports  from  inspectors ;  communica- 
tions or  reports  from  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
Borough  School  Superintendents ;  miscellaneous  communica- 
tions. 

3.  Resolutions  to  be  referred  or  passed  without  objection. 

4.  CouMderation  of  reports  laid  over  from  previous  meetings, 
under  the  fifteenth  rule  of  order. 

5.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

6.  Reports  of  Select  Committees. 

7.  Motions  and  resolutions. 

8.  Unfinished  business. 

9.  Special  orders  of  the  day. 
10.  General  orders  of  the  day. 

Upon  the  presentation  of  any  paper  under  the  second  order  of 
business,  it  shall  be  referred  to  tlie  appropriate  Committee  or 
ordered  on  file  without  debate,  unless  the  Board,  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  shall  otherwise  direct,  except 
that  a  motion  to  print  may  be  made,  but  the  same  shall  also  l>e 
decided  without  debate. 

After  the  third  order  of  business,  the  Board  shall  commence 
its  business  where  it  left  off  at  the  adjournment  of  the  previous 
meeting.  But  the  regular  order  of  business  may  at  any  time  be 
suspended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

iSUih.  All  resolutions  shall  be  i)resented  in  writing,  with  the 
name  of  the  mover.  When  so  presented  they  shall  be  read,  but 
shall  not  be  considered  until  seconded  ;  and  papers  i>resented 
shall  be  endorsed  with  a  brief  statement  of  the  subject  matter. 

Severdh.  Motions  to  refer,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  adjourn,  and 
for  the  previous  question  shall  always  be  in  order,  and,  excei)t 
the  motion  to  refer,  shall  be  taken  without  debate.  A  vote  of 
the  Board  ordering  the  previous  (juestion  shall  be  taken  by  the 
ayes  and  noes,  and  shall  i)reclude  further  debate,  but  shall  not 
cut  off  pending  amendments.  Each  pending  amendment  shall 
be  decided  in  order,  and  by  ayes  and  noes,  if  recjuired. 

EUjhth,  No  member  shall  withdraw  from  the  meeting  without 
the  permission  of  the  President. 

JSinth.  Every  member,  previous  to  his  speaking,  shall  rise  and 
address  himself  to  the  IVesident. 

Tenth,  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  one  time,  the 
President  shall  designate  which  is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

Eleventh,  No  member  shall  speak  more  than   twice  on  the 
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same  question  without  leave  of  the  Board,  nor  more  tlian  once 
until  every  other  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken  ; 
nor  shall  any  member  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  ten  min- 
utes at  any  one  time  upon  any  subject  under  consideration,  unless 
by  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present 

Twelfth,  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question 
is  put  shall  vote  tor  or  against  the  same,  unless  excused  by  the 
Board. 

Thirteenth,  The  ayes  and  noes  upon  all  questions  of  appropri- 
ations of  moneys  shall  be  called  and  entered  upon  the  Minutes, 
and  on  all  other  occasions  at  the  request  of  any  member. 

Fourteenth.  The  Board  may  refer  any  matter  to  a  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  and  may  go  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

Fifteenth.  Reports  of  Committees  shall  be  laid  over  before 
consideration  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  subsequent  to 
their  presentation.  Leave  for  immediate  consideration  may, 
however,  be  granted,  unless  three  members  present  object  there- 
to ;  such  objections  may  be  made  before  or  immediately  after 
the  reading  of  the  report. 

All  reports  laid  over  under  this  rule  shall  be  considered  at  the 
next  meeting  after  presentation,  to  be  taken  up  after  the  third 
order  of  business. 

Sixteenth.  A  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  may  be  made  by  any 
member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  at  the  same  meeting  or 
at  the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting ;  but  no  vote  or  recon- 
sideration shall  be  taken  more  than  once  on  the  same  subject. 

Seventeenth.  The  eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth  and 
sixteenth  rules  of  order  shall  apply  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole.

The  Committee  on  School  System,  to  which  was  referred  the 
communications  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  requesting  the 
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views  of  this  Board  as  to  what  the  effect  would  be  in  the  event 
of  Senate  Bill  No.  336  and  Senate  Bill  No.  381  becoming  laws, 
would  respectfully  report  that  the  Committee  has  carefully  ex- 
amined these  bills,  and  finds  that  the  purpose  of  the  same  is  to 
amend  the  Charter  of  The  City  of  New  York  so  as  to  secure  to 
the  teachers  of  the  Boroughs  of  Richmond  and  Queens  the  same 
tenure  and  standing  as  are  given,  under  the  charter,  to  the  teachers 
of  the  other  Boroughs,  and  thus  to  give  to  those  teachers,  who 
are  now  engaged  upon  yearly  contracts,  a  permanent  engagement 
and  without  further  examination. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that,  whatever  advantages 
may  be  attached  to  these  amendments  in  the  future,  they  would 
be  detrimental  to  the  school  system,  if  adopted  at  the  present 
time,  for  the  reason  that  the  School  Boards  for  the  Boroughs  of 
Richmond  and  Queens  have  held  office  only  one  month,  and  con- 
sequently have  had  no  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with 
the  teachers  under  their  control.  The  contracts  of  the  teachers 
expire  on  July  31,  1898,  and  the  local  Boards  feel  that  they 
should  have  every  opportunity  to  investigate  as  to  the  ability  and 
efficiencv  of  the  present  teaching  staff,  and  that  they  should  be 
in  a  position  to  refuse  to  renew  the  contracts  of  those  teachers, 
if  any,  who  are  found  to  be  inefficient. 

Your  Committee  is  also  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  unwise  to  at- 
tempt to  amend  the  provisions  of  the  new  Charter  which  relate 
to  the  public  schools,  until  they  have  been  tested  by  a  longer 
trial  and  have  been  subjected  to  the  scrutiny  and  criticism  of  the 
City  Superintendent  oi  Schools,  when  he  shall  have  been  ap- 
pointed. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  this  Board  request 
the  Corporation  Counsel  to  oppose  the  passage  of  Senate  Bill 
No.  336  and  Senate  Bill  No.  381,  and  the  following  resolution  is 
offered  for  adoption : 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  it  would  be 
detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  school  system  of  The 
City  of  New  York  to  amend  the  Charter  of  The  City  of  New 
York  at  the  present  time,  as  proposed  in  Senate  Bill  No.  336 
and  Senate  Bill  No.  381.

In  order  to  prevent 
inconvenience  and  hardship  to  the  many  employees  of  the  school 
system,  I  would  ask  your  co-operation  in  relation  to  the  follow- 
ing proposition: 

It  it  is  within  the  pale  of  the  law,  I  would  suggest  that 
appropriations  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment lor  the  purpose  of  paying  the  salaries  of  teachers,  janitors 
and  other  employees  for  the  month  of  February.  It  is  possible 
during  the  next  few  days  to  present  the  requirements  for  these 
particular  items,  but  it  is  not  possible  to  properly  submit  the 
entire  budget.

Dbab  Sib  :  I  have  received  your  communication  of  the  8th 
inst.,  in  which  you  state  that  delay  is  likely  to  occur  in  properly 
preparing  a  departmental  estimate  of  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion for  the  year  1898  for  presentation  to  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment. 

Heretofore  in  making  appropriations  for  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  City  Government,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
portionment has,  without  exception,  adhered  to  the  policy  of 
passing  only  on  estimates  of  expenditure  for  the  whole  year. 
While  it  would  be  desirable  for  many  reasons  to  adhere  to  this 
policy,  in  the  case  of  the  Department  of  Education  I  appreciate 
the  inconvenience  and  hardship  which  would  result  to  the 
teachers  and  employees  of  the  school  system  if  their  payrolls 
should  be  long  delayed. 

I  will  gladly  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, therefore,  that  an  exception  be  made  in  this  case,  and 
I  am  confident,  from  a  conversation  which  I  have  had  with 
several  members  of  the  Board,  that  favorable  action  will  be 
taken  upon  any  proper  estimate  of  expenditure  which  may  be 
submitted  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  the  month  of  Febru- 
arv.  This  estimate,  however,  should  deal  exclusively  with 
salaries,  and  not  with  supplies  or  other  expenditures. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  an  estimate  of  this  character  be 
submitted  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  so  that  the  salaries  and 
wages  of  the  Department  of  Education  may  ])e  paid  with  as  little 
delay  as  possible.

Hon.  Charles  Bulkley  IIubbell, 

President^  Board  of  Education, 

Sir:  I  have  received  your  communication  of  the  5th  inst., 
in  which  you  refer  to  a  number  of  requisitions  for  the  issue  of 
l>ond8  for  the  construction  of  school  nouses  which  have  been 
made  by  the  Board  of  Education  since  January  first  and  not 
acted  on.  You  refer  to  the  dissatisfaction  and  complaint  among 
the  contractors  that  the  necessary  funds  are  not  available, 
which,  as  you  state,  may  cause  the  withdrawal  of  the  contractors, 
with  whom  favorable  terms  have  been  made.  You  also  call 
attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  existing  school  accommoda- 
tions and  refer  to  the  fact  that  every  week  of  delay  in  beginning 
the  construction  of  these  school  houses  means  a  corresponding 
week  before  they  can  be  completed. 

The  subject  «>f  your  communication  is  one  in  which  I  recog- 
nize the  highest  importance. 

As  you  may  be  aware,  the  Comptroller  has  not  applied  to  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  authority  to  add  to 
the  funded  debt  of  the  city  for  any  purpose  whatever  since 
January  1,  1898.  I  think  it  necessary,  in  order  to  reply  frankly 
to  your  communication,  to  state  that  the  reason  for  this  lias  been 
my  doubt  whether,  under  the  limitations  of  municipal  indebted- 
ness contained  in  Section  10  of  Article  Vlll.of  the  Constitution, 
it  is  now  possible  for  the  city  to  incur  new.  indebtedness  for  any 
purpose  whatever,  other  than  by  the  issue  of  water  bonds,  this 
being  the  exception  provided  for  by  the  Constitution  itself. 

In  the  financial  administration  of  the  City  of  Xew  York  as  it 
existed  prior  to  consolidation,  the  question  of  the  citv's  limit  of 
indebteaness  under  constitutional  limitations  possessed  but  little 
practical  importance,  since  ten  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  city's  real  estate  was  a  sum  apparently  largely  in 
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excess  of  the  city's  net  debt.     Since  consolidation,  however,  the 
conditions   have   become   wliolly   different.     Not   only   is    the 
bonded  debt  of  the  Boroughs  of  Richmond  and  Queens  largely 
in  excess  of  ten  per  cent  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  their  real 
estate,  l)Ut  The  City  of  New  York  had  also  to  assume  an  indebt- 
edness of  nearly  fifteen  millions  belonging  to  the  County  of 
Kings,  all  of  w^hich  tended  to  reduce  the  city^s  margin  of  debt- 
incurring  capacity,  since  the  County  of  Kings  and  the  City  of 
Brooklyn  were  coterminous  and  Brooklyn  had  already  sul)stan- 
tialiy  reached  its  limit  of  constitutional  indebtedness.    The  result 
of  consolidation,  therefore,  was  to  reduce  to  a  sum  of  about  fif- 
teen millions  of  dollars  the  difference  between  the  citv's  net 
funded  debt  and  ten  j)er  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  it^ 
real  estate.     The  difficulty  with  the  existing  situation  lies  in  the 
possibility  that  the  inhibition  of  the  Constitution  is  directed  not 
only  against  the  incurring  of  a  honded  debt  in  excess  of  its  limi- 
tation, but  also  against  all  other  indebtedness,  whether  incurred 
by  judgment  or  order  of  Court,  as  in  the  case  of  aw^ards  for  lands 
.   taken  in  condemnation  proceedings,  or  by  contracts  calling  for 
the  future   payment  of  money  Irom   the  proceeds  of  bonds. 
The   language  of  the  Constitution   is :    *'  No    county   or  city 
shall  be  allowed  to   become  indebted   for  any   purpose  or  in 
any   manner,"  etc.,  etc.     If,  as  has  been  asserted  by   eminent 
counsel,  the  contract  indebtedness  of  the  city  is  to  be  included 
with  its  bond  issues  in  ascertaining  the  city's  constitutional  limit 
of  indebtedness,  I  fear  that  for  many  years  to  come  the  greatest 
difficulty  will  be  experienced  in  providing  for  even  the  most 
necessary  public  improvements,  the  cost  of  which  has  heretofore 
been  defrayed  by  the  issue  of  bonds. 

Some  time  since  I  requested  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  an 
opinion  in  regard  to  this  subject,  and  also  in  regard  to  a  number 
of  cognate  questions  of  great  importance.  His  reply  must  be 
awaited  with  patience,  involving,  as  it  does,  the  most  important 
question  ever  submitted  to  a  public  official  of  this  city,  and  re- 
quiring the  most  careful  and  mature  delibemtion.  The  situa- 
tion, however  grave  it  may  prove  to  be,  cannot  be  avoided  ;  it 
sprang  into  existence  at  the  moment  the  present  administration 
assumed  office,  and  nnist  be  faced  with  courage  and  without  use- 
less recrimination  by  those  who  have  been  called  upon  to  remedy, 
so  far  as  possible,  the  almost  criminal  extravagance  and  the 
hasty,  short-sighted  legislation  of  others. 

I  shall  take  the  liberty  of  making  this  letter  public  as  soon  as 
it  reaches  vour  hands,  for  1  observe  from  the  action  of  the  Board 
of  Education  yesterday  that  that  Board,  in  common  with  other 
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Departments  of  the  city  government,  has  been  at  a  loss  to  under- 
stand the  reasons  which  have  led  to  the  failure  to  provide  funds 
for  contemplated  improvements.

Hon.  Charles  Bulkley  IIubbell, 

President^  Board  of  Edtuiation,  City. 

Sir  :  In  connection  with  the  request  of  the  School  Board  of  the 
Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  nronx,  addressed  to  this  Board, 
in  the  matter  of  the  acceleration  of  the  settlement  of  pending 
contracts  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, I  would  state  that  it  is  emphatically  necessary  that 
this  Board  should  place  itself  on  record  in  an  unmistakable 
manner  as  to  the  necessity  of  prompt  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 

A  few  weeks  ago  Mr.  Anderson  was  kind  enough,  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  Mr.  Snyder  and  the  undersigned,  to  address  the  Coun- 
sel to  the  Corporation  for  his  opinion  concerning  a  clear  defini- 
tion of  the  dividing  line  between  the  rights  and  duties  of  the 
Building  Department  of  this  Board  and  those  of  the  Borough 
Boards.  Up  to  this  time,  no  reply  to  this  request  has  been 
vouchsafed. 

This  Board  is  now  facing  the  question  of  advertising  for  new 
work,  and  is  hampered  by  the  position,  publicly  announced,  of 
the  Board  of  Estimate  ana  Apportionment. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  Boys'  High  School  are  ready 
for  advertisement,  as  are  also  those  for  four  public  school  build- 
ings and  one  addition,  while  two  more  will  be  ready  very  shortly. 

There  is  a  feeling  of  great  uncertainty  among  contractors  as  to 
the  wisdom  of  bidding  on  any  more  new  work  until  there  shall 
have  been  a  satisfactory  settlement  of  the  contracts  now  pending 
befoi-c  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment.  In  addition 
to  the  contracts  noted,  there  are  a  number  of  others  for  furniture, 
heating,  etc.,  all  of  them  affected  in  the  same  manner. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  attaching  two  communications,  just  re- 
ceived, in  the  matter  of  the  immediate  necessity  of  a  school 
building  in  Van  Nest  Park,  one  of  them  from  one  of  the 
Inspectors  of  the  Thirty-fifth  District,  the  other  from  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Van  Nest  Property  Owners'  Asso- 
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ciation.  The  Inspector,  Mr.  Cooley,  states  (in  part)  as  follows : 
'"  A  number  of  children  are  now  running  about  the  streets  there, 
and  as  the  population  is  increasing  very  rapidly,  there  will  be  a 
deplorable  condition  of  affairs  unless  a  building  is  put  up  before 
next  winter."  These  communications  accentuate  the  position 
taken  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  School  Board  for  the  Boroughs 
of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  and  so  ably  presented  by  Mr. 
Richard  H.  Adams,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Sites  and 
Buildings  of  said  Board.  This  Van  Nest  Park  matter  shows  a 
condition  which  is  multiplied  throughout  the  city,  and  which 
will  be  multiplied  many  times  over,  unless  immediate  steps  are 
taken  to  prevent  such  a  lamentable  state  of  affairs.

(I.  A  City  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

7.  An  Auditor. 

8.  A  Chief  Clerk. 

9.  Four  Examiners. 

The  Board  of  Education  shall  also  apjx)int  such  deputies,  as- 
sistants and  clerks  for  its  said  officers  as  may  be  required  for  the 
efficient  discharge  of  their  duties. 

TERMS    OF    SERVICE. 

Section  7.  The  official  term  of  the  President  shall  continue 
from  the  third  Monday  in  February  of  each  year  until  the  third 
Monday  in  February  of  the  succeeding  year,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  chosen.  The  terms  of  all  other  officers  of  the  Board  of 
Education  shall  continue  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  ex- 
cept those  whose  terms  are  fixed  by  statute  or  by  resolution  of 
the  Board. 

ELECTIONS. 

OFFICERS — HOW  ELECTED. 

Section  8.  All  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Education  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot.  All  elections  by  the  Board  shall  be  made  at 
stated  meetings  by  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of 
the  Board. 

Section  9.  No  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  any  of  the  offices 
of  the  Board  named  in  Section  6  shall  be  had  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  unless  notice  shall  have  been  given  in 
the  call  for  the  meeting  that  such  election  will  be  moved. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  insert  such  notice  in  the 
call  at  the  request  of  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

This  by-law  shall  apply  to  all  elections  of  such  officers,  whether 
for  the  entire  term,  or  to  fill  a  vacancy,  or  to  fill  a  new  office,  ex- 
cept that  it  shall  not  apply  to  the  meeting  to  be  held  on  the 
third  Monday  in  February  in  each  year.

In  case  any  person  appointed  to  a  school  office  in 
this  city  shall  omit  to  take  and  subscribe  before  the  Secretary  or 
Chief  Clerk  of  this  Board  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the 
Constitution  of  this  State,  within  the  time  re(|uired  by  law,  said 
Secretary  shall  notify  this  Board  of  such  omission. 

PRESIDENT. 

Section  12.  The  President  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  Board :  he  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  thereof,  and  shall 
perform  all  the  duties  usually  incumbent  upon  such  officer. 

All  Committjes  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
.otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

The  President  shall  be  entitled  to  be  present  at  the  meetings 
of  each  Standing  Committee  and  to  take  part  in  its  deliberations, 
and  if  less  than  the  full  number  of  such  Committee  is  present  at 
any  regularly  called  meeting  thereof,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  riglits  and  privileges  of  a  member  of  such  Committee  at  such 
meeting.

DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES. 
REPORTS   OF   COMMITTEES — HOW  MADE. 

Section  14.  Every  report  of  a  Committee  shall  be  signed  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  said  Committee,  and  shall 
contain  a  statement  of  the  facts,  with  their  opinion  in  writing, 
and  no  report  shall  be  made  by  a  Committee  unless  the  subject 
thereof  shall  have  been  considered  at  a  meeting  of  which  all  the 
members  have  been  notified.  When  the  report  of  any  Committee 
is  made,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  may  also  present  their 
views  in  writing. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  keep  minutes  of  its  proceed- 
ings, including  the  names  of  the  members  present,  which  shall  be 
duly  recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

APPROVAL   OF   BILLS   BY   COMMITTEES. 

Section  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Committees  whose  ap- 
proval of  bills  before  payment  is  required  by  the  by  laws,  to  take 
action  upon  such  bills  within  one  week  from  the  time  of  their 
presentation.  But  a  Committee  may  postpone  final  action 
thereon  whenever,  in  its  judgment,  there  is  necessity  for  such 
postponement.

Section  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education  : 

1.  To  prepare  estimates  of  the  amounts  that  will  be  required 
by  such  Board,  during  the  ensuing  financial  year,  for  the  purchase 
of  school  sites,  for  the  erection  and  repairs  of  buildings,  for  the 
purchase  and  leasing  of  school  buildings,  for  the  purchase  of  all 
school  supplies,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Nautical  School  and 
for  the  administrative  purposes  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and 
in  general  for  any  purpose  to  which  the  Special  School  Fund  is 
properly  applicable. 
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2.  To  require  from  eacli  Borough  School  Board,  at  such  time 
or  times  as  the  Committee  may  designate,  estimates  in  detail  of 
the  moneys  needed  for  the  administration  of  the  Department 
of  Education  in  such  Borough.  Such  estimates  shall  include  all 
items  properly  chargeable  to  the  General  School  Fund.  The 
Committee  on  Finance  shall  restate,  rearrange,  revise  and  verify 
such  estimates,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation for  its  action,  and,  after  approval  thereof  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  the  Committee  on  Finance  shall  prepare  an  estimate 
of  the  amounts  required  for  the  administration  of  the  entire 
school  system  of  The  City  of  New  York,  properly  divided  into- 
items,  and  showing  separately  the  amounts  required  for  the 
Special  School  Fund  and  for  the  General  School  Fund,  which, 
after  action  thereon  by  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Ccnnmittee 
on  Finance  shall  submit  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment and  to  the  Municipal  Assembly  for  their  action. 

8.  To  apportion  the  General  School  Fund  amo7ig  the  different 
Borough  School  Boards,  and  to  file  the  record  of  such  apportion- 
ment with  the  Comptroller. 

4.  To  apportion  the  Special  School  Fund,  and  to  determine  the 
amount  thereof  aj^plicable  to  the  following  purposes: 

(1)  To  the  purchase  of  school  sites. 

(2)  To  the  erection  and  repairs  of  buildings. 
(8)  To  the  purchase  and  leasing  of  i)ui]dings. 

(4)  To  the  purchase  of  school  supplies. 

(5)  To  tlie  maintenance  of  the  Nautical  School. 

(6)  To  the  administrative  pur])osesof  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. 

And  the  said  Committee  shall  file  a  report  of  all  such  appor- 
tionments from  the  Special  School  Fund  with  the  Comptroller. 

No  appropriation  shall  be  made  from  the  said  Special  School 
Fund  for  any  purj)ose  until  the  Committee  on  Finance  shall  have 
first  reported  as  to  the  financial  alnlity  of  the  Board  of  Education 
to  make  the  same. 

5.  To  finance  and  administer  the  Teachers'  Retirement  Fund, 
from  which  no  annuities  shall  be  granted  or  authorized  until 
the  said  Committee  shall  have  reported  financial  ability  thereon. 

().  To  provide  for  the  attendance  of  one  of  its  members  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  of 
the  Municipal  Assembly  held  while  any  business  of  this  Board  is 
pending  before  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  or  be- 
fore said  Municipal  Assembly. 

The  said  Committee  shall  also  report  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion for  its  action  the  form  and  amount  of  the  bond  to  be  tijiven

by  the  respective  Secretaries  of  the  Borough  School  Boards,  and 
the  form  and  amount  of  all  other  bonds  wliich  by  statute  are  re- 
quired to  be  given  by  any  officers  of  the  Board  of  Education  or 
the  School  Boards. 

COMMITTEE    ON    SITES. 

Section  17.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on 
Sites  to  examine  every  determination  of  any  of  the  School 
Boards  eml)raced  within  The  City  of  New  York,  by  which  sites 
for  school  buildings  or  for  additions  tliereto  have  been  chosen, 
and  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Education  whether  the  expenditure 
involved  in  the  sites  so  selected  and  the  buildings  to  be  erected 
thereon  is,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  reasonable  [and 
proper. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Sites  shall  have  charge  of  and  manage 
all  proceedings  relative  to  the  acquisition  of  sites,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Education.  It  shall  report  in  writing 
to  the  Board  of  Education,  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  the 
months  of  January,  April,  July  and  November,  the  condition  of 
all  matters  or  proceedings  relating  to  sites  approved  by  the  Board 
which  are  still  pending  and  not  completed.

Section  18.  1.  The  Committee  on  Buildings,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Education,  shall  have  charge  of  all 
matters  relating  to  the  erection,  hiring,  altering,  repairing  or  en- 
largement of  school  buildings  and  school  premises,  the  fitting  up 
of  all  buildings  used  for  school  purposes,  and  the  ])rovicling 
therefor  of  all  necessary  furniture,  pianos,  heating  and  ventilat- 
ing apparatus. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Committee  to  prepare  and 

{►resent  to  the  Board  of  Education,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
^oard  in  September  of  each  year,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
money  required  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  school  build- 
ings for  the  ensuing  year. 

.  3.  To  divide  each  of  the  Boroughs  into  as  many  school  sections 
as  it  miy  deem  convenient,  and  assign  for  each  section  a  patrol 
or  repair  inspector  of  buildings.  Any  appointee  to  any  of  these 
positions  shall  be  an  architect,  builder,  mason  or  carpenter  of 
practical  experience  and  in  good  standing. 

4  The  said  Committee  shall  also  make  provision  for  the  organ- 
ization in  the  various  Boroughs  of  such  bureaus  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  in  the  department  of  the  Superintendent  of 
School  Buildings,  and  shall  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
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will  enable  each  School  Board  to  secure  prompt  and  efficient 
service  for  the  planning  and  erection  of  new  buildings  for  school 
purposes  and  for  the  alteration  and  repair  of  existing  buildings. 

5.  It  shall  appoint  draughtsmen  and  other  assistants  whose 
services  may  be  required  in  the  department  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  School  Buildings,  whose  salaries  shall  be  paid  from  the 
various  appropriations  on  account  of  which  the  work  is  being 
performed. 

6.  It  shall  have  the  direct  supervision  and  control  of  the  Sup- 
erintendent and  Deputy  Superintendents  of  School  Buihiings, 
and  of  all  other  employees  in  the  Building  Bureau  of  the  Board, 
and  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board,  make  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  proper  |ierformance  of  their  duty. 

7.  It  shall  investigate  without  delay  all  charges  or  complaints 
against  inspectors  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Building  Bureau 
of  the  Board,  and  shall  forthwith  report  its  conclusions  to  the 
Board. 

8.  The  said  Committee  is  also  charged  with  the  care  of  all 
school  furniture,  radiators,  pianos,  or  other  school  property,  which 
mav  be  no  longer  required  in  school  buildings,  and  may  direct 
suc^i  action  as  it  may  deem  proper  relating  to  the  storage  or  cus- 
tody of  such  property. 

9.  It  shall  cause  inventories  to  be  prepared  of  all  school  prop- 
erty, and  files  of  the  same  to  be  preserved,  and  no  property  en- 
tered on  such  inventory  shall  be  aelivered  by  the  person  charged 
with  the  care  of  the  same  except  on  vouchers  from  the  Superin- 
tendent of  School  Buildings 

10.  It  shall  have  control  of  the  trucknif^n  employed  by  the 
Board,  except  such  truckmen  as  may  be  employed  in  the  transfer 
or  delivery  of  supplies  by  contract  or  otherwise,  and  of  the  trucks 
and  horses  owned  bv  the  Board. 

1 1.  The  Committee  on  Buildings  shall  present  a  report  to  the 
Board  of  Education  at  the  first  meeting  in  January,  April,  July 
and  November,  in  each  year,  showing  ia)  all  new  buildings  and 
annexes  in  course  of  construction,  and  the  dates  on  which  such 
buildings  and  annexes  will  be  completed;  (/>)  all  buildings  for 
which  proposrJs  have  been  solicited  and  for  which  contracts  have 
not  been  awarded  ;  (c)  all  buildings  for  which  plans  are  being 
drawn;  (</)  all  other  information  which  said  Committee  shall 
deem  of  interest  to  the  Board. 

COMMinEE    ON    SLTPLIES. 

SiXTioN  19.  The  (/onnnittee  on  Supplies,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Education,  shall  be  charged  with  the  puj-- 
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chase  of  all  books,  apparatus,  stationery  and  other  things  expe- 
dient to  enable  the  schools  of  the  City  to  be  successfully  and 
properly  conducted.  All  such  supplies,  as  far  as  possible,  shall 
be  obtained  by  contract,  for  which  proposals  shall  be  advertised 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  weeks. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Supplies,  under 
the  direction  of  this  Committee,  to  take  charge  of  and  distribute 
8uch  supplies  to  the  various  schools  in  the  respective  Boroughs 
which  make  requisition  therefor.  He  shall  also  keep  an  account 
of  the  cost  thereof  and  of  the  proportion  thereof  distributed  to 
each  Borough,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  either  of 
the  said  Boroughs  has  exceeded  or  is  about  to  exceed  its  appor- 
tionment. 

The  said  Committee  shall  have  power  to  nominate,  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  appoint,  an  inspector 
or  inspectors  of  f  i^el,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inspect  and  super- 
vise the  deHvery  of  all  fuel  supplied  to  the  several  schools  under 
the  control  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  to  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  or  them  by  the  Committee  on 
Supplies. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Committee  to  examine,  audit 
and  certify  all  bills  incurred  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  the 
Board,  or  for  its  Committees  or  Secretarv  or  other  officers,  and 
report  thereon  to  the  Board  of  Education. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Committee  to  audit  and 
approve  the  payrolls  of  the  employees  of  the  Board,  and  to  audit 
all  bills  for  fuel  and  for  gas  or  other  light  used  in  the  schools  or 
in  the  offices  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  said  Committee  shall  also  appoint,  subject  to  the  confir- 
mation of  the  Board,  all  employees  of  the  Board  whose  appoint- 
ment is  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

COMMITTEE    ON    SCHOOL    SYSTEM. 

Section  20.  The  Committee  on  School  System,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Education,  shall  be  charged  with  the 
duty  of  reporting  to  the  Board  of  Education  the  names  of  all 
candidates  nominated  by  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
Examiners.  The  said  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  City 
Superintendent,  shall  designate,  subject  to  the  requirements  of 
the  State  school  laws  which  may  be  in  effect,  the  minimum  re- 
quirements which  shall  prevail  throughout  the  City  for  all 
officers  to  be  appointed  to  any  supervising  or  teaching  ])08ition

under  any  School  Board.  All  eligible  lists  shall  he  filed  with 
the  said  Committee. 

Tlie  said  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  relating 
to  instruction  which,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Charter,  are 
made  applicable  to  the  Board  of  Edncatiim. 

The  said  Committee  shall  from  time  to  time  examine  the 
uumber  of  teachers  upon  which  basis  the  Borough  School  Boards 
may  a])point  Associate  Superintendents,  and  sliall  report  to  the 
Board  of  Educ<ition  whenever,  in  its  judgment,  this  basis  should 
be  modified  or  changed. 

COMMirrEE    ON    BY-LAWS    AND   LEGISLATION. 

Section  21.  The  Committee  on  By-Laws  and  Legislation,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education,  shall  have  charge 
of  all  questions  touching  the  qualifications  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  or  of  auv  of  its  officers,  the  framing  of  all  bv-laws  and  the 
amendment  thereof,  and  all  prc>|Hisals  to  amend  the  same.  It 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  dutv  of  promoting  or  resisting,  as 
it  may  deem  proper,  legislation  affecting  this  Board  or  any  of  the 
offices  01-  officials  thereof,  or  affecting  the  public  schools  of  The 
City  of  New  York. 

SECRETARY. 

Section  22.  The  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  rooms, 
books,  papers  and  documents  of  the  Board;  shall  keep  the 
minutes  of  its  meetings  and  cause  the  minutes  of  Committee 
meetings  to  be  kept;  he  shall  certify  that  all  ])ayrolls  and  bills, 
after  the  certification  of  the  same  bv  the  Auditor  as  to  correct- 
ness,  are  in  conformity  with  the  statutes  relating  thereto,  and 
with  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  ;  he  shall 
direct  and  attend  to  the  printing  of  all  matters  directed  to  be 
printed  by  the  Board,  or  required  to  be  printed  by  its  practice  ; 
and  shall,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
perform  such  other  clerical  duties  as  may  be  required  by  its 
members  or  Committees.  lie  shall  have  the  custody  of  the 
corporate  seal.  In  the  absence  or  disability  (►f  the  Secretary, 
his  duties  shall  l)e  performed  by  the  Chief  Clerk. 

CHIEF   CLERK    AND    ASSISTANT    CLERKS. 

Section  2^5.  1.  The  Chief  Clerk  and  the  assistant  clerks  shall 
perform  such  duties  in  the  Secretary's  olfice  as  may  be  assigned 
to  them  bv  the  Secretary. 

2.  The  Secretary's  office  shall  be  onen  from  !♦  a.  m.  until  5  i\  m., 
excepting  on  Saturdays,  when  the  office  shall  close  at  12. o'clock. 
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and  no  assistant  clerk  siiall  absent  himself  for  any  portion  of  the 
time  between  said  hours,  unless  he  iirst  obtain  permission  from 
the  Secretary.  A  daily  record  shall  be  made  of  the  attendance 
of  the  assistant  clerks,  and  a  re|>ort  made  on  the  monthly  payroll 
of  every  absence,  to  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  who  shall 
decide  whether  such  absence  shall  be  excused  or  not.  Leave  of 
absence  may  be  granted  by  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  and  in 
case  of  emergency  by  the  Secretary ;  but  when  any  assistant  is 
absent  without  such  leave,  he  shall  be  considered  as  suspended 
from  duty,  and  can  be  restored  only  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
said  Committee.  Strict  attention  to  the  duties  of  the  office 
during  office  hours  is  required,  and  any  pursuit  incompatible 
therewith  is  forbidden. 

NOTICES  kp:quiked. 

Section  24.  1.  The  Secretary  shall  cause  every  member  to  be 
duly  notified  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Committees 
of  which  he  is  a  member,  and  a  book  shall  be  kept  in  which  shall 
be  entered  the  service  upon  members  of  notices  of  meetings  of 
the  Board  and  of  its  Committees. 

2.  The  Secretary  shall,  on  the  day  succeeding  each  and  every 
meeting  of  the  Board,  furnish  the  Superintendent  of  School 
Buildings  with  a  synopsis  of  all  matters  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings,  and  send  to  the  City  Superintendent  of 
Schools  notice  of  all  matters  referred  to  him,  and  shall  also  report 
to  the  Secretary  of  each  Borough  Board  any  action  relating  to 
such  Borough.  He  shall  also,  as  promptly  as  possible,  notify  all 
Chairmen  of  Committees  of  the  matters  referred  to  their  several 
Committees. 

teachers'  ketikemknt  fund. 

Section  25.  1.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
teachers  retired  under  the  provisions  of  Section  1083  of  the 
Charter  of  The  City  of  New  York,  or  of  any  act  or  acts  amend- 
atory thereof,  setting  forth  the  date  of  retirement,  the  cause,  the 
length  of  service,  and  the  amount  which  such  retired  teacher  is 
entitled  to  receive  from  the  Teachers'  Ketirement  Fund. 

2.  The  Secretary  shall  prepare  monthly  payrolls  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  retired  teachers. 

3.  The  Secretary  shall  obtain  from  the  Secretaries  of  the 
several  School  Boards  full  records  of  all  absentee  teachers,  and 
shall  keep  a  record  of  all  amounts  payable  from  the  said  source 
and  of  all  additions  thereto  from  anv  source  whatever,  so  that 
such  accounts  shall  exhibit  the  receipt,  investment  and  disposi- 
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tion   of   both   the  principal   and  the  income  of  the  Teachers' 
Retirement  Fund. 

4.  The  Secretary  bhall  also  keep  a  record  of  the  death  of  any 
retired  teacher,  and  cause  an  entry  thereof  to  be  made  in  the 
record  of  retired  teachers  kept  by  him,  and  shall  at  once  certify 
such  death  to  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  Kew  York. 

5.  All  money,  com])ensation  or  salary,  br  any  part  thereof, 
forfeited,  deducted  or  withheld  from  any  teacher  or  teachers, 
and  not  remitted  to  such  teacher  or  teachers  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  by-laws  of  the  l^orough  applicable  thereto, 
shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  Teachei's'  Retirement  Fund. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  obtain  from  each 
Borough  a  monthly  statement  of  such  deductions,  and  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  certify  to  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New 
York  the  total  amount  so  deducted  during  the  j>receding 
month  for  all  the  Boroughs  constituting  The  City  of  New  York. 
For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  amount  so  available  for  the 
Retirement  Fund,  the  following  rule  shall  be  observed:  From 
the  amount  earnable  in  any  month  by  any  teacher,  deduct  the 
amount  paid  for  actual  service ;  the  difference  between  these 
amounts  shall  be  deemed  applicable  to  the  Teachers'  Retirement 
Fund,  except  when  such  deduction  shall  have  been  remitted. 
The  above  calculation  is  to  be  made  on  the  basis  that  one  day 
shall  be  deemed  one-thirtieth  part  of  a  month. 
• 

ePECIAL  DUTIES  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

Section  20.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretarv  to  ex- 
change  the  educational  docuinents  of  the  Board  with  those  of 
other  educational  bodies  in  this  and  other  countries,  and,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  to  purchase,  from 
time  to  time,  educational  reports  and  works  of  reference,  to  ])re- 
serve,  keep  in  order  and  catalogue  the  library  so  formed,  and  to 
regulate  the  use  of  the  same  for  the  convenience  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  and  others  interested  in  education. 

2.  The  Secretary  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  President, 
prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board,  in  conformity  with 
existing  laws. 

AUDITOR. 

Section  27.  1.  The  Auditor  shall  cause  to  be  kept,  in  such 
form  and  manner  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  all  necessary  records  and  books  of  account  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  provide  for  the  examination  and  classification  of  all 
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payments,  and  for  the  preparation  of  tlie  necessary  vouchers  for 
the  signatures  of  the  proper  officers  and  Committees  of  the 
Board. 

It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  supervise,  examine, 
audit,  i*ecord  and  certify  all  disbursements  on  account  of  tlie 
Department  of  Education,  including  both  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  the  several  School  Boards. 

2.  All  appropriations  made  by  the  Board  of  Education  and  by 
its  Committees  shall  be  numbered  consecutively,  and  all  Inllsand 
vouchers  draM^n  against  the  said  appro] >riations  shall  be  designated 
by  corresponding  numbers.  The  Auditor  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  appropriations  made  by  each  Committee  and  the  expendi- 
tures made  under  each  appropriation. 

A  statement  of  unexpended  balances  of  appropriations  shall 
be  reported  to  each  Cornmitlee  by  the  Auditor  at  least  once  in 
three  months,  to  the  end  that  such  balances,  if  not  required  for 
the  purposes  of  the  appropriations,  may  be  returned  to  the 
general  fund  in  charge  of  the  respective  Committees.  A  time 
limit  of  three  months  shall  beiixed  to  every  appropriation,  at  the 
expiration  of  which,  if  the  said  appropriation,  or  any  ])art  thereof, 
remains  unexpended,  it  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  the  fund 
from  which  it  was  originally  set  aside. 

CITY   SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Section  28.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Superintendent  of 
Schools  to  visit  and  examine  all  ot  the  schools  of  The  City  of 
New  York,  and  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Education  on  the  edu- 
cational system  of  the  City  and  on  the  condition  of  any  or  all 
of  the  schools  thereof. 

The  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  prescribe,  or  cause 
to  be  prescribed,  suitable  registers,  blanks,  forms  and  regulations 
for  the  making  of  all  reports  which,  in  his  judgment,  shall  be 
Tiecessarv  to  show  : 

1.  The  general  efficiency  of  the  schools. 

2.  The  results  of  inspections  and  examinations  of  schools  and 
classes  made  by  the  Borough  Superintendents  and  Associate 
Superintendents,  together  with  the  names  of  principals  and 
teachers  whose  work  is  conspicuously  good  or  seriously  defective. 

3.  The  aggregate  number  of  days  of  attendance  of  the  pupils 
resident  in  the  several  Boroughs,  between  the  ages  of  live  and 
eighteen  years,  at  their  respective  schools  during  the  last  preced- 
ing school  year;  and  also  of  such  pupils  resident  therein,  over 
four  years  of  age,  as  shall  during  the  last  preceding  school  year 
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have  attended  any  kindergarten  school  or  class  established  under 
the  direction  of  the  School  Boards  or  of  any  of  them. 

4.  Special  reports  from  the  J^orough  Superintendents  upon 
the  work  of  all  teachei*s  holding  temporary  licenses. 

5.  The  names  of  all  members  of  the  teaching  and  supervising 
force  a})pointed  or  promoted,  or  transferred  from  one  l^orc»ugh 
to  another. 

6.  Such  other  matters  as  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools 
may  deem  conducive  to  the  proper  organization  and  government 
of  the  schools. 

lie  shall  cause  such  registers,  blanks,  forms  and  regulation?  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  officers  or  persons  entrusted  with  the  execution 
of  the  matters  therein  referred  to.  He  shall  require  copies  of 
the  information  set  forth  on  such  re£i:isters,  blanks  and  forms, 
or  of  such  parts  thereof  as  he  may  deem  proper,  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  himself. 

The  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  submit  to  the  Board 
of  Education  an  annual  report  showing  the  condition  of  the 
schools  of  the  City,  with  such  ])lans  and  suggestions  for  the 
improvement  of  the  schools  and  the  school  system,  and  for  the 
advancement  of  public  instruction  in  The  City  of  New  York,  as 
he  shall  deem  expedient. 

He  shall  also  submit  at  each  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Education  a  report  presenting  a  summary  of  the  reports 
of  inspections  and  examinations  of  schools  made  by  the  Borough 
Su|>erintendents  and  Associate  Superintendents,  with  such  plans 
and  suggestions  as  he  shall  deem  proper. 

He  may,  at  any  time,  call  together  any  or  all  of  the  Borough 
Superintendents  and  Associate  Superintendents  of  the  several 
Boroughs  constituting  The  (Mty  of  New  York,  or,  in  like  man- 
ner, the  Borough  Superintendent  and  Associate  Superintend- 
ents of  one  or  more  Boroughs,  for  the  purpose  of  consultation. 

He  shall  confer  with  the  Borough  Superintendents  or  Asso- 
ciate Su])erintendents  as  to  any  of  the  schools  or  classes  which 
shall  ap])ear  from  their  records  to  be  deficient  or  unsatisfactory, 
either  in  instruction  or  discipline,  and  shall  advise  with  such 
Jiorough  Superintendents  or  Associate  Superintendents  as  to 
the  ])roper  remedy  for  such  deficiencies. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ('ity  Superintendent  of  Schools  to 
report  any  case  of  gross  misconduct,  insubordination,  neglect  of 
duty  or  general  inefficiency  on  the  part  of  any  Borough  Su])er- 
intendent  ot  Associate  Superintendent,  first  to  the  School 
Board  of  the  Borough  concerned,  and,  failing  of  remedy,  then  to 
the  Board  of  Education. 
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The  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  have  no  riorht  of 
interference  witli  the  actual  conduct  of  any  school  in  The  City  of 
Kew  York. 

Section  29.  The  Board  of  Examiners  shall  consist  of  the  City 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  of  four  persons  appointed  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  1081  of  the  Charter.  The  City  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  shall  preside  over  the  Board  of  Examiners. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  to  conduct  the 
examinations  of  all  applicants  requiring  to  be  licensed  in  and  for 
The  City  of  New  York.  Such  examinations  shall  be  conducted 
in  accordance  with  the  minimum  requirements,  as  fixed  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  which  are  to  prevail  throughout  the  City 
for  officers  or  teachers  to  be  appointed  to  any  supervising  or 
teaching  position  under  any  School  Board,  and  in  accordance 
with  any  academical  or  professional  qualifications  which  may  be 
reouired,  as  provided  by  law,  in  the  respective  Boroughs. 

The  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  may  exempt  from  such 
examinations,  in  whole  or  in  part,  graduates  of  colleges  and  uni- 
versities recognized  by  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  who  have  pursued  for  not  less  than  one  year 
pedagogical  courses  therein ;  graduates  of  schools  and  colleges 
for  the  training  of  teachers,  approved  by  the  State  Superinten- 
dent of  Public  Instruction  ;  and  teachers  holding  a  State  certifi- 
cate issued  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
since  the  year  1875,  or  holding  a  college  graduate's  certificate 
issued  bv  the  same  authoritv. 

He  shall  designate  the  times  at  which  the  Board  of  Examiners 
shall  hold  examinations. 

He  shall  transmit  to  each  School  Board  the  eligible  lists  that 
lire  available  for  use  within  its  jurisdiction. 
.    He  shall  cause  all  licenses  for  teachers  to  be  prepared,  and  to 
state  on  their  face  in  what  Borough  or  Boroughs- they  are  valid. 

He  shall  cause  lists  to  be  filed  in  his  office  on  which  shall  ap- 
pear the  names  of  all  those  to  whom  licenses  which  remain  in 
lorce  have  been  granted,  including  the  names  of  those  exempted 
from  examination,  and  those  duly  licensed  in  the  several  Boroughs 
prior  to  the  1st  of  February,  1 898,  and  shall  cause  a  separate  list 
to  be  made  for  each  grade  or  kind  of  license  for  whi^h  the 
Board  of  Education  or  the  School  Boards  shall  by  its  or  their 
by-laws  make  provision. 

The  City  Superintendent  of  Schools,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners,  shall  issue  licenses  to  teach  for  a  period  of  one 
year;  any  such  license  may  l)e  renewed  without  examination 
for  two  successive  years  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Super- 
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intendeiit  of  the  Boroiia^h  in  which  tlie  teacher  has  discharged 
his  or  her  duties :  at  the  ch)se  of  the  third  year  of  eontinuouB 
siicee>6ful  service  tlie  City  Superinteudent  may  make  the  license 
permanent. 

The  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  determine  the  sub- 
jects in  which  candidates  for  licenses  shall  be  examined,  and 
shall  determine  the  percentage  which  shall  be  required  in  order 
to  constitute  a  successful  examination,  and  also  the  conditions 
upon  which  the  examination  may  be  had. 

All  appointments  of  teachers  in  the  public  schools  shall  be 
made  from  the  before-described  eligible  lists  only,  except  super- 
visors or  directors  of  special  branches,  or  principals  of  or 
teachers  in  training  schools  or  high  schools.  ISo  person,  how- 
ever, shall  be  a])i)6inted  as  such  supervisor  or  director,  or  such 
principal  of  or  teacher  in  a  training  school  or  a  high  school,  who 
does  not  hold  a  certificate,  granted  or  approved  by  the  City 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  for  the  special  work  to  which  he  or 
she  is  assigned. 

Whenever  any  Borough  School  Board  thall  certify  to  the  City 
Superintendent  of  Schools  that  it  has  established  a  grade  of  license 
applicable  to  the  promotion  or  advancement  of  principals  or 
teachers,  the  Board  of  Examiners  shall  hold  such  examinations 
as  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  may  prescribe  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  whether  the  prmcipals  or  teachers 
applying  for  such  grade  of  license  possess  the  qualifications 
which  may  have  been  imposed  by  the  i:5orougli  School  Board. 

The  City  Superintiendent  of  Schools  shall  have  supervision 
over  the  admission  of  pu])il  teachers  to  the  training  schools  for 
teachers  established  by  the  School  Boards  and  over  their  gradua- 
tion therefrom.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  enforce  the  law  with 
regard  to  these  institutions,  and  all  the  regulations  made  in  pur- 
suance of  such  law  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. He  shall  report  all  violations  of  such  law  to  the  School 
Board  concerned,  and,  failing  of  remedy,  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. He  shall  exercise  the  same  powers  over  the  Traiiiing  De- 
partment of  the  Normal  College  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

The  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  may  recommend  to  the 
Board  of  Education  the  retirement  of  any  teacher  or  teachers  in 
the  public  schools  of  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  Thq  Bronx 
who,  in  his  opinion,  has  or  have  become  mentally  or  physically 
incapacitated  for  the  performance  of  duty,  and  who,  in  the  case 
of  any  female  teacher,  shall  have  taught  therein  during  a  period 
aggregating  thirty  years,  and  who,  in  the  case  of  any  male 
teacher,  shall  have  taught  therein  during  a  period  aggregating 
thirty-five  years. 
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SUPERINTENDENT  OP  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

POWERS    AND    DUTIKS. 

Section  3U.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent 
of  School  Buildings  to  examine  all  buildings  and  their  appurte- 
nances under  the  control  of  this  Board,  in  reference  to  their 
safety,  sanitary  condition,  state  of  repair  and  the  necessity  of 
alteration  or  improvement,  and  report  the  result  of  such  exami- 
nations to  the  Committee  on  Buildings  at  the  lirst  meeting  of 
the  Committee  in  July  of  each  year,  and  oftener  if,  in  his 
opinion,  the  interests  of  the  school  system  require  it. 

2.  He  shall  also,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Buildings,  prepare  specifications  and  drawings  for  new  build- 
ings, for  alterations  of  buildings,  and  for  such  other  work  as 
may  be  required.  He  shall  also  superintend  all  work  done  in 
connection  with  buildings  under  the  control  of  the  Board,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  in  connection 
with  the  contracts  entered  into  by  the  Board.  It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  make  proper  provision,  through  the  Deputy  Superinten- 
dents of  Buildings,  so  that  all  repairs  of  school  buildings  shall 
be  promptly  and  etliciently  made. 

3.  He  shall  examine  all  bills  incurred  by  or  presented  to  him, 
and  forward  the  same  to  the  office  of  the  Auditgr,  with  his 
approval  or  disapproval,  within  one  week  from  the  date  of  re- 
ceipt of  the  same. 

4.  He  shall  be  at  his  office  from  2  to  5  o'clock  p.  m.  on  every 
business  day,  unless  specially  required  by  his  duties  to  be  else- 
where; he  shall  be  present  during  the  meetings  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Committees  when  re- 
quested. 

5.  He  ma}' perform  such  work  for  the  College  of  The  City 
of  New  York  and  the  Normal  College  of  The  City  of  New 
York,  relating  to  their  buildings  and  repairs,  as  the  Trustees  or 
Executive  Committees  thereof  may  respectively  require,  and 
receiv^e  such  compensation  tlierefor  as  said  Trustees  or  Execu- 
tive Committees  shall  respectively  determine;  but  he  shall  not 
perform  any  work  on  other  account  similar  to  that  performed 
under  the  regulations  established  for  his  bureau. 

6.  He  shall,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on 
Buildings,  and  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  have  charge  of  and  prescribe  the  duties  to  be  per- 
formed by  all  persons  employed  in  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  of 
the  Board  of  Education. 

7.  He   may   appoint  a   Deputy  Superintendent   for  each   of 
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the  Borouglis,  who  .shall  be  an  architect  or  engineer  of  good 
standing. 

8.  He  shajl  nominate  janitors  to  the  respective  School  Boards, 
and  shall  keep  on  tile  in  hisottice  an  eligible  list  of  duly  qualitied 
persons  from  which  said  nominations  shall  be  made. 

DEPLTY  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

Section  31.  The  Superintendent  of  School  Buildings  may  des- 
ignate a  Deputy  Superintendent  of  School  Buildings,  wlio,  in 
his  absence,  shall,  in  his  place  and  stead,  execute  all  powers  and 
perform  all  duties  of  the  Superintendent  of  School  Buildings. 

CONTRACTS. 

ADVEKTISINCr  FOK  PROPOSALS. 

Section  32.  1.  All  work  of  erecting,  altering,  repairing  or 
enlarging  school  buildings  and  premises;  the  titting  uj)  of  all 
buildings  for  school  purposes  ;  the  supplying  of  all  heating  and 
ventilating  ai)paratus  and  furniture  and  repairs  to  the  same,  the  cost 
of  which  will  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Connnittee  on  Buildings  for  examination  and  report,  and,  if  the 
Board  shall  thereafter  decide  in  favor  thereof ,  the  work  shall  be 
done  by  contract,  and  an  advertisement  soliciting  proposals  for 
doing  the  same  shall  be  published  in  the  City  Record  for  twelve 
days  for  the  erection  of  all  new  school  buildings  or  additions  to 
school  buildings,  and  ten  days  for  all  other  work.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings  shall  report  specilically,  in  each  ease, 
whether  or  not  the  advertisement  for  pro])osals  has  been  duly 
published,  and  the  contract  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder. 

2.  No  pro])osed  expenditure  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  referred  to  any  Committee  with  power,  unless  proposals 
are  advertised  for  in  the  manner  required  by  these  by-laws. 

3.  Whenever  the  cjuestion  of  the  purchase  of  a  school  site,  or 
the  erection  or  enlargement  of  a  school  building  or  annex,  shall  be 
referred  to  the  appropriate  Committee,  the  said  Committee  shall, 
in  the  consideration  of  the  subject,  require  from  the  School  Su- 
perintendent of  tiie  Borough  in  which  such  site  is  located,  a  re- 
port in  writing  of  such  facts  as  relate  to  the  necessity  for  such 
site,  building,  enlargement  or  annex,  the  conv^enience  of  the  lo- 
cation, and  the  number  of  departments,  classrooms  and  children 
to  be  provided  for,  with  such  additional  recommendations  or  sug- 
gestions as  he  mav  deem  desirable. 
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» 

Should  it  appear  to  the  Committee,  in  the  case  of  a  building  or 
annex,  that  the  same  is  needed,  the  said  Committee  shall  require 
the  Superintendent  of  School  Buildings  to  prepare  and  submit 
for  its  consideration  the  drawings  for  and  a  general  description 
in  writing  of  such  a  building  as  he  deems  advisable,  specifying 
the  dimensions,  the  number  and  arrangements  of  departments 
and  classrooms,  and  all  other  material  features,  and  estimating 
approximately  the  cost 

Should  the  said  plans  and  the  specifications  therefor  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Committee,  a  full  report  shall  be  made  to  the 
Board. 

Upon  the  approval  of  such  report  by  the  Board,  proposals 
shall  l>e  duly  advertised  for,  and  the  contracts  shall  be  let,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law  and  by  these  by-laws. 

When  proposals  for  any  of  the  purposes  before  named  are  in- 
vited by  advertisement,  it  shall  be  required,  as  a  condition  prece- 
dent to  the  reception  or  consideration  of  any  proposals,  that  a 
certified  check  upon,  or  a  certificate  of  deposit  of,  one  of  the  State 
or  National  banks  or  trust  companies  of  The  City  of  New  York, 
drawn  to  the  order  of  the  President  of  the  Board,  shall  accom- 
j>any  the  proposal,  to  an  amount  not  less  than  five  per  cent,  of 
such  proposal  w-hen  said  proposal  is  for  less  than  ten  thousand 
dollars,  and  to  an  amount  not  less  than  three  per  cent,  of  such 
proposal  when  said  proposal  is  for  ten  thousand  dollars  or  up- 
ward ;  that  on  demand,  wnthin  one  day  after  the  award  of  the 
contract,  the  President  of  the  Board  shall  return  all  the  deposits 
of  checks  and  certificates  of  deposit  made  to  the  persons  making 
the  same,  except  that  made  by  the  person  or  persons  whose  bid 
has  been  accepted ;  and  that,  if  the  person  or  persons  w^hose 
bid  has  been  so  accepted,  shall  refuse  or  neglect,  within  five 
days  after  due  notice  has  been  given  that  the  contract  is  ready 
for  execution,  to  execute  the  same,  the  amount  of  the  dep^osit  or 
of  the  check  or  certificate  of  deposit  made  by  him  or  them  shall 
be  forfeited  to  and  retained  by  the  Board,  not  as  a  penalty, 
but  as  liquidated  damages  for  such  neglect  or  refusal,  and  sliall 
be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
of  The  City  of  New  York;  but  if  the  said  person  or  persons 
whose  bid  has  been  so  accepted  shall  execute  the  contract  within 
the  time  aforesaid,  the  amount  of  his  or  their  deposit  of  check  or 
certificate  of  deposit  shall  be  returned  to  him  or  them  ;  and  that 
a  reference  to  the  by-laws  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  deposits  of 
checks  and  certificates  of  deposit  with  proposals,  and  the  right 
to  reject  any  and  all  bids,  shall  be  inserted,  among  other  things. 
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in  tlie  advertisement  for  proposals,  and  in  the  blanks  to  be  used 
by  the  bidders  uiakinfi;  the  same. 

RKCEPTION    OF    PROPOSALS.      , 

4.  All  proposals  received  by  authority  of  the  Board  for  any 
of  the  purposes  before  named  shall  be  opened  in  the  Hall  of 
the  Board,  or  in  annexes  thereto,  innnediately  after  the  expiration 
of  the  time  limited  by  the  advertisement  for  the  receipt  thereof, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Secretxiry  of  the  Board,  or  in  the  presence 
of  such  assistant  clerk  as  tlie  Secretary  of  the  Board  may 
designate,  and  of  a  majority  of  the  Building  Committee,  at  a 
meetinsT  regularly  called  for  that  purpose ;  all  proposals  shall  be 
immediately  thereafter  filed  in  the  Secretary's  otKce ;  and  no 
proposals  shall  be  received  or  considered  that  may  be  offered  or 
submitted  after  the  time  limited  as  before  named. 

NOTICK   UPON    AWARDING    OF    CONTRACTS. 

5.  In  all  cases  of  awards  of  contracts  by  the  Board,  the  Secre- 
tary shall,  upon  confirmation  thereof,  notify  the  person  or  per- 
sons to  whom  the  contract  or  contracts  may  be  awarded,  inform- 
ing him  or  them  that  the  written  contract  must  in  all  cases  be 
executed  and  approved  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the 
Board  prior  to  commencing  the  work. 

The  Secret4iry  shall  procure,  or  cause  to  be  procured,  from  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  or,  in  his  absence,  fnmi 
the  President  of  the  Board,  his  approval  or  other  action  upon 
all  contracts  or  instruments  which  shall  require  such  action, 
within  five  davs  after  such  contracts  or  instruments  shall  have 
been  left  with  him  bv  the  contractors  after  execution. 

If  such  contract  shall  be  imperfectly  executed  or  acknowl- 
edffed  by  such  contractor,  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  Secretarv 
to  forthwith  return  the  same  for  correction  to  the  contractor  and 
to  notify  the  ])roper  Committee  of  the  fact. 

The  Committee  in  charge  of  such  contract  shall  compute  the 
time  for  the  completion  thereof  from  the  date  of  such  ap])roval, 
and  a  provision  to  this  effect  shall  be  inserted  in  all  contracts 
made  by  the  Board. 

In  determining  who  is  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  examining  proposals  for  any  work 
to  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  i^oard  to  consider  the 
rcsponsibiHty  and  ability  of  the  bidder  himself  to  do  the  work 
in  a  thorough  and  workmanlike  manner,  and  not  to  be  guided 
exclusively   by   a   consideration   of    the    responsibility   of    his 
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sureties.  No  contractor  shall  be  accepted  to  perform  any  con- 
tract on  behalf  of  the  Board  who  may  have  failed  to  perform 
faithfully  any  contract  for  the  Board. 

EXPENSES  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Section  33.  In  the  month  of  January,  or  as  early  thereafter 
as  practicable,  in  each  year,  an  appropriation  of  such  an  amount 
as  may  be  deemed  |)ropcr  shall  be  made  by  the  Board,  to  be 
known  as  Jaddental  rjcpenses  of  Schools — Repairs,  said  fund 
to  be  expended  by  the  Superintendent  of  School  Buildings, 
upon  approval  by  the  Committee  on  Buildings,  in  sums  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  dollars,  for  special  purposes ;  but,  in  case  of 
emergency,  work  ordered  by  the  Superintendent  of  School  Build- 
ings may  be  approved  and  payment  therefor  be  authorized  by 
said  Committee.  The  said  Committee  shall  report  to  the  Board, 
at  the  first  meeting  held  in  the  months  of  May,  September  and 
December,  the  condition  of  the  fund. 

RECORD    OF    EXPENDITURES. 

Section  34.  1.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  cause  to  be 
kept  files  containing  for  each  school  house  l)y  itself  a  correct 
record  of  the  applications  and  of  the  action  of  the  Board  or 
any  of  its  officers  or  Committees  thereupon,  so  as  to  preserve 
the  same  on  record  and  in  convenient  book  form  for  reference. 

2.  A  book  shall  also  be  kept  by  the  Auditor  of  the  Board, 
which  shall  contain  a  correct  record,  in  respect  to  each  school 
building  and  premises,  by  school  districts,  of  the  payments  of 
money  on  account  of  said  building  and  premises  for  any  and  all 
purposes  (excej)!  gas   and   supplies   furnished   through  the  De- 

fository,  and  salaries),  showing  the  amounts  expended  for  each 
ind  of  alterations  or  repairs. 

3.  All  alterations  and  repairs  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall 
be  made  as  soon  as  the  necessity  therefor  becomes  apparent, 
when  the  same  can  be  properly  done  during  the  school  session 
or  in  the  interim  between  such  sessions,  and  no  such  repairs 
shall  be  postponed  until  the  summer  vacation. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOL   SUPPLIES. 
DEPOSITORIES    FOR    THE    STORAGE    OF    SUPPLIES. 

Section  35.  There  shall  be  one  general  dej>ository  for  the 
city,  and  as  many  branch  de])Ositories  as  mav  l)e  authorized 
by  the  Board,  in  which  shall  be  received  and  stored,  in  such 
quantities  as  the  demand  may  from  time  to  time  warrant,  all  the 
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various  articles  (except  fuel  purchased  uuder  contract  made  ac- 
cording to  law)  known  under  the  general  name  of  supplies,  being 
such  as  are  required  for  the  use  of  the  schools  under  the  juris- 
diction of  tlie  Board  of  Education,  and  for  the  use  of  the  Board. 
The  depositories  shall  l)e  under  the  control  of  the  Committee  on 
Supplies,  and  in  the  immediate  charge  of  tlie  Superintendent  of 
School  Sup])lie8. 

The  Superintendent  of  School  Supplies  may  appoint  such 
Deputy  Superintendents  of  Sui)})lies  and  such  other  subordinates 

as  tlie  Board  of  Education  mav  authorize. 

••• 

SUPPLIES   TO    BE    ADVERTISED    FOK,    AND    THE   CONTRACTS    AWARDED 

TO    THE   LOWEST    RESPONSIBLE    BIDDERS. 

Section  36.  The  Superintendent  of  School  Supplies  shall 
prepare  annually,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Supplies,  a  list  of  all  books,  stationery,  fuel  and  other  articles 
required  by  the  schools  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  for 
the  ensuing  year,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  printed.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Supplies  shall  thereupon  advertise  in  the  Citfj  Record 
for  two  weeks  for  proposals  to  furnish  any  one  or  more  of  such 
articles,  at  such  times  and  in  such  quantities  of  each  article, 
as  may  be  required  by  the  several  schools.  The  advertise- 
ment shall  state  that  blank  proposals  and  lists  of  articles  can 
be  obtained  at  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  School  Sup- 
plies; also  the  time  to  which  the  proposals  w^ill  be  received,  and 
that  the  Committee  will  thereupon  proceed  to  open  the  same. 
The  proposals  shall  be  'accompanied  by  names  and  signatures  of 
the  proposed  sureties,  and  shall  state  the  low^est  ])rice  of  each 
article  proj)osed  for,  of  the  quality  specitied  in  the  advertise- 
ment; and  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  put  in  more  than  one 
bid.  At  the  time  appointed  in  such  advertisement,  the  Com- 
mittee shall  meet,  and  shall  in  all  cases  award  the  contract  for 
each  article  to  any  responsible  party  ])roposing  the  lowest  price 
for  the  same  \vho  will  a:ive  security  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of 
Education.  These  awards  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for 
approval.  The  articles  shall  correspond  with  samj)les  in  the  ofHce 
of  the  Superintendent  of  School  Supplies,  and  all  the  articles 
awarded  to  any  one  party  may  be  embraced  in  one  contract. 

FUEL. 

Section  37.  All  needed  supplie.ri  of  fuel  for  the  several 
schools  shall  be  furnished  under  the  direction  of  the  Connnittee 
on  Supplies, 
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PAYMENTS. 

Section  38.  Bills  for  supplies  shall  be  paid  on  the  approval  of 
the  Committee  on  Supplies. 

OBTAINING    AND   DELIVERING    SUPPLIES. 

Section  89.  The  Superintendent  of  School  Supplies,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  shall  cause  all 
books  and  other  articles  to  be  procured  in  suitable  and  suf- 
ficient quantities  to  meet  all  demands.  lie  shall  also  see  that 
all  supplies  ordered  are  delivered  at  the  proper  time  in  good 
order  at  the  various  schools. 

THE    committee    ON    SUPPLIES    TO   MAKE     AN    ANNUAL   STATEMENT. 

Section  40.  The  Committee  on  Supplies  shall  make  up  an- 
nnallv  a  statement  of  the  number  of  each  +)ook,  chart,  or  card 
supplied  to  each  of  the  schools  during  the  preceding  year, 
which  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board  at  the  first  meeting  in 
September,  and  shall  be  immediately  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  School  System,  which  Committee  shall,  during  the  month  of 
October  succeeding,  report  to  the  Board  whether,  in  its  opinion, 
any  and  what  books,  charts  or  cards  should  be  stricken  off  or 
added  to  the  list  of  supplies. 

ANNUAL   BEPORT    OF   BOOKS,    ETC.,    DELIVERED    TO   THE    SCHOOLS. 

Section  41.  The  Committee  on  Supplies  shall  make  a  detailed 
statement  to  the  Board  annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  of 
its  transactions  for  the  preceding  year,  giving  the  amount  of 
purchases,  the  value  of  the  stock  on  hand  as  per  inventory,  the 
amount  of  supplies  furnished  to  each  school  and  school  district 
and  the  cost  per  pupil  of  the  same,  together  with  a  statement 
of  the  aggregate  cost  of  supplies  as  compared  with  the  previous 
vear. 

A   PASS  BOOK    TO    BE    PROVIDED    FOR    EACH    SCHOOL. 

Section  42.  The  Committee  on  Supplies  shall  provide  a  suit- 
able and  properly  labeled  pass-book  for  the  entry  of  the  dealings 
of  every  school  with  the  depositories,  in  which  pass-books  all 
orders  for  supplies  shall  be  written,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

DAYS    FOR    ISSUING    SUPPLIES. 

Section  43.  The  regular  days  for  issuing  supplies  from  the 
depositories  every  month  shall  be  decided  by  the  Committee  on 
Supplies. 
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TARIFF    OF    SUPPLIES    TO    BE    PREPARED. 

Section  4-4.  A  tariff  of  supplies  shall  be  prei)ared,  based  upou 
the  average  annual  attendance  at  the  several  schools  as  nearly 
as  practicable,  which  shall  be  the  standard  until  otherwise  pro- 
vided ;  which  shall  embrace  the  whole  quantity  of  any  and  every 
article  which  any  school  may  draw  from  the  depositories,  and 
which  shall  not  be  exceeded,  except  in  certain  contingencies, 
hereinafter  provided  for. 

INVENTORY    OF    SUPPLIES    ON.  HAND   TO    BE    MADE    ANNUALLY    IN 

EACH  SCHOOL. 

Section  45.  An  accurate  inventory  shall  be  made,  during  the 
last  week  of  June  and  the  last  week  in  I)ecem])er  of  each  school 
year,  of  the  books,  slates,  maps  and  all  other  articles  usually  em- 
braced under  the  name  of  supplies,  in  every  school  within  the* 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Education.  Blank  forms  of  in- 
ventory shall  be  furnished  by  the  Superintendent  of  School 
Supplies  for  the  pur|)ose,  and  the  same,  when  completed,  shall 
be  forwarded  to  and  tiled  in  the  olMce  of  the  Superintendent  of 
School  Supplies.  The  inventory  shall  designate  the  three  con- 
ditions of  supplies  on  hand,  in  separate  columns,  viz.,  good,  half- 
worn  and  old.  In  estimating  the  stock  on  hand,  the  whole  of 
the  class  "  good "  shall  be  entered  on  the  list,  one-half  of  the 
class  "half-worn,"  and  one-fourth  of  the  class  "old,"  the  total 
l)eing  the  quantity  on  hand  of  each  item.  A  duplicate  of  the 
June  inventory  shall  also  be  used  as  the  basis  of  the  receipt  to 
be  given  by  tlie  janitor  to  the  principal  on  the  closing  of  the 
schools  for  the  summer. 

SUPPLIES  — HOW    TO    BE    OBTAINED. 

Section  46.  When  supplies  of  any  kind  are  needed  for  any 
school,  they  shall  be  plainly  entered  in  the  ])ass-book  jn'ovided 
by  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  and  the  list  shall  be  dated  and 
attested  by  the  signature  of  the  principal. 

Section  47.  Books  of  reference,  printed  postal  cards,  stamps, 
envelopes  and  stationery  for  the  use  of  inspectors  and  principals 
may  be  furnished  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee  on  Sup- 
plies. Whenever  the  school  inspectors  of  any  school  district 
require  printing  to  be  d(»ne  for  the  use  of  their  Board  or  the 
schools  under  their  control,  they  shall  make  application  to  the 
Committee  on  Sup])lies  of  this  lioard,  and  the  said  (^ommittee 
shall  have  power  to  authorize  the  same,  to  regulate  the  supply, 
and  to  determine  the  best  method  of  ])rocuring  the  same  ;    and 
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bills  so  incurred  shall  be  paid  on  the  approval  of  the  s^aid  Com- 
mittee, and  charged  against  the  appropriation  for  supplies. 

Principals  of  the  several  schools  and  departments  are  requested 
to  he  as  economical  as  possible  in  their  requisitions  on  the  de- 
positories, and  to  exercise  careful  supervision  over  all  supplies 
received  by  them,  so  as  to  prevent  waste  and  extravagance. 

NAUTICAL    SCHOOL. 

Section  48.  1.  The  Nautical  School  "  for  the  education  and 
training  of  pupils  in  the  science  and  practice  of  navigation," 
established  by  authority  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  passed 
April  2.4,  1873  (Sections  1068,  1070,  1071  and  1072  of  the  New 
York  City  Consolidation  Act  of  1882),  and  continued  by  Sections 
1157,  1158,  1159  and  1160  of  the  New  York  City  Charter,  shall 
be  conducted,  until  otherwise  ordered,  on  board  the  ship  St. 
Mary^s,  loaned  to  this  Board  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  for  the  purpose  of  a  Nautical  Scliool. 

2.  The  officers  in  charge  of  the  said  ship,  and  conducting  the 
said  Nautical  School,  shall  be  designated  as  follows  :  Superin- 
tendent, executive  officer,  surgeon,  and  instructor,  and  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board.  The 
Superintendent  shall  have  the  charge  and  control  of  the  school 
and  ship,  and  shall  be  accountable  for  the  management  of  both, 
and  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  property  intrusted  to  his  care. 

3.  The  executive  officer  shall,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent,  have  immediate  charge  of  the  crew,  and  shall 
be  held  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  and  the  good  order  of  the 
8hip  ;  he  shall  also  instruct  in  the  professional  branches. 

4.  The  surgeon  shall  examine  all  candidates  for  admission  to 
the  school,  have  the  care  of  the  sick,  and  suggest  to  the  Super- 
intendent and  the  Executive  Committee  on  the  Nautical  Scliool 
such  sanitary  measures  as  he  mav  at  anv  time  deem  advisable 
for  the  health  of  the  pupils  and  crew ;  he  shall  also  act  as  in- 
structor of  the  pupils  in  the  prescribed  studies,  etc.,  whenever 
required  so  to  do. 

5.  The  instructor  shall  perform,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent,  such  duties  in  tliis  capacity  as  the  discipline  of 
the  school  may  require. 

6.  The  crew  employed  for  the  ship  shall  not  exceed  in  num- 
ber twenty-two  of  all  rates,  who  shall,  subject  to  the  direction 
of  tlie  Executive  Committee,  be  under  the  immediate  control  of 
the  Superintendent. 

Section  49.  1.  The  Executive  Committee  on  the  Nautical 
School  shall  have  power  to  appoint,  subject  to  the  a])proval  of  the 
J3oard  of  Educatiou,  the  officers  named  in  the  preceding  section. 
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and  any  others  requisite  to  properly  conduct  the  said  Nautical 
School,  whose  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  ;  and 
he  shall  also  have  power  to  ship  the  crew  of  the  vessel  in  w^hich 
the  Nautical  School  is  or  may  be  conducted,  not  to  exceed  in 
number  twenty-two  men  of  all  rates,  at  an  average  expense  for 
the  said  crew  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars 
($700)  in  the  aggregate  per  month. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  cause  to  be  furnished,  sub- 
ject to  the  rules  of  the  JJoard,  all  suitable  supplies,  food,  fuel, 
etc.,  for  the  use  of  the  pupils  of  the  said  school  and  the  crew  of 
the  ship  ;  and  the  books,  apparatus,  stationery  and  other  things 
necessary  or  expedient  to  enable  the  said  scliool  to  be  properly 
and  successfully  conducted.  The  books,  maps,  stationery,  etc., 
for  the  pupils,  and  the  fuel,  shall  be  obtained  through  the  deposi- 
tory and  tlie  Committee  on  Supplies,  on  the  orders  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  School,  countersigned  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  bills  and  monthly  payrolls,  incurred 
in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  and  rules  of  the  Board,  shall  be 
paid  on  the  approval  of  the  Committee. 

3.  The  said  Committee  may  obtain  by  purchase  such  tackle,, 
chains,  boats,  sails  or  other  material  as  may  be  needed  for  the 
vessel  upon  which  the  Nautical  School  is  or  may  be  conducted, 
and  may  cause  all  necessary  repairs  to  be  made  when  the  cost  of 
such  material  or  repairs  shall  not  exceed  at  any  one  time  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300). 

RULES    FOR   THE    ADMISSION    OF   BOYS. 

Section  50.  1.  Applications  for  admission  to  the  New  York 
Nautical  School,  on  board  the  ship  St.  Mart/^s,  may  be  made  by 
the  parents  or  guardians  of  boys,  or  by  the  boys  themselves,  in 
person  or  by  letter,  to  the  Superintendent,  on  board  the  St. 
Jla/y^s,  at  the  foot  of  Twenty-eighth  street.  East  River. 

2.  All  applicants  shall  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age ; 
shall  have  the  written  consent  of  their  parents  or  guardians  to 
their  becoming  ])upils  in  the  school ;  and  shall  produce  written 
testimonials  of  good  character  and  health,  and  also  satisfactory 
evidence  that  tliev  have  never  been  convicted  of  anv  crime. 
(See  act  of  Congress,  passed  in  1874, ''to  encourage  the  estab- 
lishment of  public  marine  schools.'') 

8.  The  Executive  Committee,  or  its  duly  appointed  represen- 
tatives, being  satisfied  that  the  requirements  of  subdivision  2  of 
this  section  have  been  fulfilled,  the  applicant  will  be  examined 
physically.     The  examining  surgeon   will  be  careful  to  recom- 
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mend  none  but  boys  who  give  promise  of  good  physical  develop- 
ment. He  will  reject  any  one  who  has  such  defect  in  sight, 
hearing  or  limbs,  or  who  is  so  liable  to  any  disease,  as  to  render 
him  unfit  for  service  at  sea,  or  who  is  in  any  respect  consti- 
tutionally unfit  for  such  service. 

4.  Having  passed  the  necessary  physical  examination,  the 
applicant  will  be  required  to  show  that  he  is  able  to  spell  with  a 
fair  degree  of  accuracy,  to  read  with  tolerable  correctness  and 
ease,  to  write  legibly,  and  to  answer  questions  upon  the  multipli- 
cation table.  Natural  intelligence  and  animation  will  receive 
their  proper  weight  in  cases  where  the  applicants  do  not  appear 
to  have  had  the  benefit  of  suitable  instruction. 

5.  If  found  qualified  in  all  respects,  the  applicant  will  receive 
a  permit  to  report  on  board  the  ship.  With  the  permit  shall  be 
enclosed  the  certificates  of  parents  or  guardians  and  the  report 
of  the  examining  surgeon,  which  papers  shall  be  presented  to  and 
carefully  preserved  by  the  Superintendent 

6.  After  being  received  on  board  the  ship,  the  boy  will  be 
placed  on  probation  for  a  period  of  two  weeks,  when,  if  no  reason 
to  the  contrary  shall  appear,  he  will  be  admitted  permanently 
and  entered  on  the  records  of  the  school. 

7.  After  admission,  each  boy  will  be  furnished  with  the 
necessary  articles  of  bedding  and  with  uniforms.  Such  of  his 
old  clothing  as  is  not  suitable  for  wear  on  the  ship  will  be  given 
to  him  to  send  home,  if  desired ;  otherwise  it  will  be  retained 
and  given  to  him  on  his  first  vacation,  or  on  his  finally  leaving 
the  school.  All  articles  belonging  to  the  pupils  will  be  marked 
with  the  owner's  name.  Each  boy  will  be  required  to  furnish 
such  articles  for  his  outfit  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  to  deposit  with  the  Superintendent 
the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  ($30),  to  be  expended,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee,  in  completing  his  outfit  and  furnish- 
ing him  with  such  other  articles  as  he  may  need  during  his  school 
term.  This  deposit  may  be  remitted  by  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

8.  The  boys  will  be  carefully  instructed,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Superintendent,  in  reading,  spelling,  writing,  arithmetic, 
geography  and  English  grammar,  and  in  all  the  duties  of  a 
seaman;  they  will  be  examined  from  time  to  time,  and 
if  any  show  a  lack  of  aptitude  for  sea  life,  or  develop  any 
physical  disqualification,  their  parents  or  guardians  will  be  re- 
quested to  withdraw  them  from  the  school. 

9.  After  a  sufficient  trial,  any  boy  found  vicious  or  incorrigibly 
bad  will  be  peremptorily  dismissed. 
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10.  The  course  of  instruction  will  cover  a  period  of  two  years, 
during  which  time  every  l)oy  will  be  allowed  such  vacations  as 
tlie  Executive  Committee  niay  determine,  liis  general  character 
and  progress  being  carefully  considered.  At  the  end  of  the 
two  years,  every  boy  who  has  passed  through  the  course  suc- 
cessfully  will   receive  a   certificate  showing  his  character  and 

2ualifications,  which  certificate,  with  such  aid  as  the  Executive 
Jommittee  will  always  gladly  render,  may  enable  him  to  obtain 
a  suitable  position  on  board  a  good  merchant  ship. 

11.  Boys  who  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  a  good  commf)n 
school  education,  and  who  are  otherwise  sufliciently  advanced, 
will  be  instructed  in  practical  navigation  and  in  such  other 
branches  pertaining  to  the  higher  duties  of  a  seaman  as  may  be 
found  necessary  and  convenient. 

Section  51.  The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Nautical  School 
shall  be  as  follows: 

I. SCHOOL   COURSE. 

Heading,  writing,  spelling,  English  grammar,  geography,  arith- 
metic, algebra,  and  geometry. 

II. — SEAMANSHIP. 

1.  Making  all  knots,  splices,  hitches,  bends,  clinches,  etc.,  used 
on  board  ship ;  worming,  parceling  and  serving  ropes ;  turning 
in  dead-eyes,  securing  lanyards,  and  rattling  down  rigging. 

2.  Learning  the  names  of  all  spars,  blocks,  running  and  stand- 
ing rigging,  and  their  uses. 

3.  Learning  the  names  of  the  different  parts  of  a  sail ;  loosing, 
furling,  reefing  and  bending  sails. 

4.  Rowings  sculling  and  steering  boats,  and  handling  them 
under  sail. 

5.  Boxing  compass,  steering  by  ccJmpass,  and  taking  compass 
bearings. 

6.  Marking  log  and  leadlines,  heaving  the  lead,  and  calling  out 
soundings  correctly. 

7.  Using  palm  and  needle,  sewing  seams,  and  working  eyelet- 
holes. 

8.  Swimming. 

9.  The  color  and  arrangements  of  running  lights. 

Section  52.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  report  annually, 
or  as  often  as  may  be  required  by  the  Board,  as  to  the  manage- 
ment and  success  of  the  Nautical  School,  and  the  expense  of  con- 
ducting the  same. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER. 

First.  In  case  tiie  President  and  Vice-President  shall  not  at-

Second,  The  President  may  substitute  any  other  member  to 
preside  in  his  place,  but  such  substitution  shall  not  continue  be- 
yond the  meeting  at  which  it  shall  be  made.  The  presiding 
otKcer  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Board. 

Hard,  When  the  Secretary  is  not  present  at  any  meeting,  his 
duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  Chief  Clerk. 

Fourth,  Previous  to  each  meeting,  the  Secretary  shall  make  a 
list  of  the  resolutions  or  reports  on  the  table,  which  shall  be  con- 
sidered the  general  orders  of  the  day. 

Fifth.  The  order  of  business  at  every  meeting  shall  be  (ex- 
cept when  otherwise  specially  ordered)  as  follows  :

9.  Special  orders  of  the  day. 
10.  General  orders  of  the  day. 

Upon  the  presentation  of  any  paper  under  the  second  order  of 
business,  it  shall  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  Coinmittee  or 
ordered  on  file  without  debate,  unless  the  Board,  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  shall  otiierwise  direct,  except 
that  a  motion  to  print  may  be  made,  but  the  same  shall  also  be 
decided  without  debate. 

After  the  third  order  of  business,  the  Board  shall  commence 
its  business  where  it  left  oflf  at  the  adjournment  of  the  previous 
meeting.  But  the  regular  order  of  business  jnay  at  any  time  be 
suspended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

Fourteenth.  The  Board  mav  refer  anv  matter  to  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  and  may  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

fifteenth.  Reports  of  Committees  shall  be  laid  over  before 
consideration  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Hoard  subsequent  to 
their  presentation.  Leave  for  imnjediate  consideration  may, 
however,  be  granted,  unless  three  members  object,  thereto  ;  such 
objections  may  be  made  before  or  immediately  after  the  reading 
of  the  report.

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion is  not  within  the  purview  of  Section  1528  of  the  Charter,  in 
relation  to  printing.

The  Finance  Committee  presents  herewith  an  estimate  of 
funds  re(iuired  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  1898,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Department  of  Education  throughout  the  several 
Boroughs.

The  Committee  desires  to  state  that,  in  the  preparation  of  the 
estimate  for  1898,  the  compilation,  arrangement  and  reduction 
to  uniformity  have  necessarily  taken  considerable  time.  The 
main  reasons  incidental  thereto  arise  from  the  diflBculties  experi- 
enced by  the  School  Boards  of  Queens  and  Richmond  in  pro- 
curing reliable  information  and  statistics  upon  which  to  base 
their  requests;  and  in  this  connection  it  should  be  remembered 
that  the  changing  of  the  rural  school  trustee  system,  heretofore 
in  vogue  in  the  territory  now  covered  by  the  Boroughs  men- 
tioned, so  as  to  conform  to  the  methods  in  use  in  a  city  like 
New  York,  is,  of  itself,  a  work  of  some  magnitude.  Some  diffi- 
culty has  also  been  experienced  in  connection  with  the  Borough 
of  iSrooklyn.  the  business  of  its  School  Board  having  been  con- 
ducted on  different  lines  from  those  followed  in  New  York. 
The  School  Board  for  Brooklyn  has  handled  its  ow^n  funds 
entirely,  and  received  its  appropriations  under  headings  which 
were  very  different  from  those  used  in  New  York.  The  Commit- 
tee would  state  that  the  instructions  of  the  Comptroller  as  to 
uniformity  of  appropriations  have  been  carefully  complied  with, 
and  the  estimate  is  herewith  submitted  with  appropriations  of 
the  same  names  throughout  the  entire  system. 

In  view  of  the  amount  of  work  involved  in  the  preparation 
and  compilation  of  the  estimate,  and  the  consequent  necessary 
delay  in  its  iinal  presentation,  partial  apportionments  have  here- 
tofore been  made  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  and  the  Comptroller,  for  which  courtesy 
the  Committee  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  and  thanks.

A  large  number  of  the  buildings  are  new,  but  about  one- 
half  are  very  old  and  the  floors,  blackboards,  walls,  windows,  etc. ,  require 
immediate  attention.  In  several  cases  the  buildings  have  been  condemned 
unofficially  by  the  Health  authorities. 

*' Repairs  to  Buildings  "  contemplates  the  condition  of  stairways,  walks, 
chimneys,  shutters,  doors,  etc.,  on  many  of  these  old  buildings. 

The  item  **  Sanitary  Work  "  is  in  view  of  these  old  buildings,  and  from  the 
fact  that  many  of  them  have  no  water  connections  at  present,  it  is  expected 
that  the  Board  of  Health  will  condemn  the  present  sanitary  condition  in 
many  of  them. 

The  item  **  Heating  Apparatus"  includes  some  necessary  changes  in  heating 

in  three  old  buildings  in  Long  Island  City,  and  several  elsewhere  in  tl.e 

Borough.    It  is  absolutely  impossible  to  specify  how  much  will  be  necessary 

for  each  building;  as  yet  no  representative  from  the  Building  Department  has 

been  here,  nor  is  it  possible  to  get  anything  but  unofficial  reports  as  to  the 

condition  of  the  several  buildings,  which,  though  trustworthy,  are  not  in 

detail. 

BoRou(jn  OF  Richmond. 

General  Repairs $47,000 

The  Borough  Board  of  Richmond  reports  : 

*'At  present  it  is  impossible  to  indicate  in  detail  the  specific  repairs  to  each 
school  building. 

**  We  have  no  Building  Superintendent  or  Inspector  to  investigate  and  report 
these  items  in  detail,  but  must  rely  upon  general  estimates  given  by  the  Prin- 
cipals or  janitors." 

This  item  is  intended  to  cover  all  repairs,  such  as  painting,  building  closets, 
concreting  cellars,  fire  escapes,  roofs,  windows  and  transoms,  floors,  fences 
and  gates,  grading  and  flagging,  etc.,  and  approximate  the  amount  set 
down  in  the  estimate,  to  wit :  $30,000. 

The  item  of  $17^000,  for  heating,  lighting  and  ventilating,  etc.,  is  prin- 
cipftlly  for  a  new  plant  at  No.  6,  Xorthflekl,  19.750,  and  for  completing  the 
ventilating  system  at  No.  2,  Middlelown,  $3,000.  The  balance  is  an  approxi- 
mate amount  for  the  other  schools,  including  sewer  connections  when 
jKWsible.

By  reason  of  the  creation  of  the  new  Board 
of  Education,  sundry  officers  and  employees  have  been  transferred, 
and  several  items  of  expenditure  heretofore  administered  by 
the  Borouorh  Board  now  come  withiu  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  so  that  the  Borough  Board  estimate  for  the 
entire  vear  is  reduced  to  ?0,888,393.64.  The  difference  of 
$73,752. 2(>  n)ay  therefore  be  considered  as  a])plying  as  an  offset 
to  the  estimate  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  vear  1898. 
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^  BOROUGH    OF    BROOKLYN. 

The  estimate  of  tliC  School  Board  for  Brooklyn  for  the  entire 
year  amounts  to  $8,714,629.  The  late  Board  of  Estimate 
of  Brooklyn  apportioned  only  $2,582,000,  which  sum,  plus 
the  State"  School  Fund  of  $427,097.05,  would  amount  to 
only  $3,009,097.05.  This  shows  at  once  a  cut  of  $705,531.95 
for  the  whole  year,  and  a  deticit  would  inevitably  ensue.  It 
was  generally  understood  at  the  time  that  this  reduction  of 
$705,531.95  was  made  deliberately,  on  the  supposition  that 
revenue  bonds  would  be  issued  by  the  Greater  City  to  cover  the 
deficit.  Under  the  circumstances,  it  would  be  unfair  to  make  any 
comparison  of  figures  on  such  a  showing.

Dear  Sir  :  No  official  notice  of  an  appropriation  by  the  newly 
organized  City  of  New  York  to  duplicate  the  sum  which  has  been 
ai) portioned  to  tfie  City  from  State  funds  for  library  purposes 
this  school  year  has  reached  me.  While  the  notice  is  technicall  v 
necessary  to  entitle  the  City  to  the  sum  of  $20,489.74  whicn 
has  been  so  apportioned,  I  have  deferred  the  request  for  it  until 
this  time  in  order  to  give  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  newly 
elected  Superintendent  ample  time  to  organize  their  work.  You 
are  already  familiar  with  the  requirements,  and  it  is  probable 
that  a  sufficient  appropriation  has  been  made.  In  any  case,  I 
trust  you  will  give  the  matter  such  attention  as  the  conditions 
require.     A  blank  certificate  is  enclosed. 

There  are  peculiar  difficulties  in  securing,  for  approval,  lists 
of-bookp  proposed  to  be  purchased  for  the  school  libraries  in  the 
said  City,  but  with  your  co-operation  I  trust  they  will  be  over- 
come, to  the  advantage  of  the  schools.  From  past  correspond- 
ence you  know  my  general  policy  in  exercising  the  power  of 
approval  conferred  upon  me  by  stiitute,  and  my  attitude  towards 
city  superintendents.  I  desire  in  every  proper  way  to  encourage 
the  selection,  purchase  and  use  of  the  best  literature  to  be  had, 
and  to  strengtiien  the  su])erintendent8  in  their  efforts  to  promote 
this  object.  If  I  mistake  not,  you  will  see  in  our  school  library 
system,  as  it  is  or  may  be  organized,  a  means  of  keeping  a  direct- 
ing hand  on  an  important  piece  of  work. 

If,  in  your  opinion,  any  modifications  of  the  present  library 
system  are  needed  to  adapt  it  to  the  conditions  in  your  city, 
please  sn^rgest  them.  For  your  information,  I  enclose  a  blank 
for  list  for  approval  and  a  blank  for  report.  The  former  will 
hereafter  be  modified  to  show  the  approval  of  the  City  Sui)erin- 
tendent.  Blank  sheets  will  be  furnished  you  in  special  form,  if 
advisable,  and  in  any  quantity  needed.

Dkar  Sir  :  The  undersigned,  as  you  requested,  visited  the 
Nautical  School  on  hoard  the  St.  Jlan/s,  on  Thursday,  March  31, 
for  the  purj)06e  o#  inspection  and  examination. 

We  were  met  at  the  ship  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Nautical 
School  Committee,  Commissioner  John  G.  Agar,  and  in  the 
absence  of  the  Superintendent,  Lieutenant  Commander  W.  H. 
Reeder,  who  had  been  ordered  on  other  duty  by  the  Govern- 
ment, we  were  received  by  the  Executive  Officer,  Lieutenant 
C.  M.  Knepper,  Lieutenant  G.  R.  Evans,  and  Surgeon  Robert 
Smart,  who  form  the  corps  of  instructors.  There  exists  a  vacancy 
in  the  corps,  caused  by  the  transfer  of  Ensign  George  B.  Brad- 
shaw. 

After  the  pupils  had  been  inspected  and  addressed  by  Com- 
missioner Agar,  they  were  assembled  in  their  respective  class- 
rooms for  the  usual  annual  examination. 

The  total  number  of  bovs  on  board  was  63. 
Average  age  atentranc^e,  17  years. 
Average  age  of  graduates,  20  years. 

The  school  is  divided  into  four  sections,  the  first  and  second 
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of  which  constitute  the  second  year  class  ;  the  third  and  fourth, 

the  first  year  class.

The  examination  began  at  about  11  a.  m.  and,  with  an  inter- 
mission from  12:80  to  2,  ended  at  about  3:40  p.  m. 

The  classes  were  examined  in  the  following  subjects :  Read- 
ing, spelling,  English  grammar.  United  States  history,  geogra- 
phy, arithmetic,  logaritlims  and  navigation,  with  a  result  that  was 
generally  creditable  to  both  instructors  and  pupils. 

The  discipline,  during  the  examination,  was  excellent.  The 
boys  and  young  men  seemed  to  be  of  considerable  ability  and 
good  character. 

We  would  suggest  that  the  standard  for  admission  to  the 
school  be  more  strictly  adhered  to — namely,  that  pupils  should 
be  able  to  pass  an  examination  equivalent  to  Grade  6  B  in  the 
regular  course  of  study  for  public  schools.  Much  of  the  time  of 
the  instructors  seems  to  be  required  for  giving  instruction  in  the 
most  elementary  branches ;  the  boys,  even  in  the  highest  class, 
are  not  efficient  in  decimal  fractions.  We  are  told  that  the  small 
number  of  applicants  compels  a  reduction  in  the  requirements 
for  admission,  and  that  the  school  would  have  to  be  closed  if  this 
were  not  done.  We  regret  that  the  able  instruction  of  the 
lieutenants  could  not  be  devoted  more  to  the  higher  branches  of 
mathematics.  # 

In  view  of  this  fact,  the  work  of  individual  members  of  the 
first  and  second  sections  in  logarithms  and  difficult  problems  in 
navigation  was  remarkably  tine.  We  could  not  help  feeling  that 
the  instructors  were  at  a  great  disadvantage  in  teaching  naviga- 
tion and  logarithms  to  boys  who  had  never  studied  geometry, 
algebra  or  trigonometry.  These  subjects  (geometry  and  algebra) 
seem  to  be  required  in  the  C(»urse  of  study  and  should  certainly 
be  taught. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  everv  effort  be  made  to 
keep  the  school  properly  before  tlie  people.  This  may  he  accom- 
plished by  magazine  articles,  by  frequent  reference  to  the  school 
in  the  daily  press,  and  by  notices  in  the  j)ublic  schools.  The  im- 
pression seems  still  to  prevail  that  the  Nautical  School  is  a 
reformatory  school,  even  though  written  testimonials  and  other 
satisfactory  evidences  of  good  character  form  one  of  the  require- 
ments for  admission.     If  this  false  impression  could  be  removed 
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there  might  be  a  great  future  for  this  school  and  for  this  line  of 
educational  work. 

As  the  doors  of  the  school  are  now  opened  to  young  men 
resident  in  the  Boroughs  of  Brooklyn,  liichmond  and  Queens, 
as  well  as  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  it  is  hoped  that  by 
proper  advertisement,  as  above  indicated,  tlie  register  of  the 
school  may  be  largely  increased  for  the  coming  year,  thus 
enabling  the  Supermtendent  to  make  a  better  grading  of  his 
classes. 

Finally,  we  would  recommend  that  by  more  frequent  inspec- 
tion and  visitation  the  school  be  kept  in  closer  touch  with  the 
rest  of  the  Educational  Department. 

This  last  suggestion  applies  equally  to  the  supply  department. 
The  school  should  be  better  equipped  in  regard  to  supplies  re- 
quired for  the  ordinary  school  purposes.

GENERAL  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

•The  teacher's  license  No.  1  shall  be  the  lowest  or  initial  grade 
of  license.     No  one  shall  be  appointed  as  the  regular  teacher  of 
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a  class  in  an  elementary  sciiool  who  does  not  hold  either  such 
license  or  a  license  of  a  higher  grade. 

The  teacher's  license  No.  2,  temporary  or  permanent,  shall  be 
regarded  as  a  higher  grade  of  license  than  the  teacher's  license 
No.  1,  and  may  be  used  by  any  of  the  School  Boards  to 
determine  the  promotion  of  teachers  in  regard  to  grade  of  class 
taught  or  in  regard  to  grade  of  pay,  or  in  regard  to  both,  and 
will  be  the  lowest  grade  of  license  after  July  1,  1898,  to  qualify 
the  teacher  of  an  ungraded  school. 

The  head  of  department  license  shall  qualify  the  holder  to  act 
as  an  assistant-principal  in  a  large  school,  or  as  principal  of  a 
branch  or  annex  school,  or  as  principal  of  an  independent  school 
having  not  more  than  nine  (9)  classes,  or  as  principal  of  an  even- 
ing school  or  a  vacation  school.  The  head  of  department  license 
may  also  be  used  by  any  of  the  Borough  School  Boards  to  deter 
mine  the  promotion  of  teachers  in  regard  to  grade  of  class  taught 
or  in  regard  to  grade  of  pay,  or  in  regard  to  both. 

A  principal's  license  for  elementary  schools  shall  entitle 
the  holder  to  act  as  principal  of  an  elementary  (grammar  or 
primary)  school,  or  of  a  school  containing  both  elementary  and 
nigh  school  grades  in  the  Boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond. 

All  licenses  to  teach,  unless  the  licensee  already  holds  a 
permanent  license,  shall  be  issued  for  a  period  of  one  year,  and 
may  be  renewed  without  exanrination  in  case  the  work  of  the 
holder  is  satisfactory  to  the  Borough  Superintendent  for  two  suc- 
cessive years.  At  the  close  of  the  third  year  of  continuous 
successful  service,  the  City  Superintendent  may  make  the  license 
permanent. 

All  applicants  for  a  teacher's  license  must  present  to  the  City 
Superintendent  of  Schools  evidence  of  good  moral  character  and 
of  sound  physical  health. 

A  permanent  license  of  any  kind  shall  be  issued  upon  the  con- 
dition that,  if  the  holder  ceases  to  teach  as  a  regular  (not  a  substi- 
tute) teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  The  City  of  New  York 
during  a  period  of  five  years,  the  license  shall  at  tte  close  of 
that  period  become  void. 

The  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  have  authority  to 
renew  a  license  that  has  become  void  through  discontinuance  of 
service,  either  upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  successful  teaching 
in  other  schools  during  the  period  of  such  discontinuance  of 
service,  or  upon  such  examination  as  he  may  prescribe. 

No  one  holding  a  license  to  teach,  issued  prior  to  February  1, 
1898,  within  the  territory  embraced  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
who  has  ceased  to  teach  as  a  regular  teacher  for  five  years,  shall 
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be  employed  as  a  teacher  by  any  Borough  School  Bostrd,  unless 
the  license  held  by  such  person  be  approved  in  writing  by  the 
City  Superintendent  of  Schools.

ess  than  thirty-eight  (38)  weeks,  «,pproved  by  the  same  authority. 

(J)  Passing  such  examination  in  academic  subjects  as  the  City 
Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  prescribe,  as  a  preliminary  to 
entrance  upon  the  course  of  professional  training  in  any  school 
or  class  for  the  training  of  teachers  established  and  maintained 
by  any  of  the  Borough  School  Boards.  Students  having  the 
highest  standing  in  the  graduatine;  class  in  any  high  school  main- 
tained by  any  of  the  Borough  School  Boards,  to  the  extent  of 
one-third  of  the  whole  number  of  the  class,  may  be  exempted, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools,  from 
such  examination. 

(c)  Passing  such  examination  in  the  history  and  principles  of 
education  and  methods  of  teaching  as  the  Oity  Superintendent 
shall  prescribe,  after  graduation  from  a  normal  or  training  school, 
or  as  a  test  for  graduation. 

At  least  one  year  but  not  more  than  two  years  must  elapse 
between  the  examination  prescribed  in  sub-division  h  and  that 
prescribed  in  sub-division  c. 

2.  Graduation  from  a  New  York  State  normal  school  or  an 
equivalent  institution  for  the  professional  training  of  teachers,  in 
which  not  less  than  thirty-eight  (38)  weeks  were  spent  in  profes- 
sional study  and  practice,  and  in  which  scholastic  training 
equivalent  to  a  course  of  at  least  three  years  in  an  approved  high 
school  was  required  before  entering  on  the  course  ot  professional 
training,  in  lieu  of  graduation  from  an  approved  high  school ; 
continuous  and  successful  experience  in  teaching  for  not  less 
than  one  year ;  and  passing  such  academic  and  professional  tests 
as  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  prescribe.  Graduates 
of  schools  and  colleges  for  the  professional  training  of  teachers 
approved  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and 
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authorized  by  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New 
York  to  ffrant  degrees  or  diplomas,  and  of  the  State  normal  schools, 
any  or  afi  of  which  are  located  within  the  City  of  New  York,  may 
be  licensed  without  the  year's  experience  in  teaching,  provided 
they  pass  the  necessary  academic  and  professional  tests,  or  are 
exempt  therefrom  in  accordance  with  Section  1081  of  the 
Charter.  Up  to  July  1,  1899,  graduates  of  any  New  York 
State  normal  school,  having  the  necessary  academic  and  profes- 
sional qualifications,  may  be  licensed  and  appointed  to  teach 
in  the  Boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond,  without  the  specified 
year's  experience  in  teaching. 

3.  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  approved  by  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  provided 
the  graduate  has  taken  a  course  of  at  least  one  year  in  a  college 
or  university  department  of  education,  and  passing  such  profes- 
sional tests  as  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  require. 

4.  Holding  a  State  certificate  granted  since  1875  and  passing 
such  professional  tests  as  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools 
shall  require,  provided  the  holder  has  been  actively  engaged  in 
teaching  during  the  two  years  immediately  preceding  his  appli- 
cation tor  a  New  York  City  license. 

5.  Passing  the  academic  and  professional  examinations  pre- 
scribed in  sub-division  h  and  c  of  paragraph  1  of  this  section, 
together  with  five  years'  successful  experience  in  teaching. 

The  temporary  teacher's  license  No.  1  shall  be  issued  by  the 
City  Supermtendent  of  Schools  for  a  period  of  one  year,  and  it 
may  be  renewed  without  examination,  in  case  the  work  of  the 
holder  is  satisfactory  to  the  Borough  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
for  two  successive  years.  At  the  close  of  the  third  year  of  con- 
tinuous successful  service,  the  City  Superintendent  may  make 
the  license  permanent. 

REQUIBEMBNTS  FOB  TEACHEBS'  LICENSE  NO.  2  (ALSO  FOB  ^*  A  " 
LICENSE  IN  THOSE  BOROUGHS  IN  WHICH  SUCH  GRADE  IS  DESIG- 
NATED). 

A  teacher's  license  No.  2  may  be  issued  to  the   holder  of  a 

Eermanent  teacher's  license  No.  1  (or  its  equivalent)  who  has 
ad  successful  experience  in  teaching  for  four  years  in  the  City 
of  New  York,  who  produces  evidence  of  having  successfully 
pursued,  in  some  recognized  institution  of  learning,  a  course  of 
study,  satisfactory  to  the  City  Superintendent,  in  some  branch  of 
science  or  of  literature  or  in  professional  work,  since  his  or  her 
employment  as  a  teacher,  or  who  passes  a  satisfactory  examin- 
ation in  principles  and  methods  of  teaching. 
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A  temporary  teachers  license  No.  2  may  be  issued  to  the 
holder  of  a  temporary  teaclier's  license  No.  1  (or  its  equivalent) 
who  has  had  four  years'  successful  experience  in  teaching  equiv- 
alent to  four  years'  experience  in  teaching  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  or  of  Brooklyn, 
and  who  passes  the  same  tests  'as  are  required  for  a  permanent 
teacher's  license  No.  2. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR    LICENSE    AS    HEAD   OF    DEPARTMENT   OR 

ASSISTANT    PRINCIPAL. 

A  license  to  teach  as  head  of  department  or  assistant  principal 
may  be  granted  to  the  holder  of  a  temporary  teacher's  license 
No.  2,  or  a  permanent  teacher's  license  No.  2,  who  has  had  not 
less  than  six  years'  successful  experience  in  teaching,  who  ]>asse.s 
an  examination  in  principles  of  education,  methods  of  teaching, 
and  school  management,  and  who  produces  evidence  of  having 
pursued  a  course  of  study,  satisfactory  to  the  City  Super- 
intendent, in  the  science  oi  education  and  in  some  branch  of 
literature,  science,  or  art  in  a  recognized  institution  of  learning, 
either  during  the  school  year  for  at  least  two  years,  or  at  a 
university  or  normal  summer  school  during  at  least  two  sessions 
of  not  less  than  six  weeks  each ;  or  who,  in  lieu  of  such  course 
of  study,  passes  an  examination  in  one  of  the  following  subjects : 
English  language  and  literature,  history  and  civics,  elementary 
science. 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR   PRINCIPAL'S   LICENSE. 

To  obtain  a  principal's  license  the  applicant  must  pass  an  ex- 
amination and  have  one  of  the  following  qualifications : 

(a)  (irraduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  two 
years  of  professional  study  in  a  university  school  or  department 
of  education  or  in  a  normal  school  or  college,  together  with  at 
least  three  years'  successful  experience  in  teaching  or  supervision 
since  graduation. 

(b)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  the  Stat«  of  New  1  ork,  together 
with  at  least  five  years'  successful  experience  in  teaching  or 
supervision  since  graduation. 

{c)  A  New  York  State  certificate  granted  since  1 875,  together 
with  eight  years'  experience  in  teaching  or  supervision  immedi- 
ately preceding  the  examination. 

(a)  Ten  years'  experience  in  teaching  or  supervision  in  city 
public  schools  immediately  preceding  the  examination. 
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REQUIREMENTS    FOR    A    SUPERVISOR'S    LICENSE. 

To  obtain  a  license  as  supervisor  or  director  of  a  special  branch, 
as  music,  drawing,  kindergarten,  physical  training,  etc.,  the 
applicant  must  pass  an  examination  and  have  the  following 
qualifications : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  high  school  or  from  an  institution  of 
€qual  or  higher  rank ;  (b)  graduation  from  a  course  of  pro- 
fessional training  of  at  least  one  year  in  the  special  branch  that 
he  is  to  supervise  or  teach ;  {c)  at  least  three  years'  successful 
experience  in  teaching  that  special  branch. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR    LICENSE    AS   TEACHER    OF     A    SPECIAL    BRANCH. 

To  obtain  a  special  license  in  music,  drawing,  physical  training 
and  manual  training  subjects,  et-c.,  the  applicant  nmst  pass  an 
examination  and  must  have  the  following  qualifications : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  high  school  or  institution  of  equal  or 
higher  rank,  or  a  general  education  that  is  practically  equivalent ; 
(J)  graduation  from  a  course  of  professional  training  of  at  least 
one  year  in  the  special  branch  he  is  to  teach,  and  at  least  one 
year's  experience  in  teaching  that  special  branch  ;  (c)  passing  an 
examination  in  the  special  branch  the  applicant  proposes  to 
teach.  In  the  case  of  teachers  of  languages,  three  years'  experi- 
ence in  teaching  may  be  regarded  as  equivalent  to  one  year  of 
professional  training. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR   A    KINDERGARTEN    LICENSE. 

To  obtain  a  kindergarten  license  the  applicant  must  pass  an 
examination  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  kindergarten,  and 
must  have  one  of  the  following  qualifications  : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  high  school  or  an  institution  of  equal 
or  higher  rank,  or  an  equivalent  academic  training,  and  gradua- 
tion from  a  school  for  the  professional  training  of  teachers  having 
a  course  of  two  years,  at  least  one  of  which  has  been  devoted  to 
the  theory  and  practice  of  kindergjirten  work ;  (b)  graduation 
from  a  State  normal  school  or  college  having  a  kindergarten 
course  of  two  years  ;  (c)  graduation  from  a  school  for  the  train- 
ing of  kindergartners  having  a  course  of  at  least  one  year, 
together  with  successful  experience  in  kindergarten  teaching  for 
not  less  than  two  years.  Applicants  presenting  qualification  c 
must  also  pass  an  examination  in  academic  studies. 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR     EVENING    SCHOOL    AND     SPECIAL    SCHOOL     POSI- 
TIONS   AND    LICENSES. 

Any  person  holding  a  principal's  license  or  a  head  of  depart- 
ment license  may  be  appointed  principal  of  an  evening  or  a 
vacation  school. 
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The  City  Superintendent  may  also  issue  a  special  license  as 
principal  of  an  evening  school  or  a  vacation  school  to  a  teacher 
holding  a  teacher's  license  No.  2  who  has  had  five  years'  success- 
ful experience  in  teaching. 

Teachers  holding  a  teaclier's  license  Ko.  1  shall  be  eligible  to 
appointment  in  evening  schools  and  vacation  schools  as  teachers 
oi  common  school  branches,  and  teachers  holding  licenses  to 
teach  special  branches  shall  be  eligible  to  appointment  to  teach 
their  respective  special  branches  in  evening  schools  and  vacation 
schools. 

No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  teach  drawing  sewing,  cook- 
ing, woodwork,  or  any  branch  of  manual  training,  kindergarten, 
a  foreign  language,  or  English  to  foreigners,  or  phonography,  in 
an  evening  school  or  a  vacation  school  who  does  not  hold  either 
a  regular  license  to  teach  the  subject  for  which  he  is  api)ointed 
or  a  special  evening  school  or  vacation  school  license  for  that 
subject. 

HIGH    SCHOOLS. 

No  one  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  teach  any  subject 
in  a  high  school  who  does  not  hold  an  assistant  teacher's  license 
for  high  schools,  or  a  license  of  higher  grade. 

No  one  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  the  position  of  head 
of  department  or  assistant  principal  in  a  high  school  who  does 
not  hold  a  first  assistant  teacher's  license  or  a  principal's  license 
for  high  schools. 

No  one  shall  l)e  appointed  principal  of  a  high  school  who  does 
not  hold  a  principal  s  license  for  high  schools.  In  the  Boroughs 
of  Queens  and  Richmond,  however,  a  person  holding  a  princi- 
pal's license  for  elementary  schools  may  be  appointed  prmcipal 
of  a  school  containing  both  elementary  and  high  school  grades. 

In  addition  to  the  qualifications  set  forth  below,  candidates 
for  positions  as  principal  or  teacher  in  a  high  school  must  pass 
such  examinations  as  the  City  Suj)erintendent  shall  prescribe. 

All  high  school  licenses  shall  be  issued  for  one  year,  and  may 
be  renewed  without  examination  in  case  the  work  of  the  holder 
is  satisfactory  to  the  Borough  Superintendent  for  two  successive 
years.  At  tlie  close  of  the  third  year  of  continuous  successful 
service,  the  City  Superintendent  may  make  the  license  per- 
manent. 

ASSISTANT  teacher's    LICENSE. 

A  candidate  for  an  assistant  teacher's  license  must  possess  one 
of  the  following  qualifications  : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
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University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  not  less  than  two 
years'  experience  in  teaching  in  colleges  or  secondary  schools. 

{b)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  two  years'  post- 
graduate work  in  the  study  of  the  special  subjects  which  he  pro- 
poses to  teach  and  in  the  science  of  education. 

(c)  Eight  years'  experience  in  supervision  or  in  teaching,  at 
least  two  of  which  must  have  been  spent  either  in  high  school 
work  or  in  the  highest  grade  of  a  city  elementary  school. 

FIKST   ASSISTANT    TEAOHEK's    LICENSE. 

Candidates  for  the  position  of  first  assistant,  head  of  depart- 
ment, or  assistant  principal  in  a  high  ^school  shall  have  one  oi  the 
following  qualifications : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  not  less  than  five 
years'  experience  in  teaching  in  a  college  or  a  secondary  school. 

(i)  Ten  years' experience  in  teaching,  at  least  five  of  which 
must  have  been  devoted  to  teaching  in  a  college  or  a  secondary 
school. 

principal's    LICENSE. 

A  candidate  for  the  position  of  principal  of  a  high  school 
shall  have  the  following  qualifications  : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

(b)  Not  less  than  ten  years'  experience  in  teaching,  at  least 
five  years  of  which  shall  have  l)een  in  secondary  schools,  or  as  a 
School  Superintendent  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

TRAINING    SCHOOLS    FOR   TEACHERS. 

No  one  shall  be  appointed  a  model  teacher  in  a  model  school 
forming  a  part  of  a  training  school  for  teachers  who  does  not 
hold  a  teacher's  license  No.  2,  or  a  license  of  higher  grade. 

No  one  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  teach  principles  of 
education  or  methods  of  teaching  or  as  critic  teacher  in  a  training 
school  for  teachers  who  does  not  hold  an  assistant  teacher's 
license  to  teach  in  a  training  school,  or  a  license  of  higher  grade. 

No  one  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  the  position  of 
member  of  the  faculty  of  a  training  school  for  teachers  who  does 
not  hold  a  first  assistant  teacher's  license,  or  a  principal's  license 
to  teach  in  a  training  school.  ' 

No  one  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  the  position  of 
principal  of  a  training  school  for  teaehei*s  who  does  not  hold  a 
principal's  license  to  teach  in  a  training  school. 
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Tlie  requirements  for  the  various  grades  of  licenses  shall  be 
the  same  as  for  high  school  licenses,  except  that  experience  in 
normal  or  training  schools  may  be  substituted  for  experience  in 
secondary  schools,  and  that  experience  as  a  head  of  department 
in  elementary  schools  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  experience  in 
the  highest  grade  of  an  elementary  school.

Minimum  Requirements  to  Prevail  throughout  the  City  of 
New  York  for  all  I^ersons  to  be  Appointed  to  any 
Supervising  or  Teaching  Position  under  any  of  thk 
School  Boards. 

general  rul^s  and  regulations. 

1.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  as  the  regular  teacher  of  a 
class  in  an  elementary  school  (grammar  and  primary)  who  does 
not  hold  a  license  issued  in  the  name  of  the  City  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

2.  All  licenses  to  teach  when  firet  issued  shall  be  issued  for  a 
period  of  one  year,  and  may  be  renewed  without  examination  in 
case  the  work  of  the  holder  is  satisfactory  to  the  Borough  Super- 
intendent for  two  successive  years.  At  the  close  of  the  third 
year  of  continuous  successful  servicd  the  City  Superintendent 
may  make  the  license  permanent. 

3.  All  applicants  for  a  teachers  license  must  present  to  the 
City  Superintendent  of  Schools  evidence  of  good  moral  char- 
acter and  of  sound  physical  health. 

4.  All  ])ermanent  licenses  of  every  kind  shall  be  issued  under 
the  condition  that  if  the  holder  ceases  to  teach  as  a  regular  (not 
a  substitute)  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  The  City  of  New 
York  during  a  period  of  five  years,  the  license  shall  at  the  close 
of  that  period  become  void. 

5.  The  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  have  authority  to 
renew  a  license  that  has  become  void  through  discontinuance  of 
service,  either  upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  successful  teaching 
in  other  schools  during  the  period  of  such  discontinuance  of  ser- 
vice, or  upon  such  examination  as  he  may  prescribe. 

6.  No  one  holding  a  license  to  teach,  issued  prior  to  February 
1, 1898,  within  the  territory  embraced  in  The  City  of  New  York, 
who  has  ceased  to  teach  as  a  regular  teacher  for  live  years,  shall 
be  employed  as  a  teacher  by  any  Borough  School  Board,  unless 
the  license  held  by  such  person  be  approved  in  writing  by  the 
City  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

7.  A  teacher  holding  an  initial  license,  which  has  been  made  a 
permanent  license  at  the  close  of  the  third  year  of  continuous  sue- 
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cessf ul  service,  and  who  at  the  expiration  of  four  or  more  years 
of  successful  experience  in  teaching  as  fixed  by  a  Borough  School 
Board,  is  entitled,  under  the  by-laws  of  the  respective  Borough 
School  Boards,  to  apply  for  an  increase  in  salary,  must  produce 
evidence  to  the  City  Superintendent  of  having  successfully  pur- 
sued, in  some  recognized  institution  of  learning,  a  course  of  study 
satisfactory  to  him  in  some  branch  of  science  or  of  literature  or 
in  professional  work,  since  his  or  her  employment  as  a  teacher,  or 
must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  principles  and  methods 
of  teaching. 

8.  In  Boroughs  which  provide  for  a  special  license  to  be  issued 
to  the  holder  of  an  initial  license  who  has  had  four  years  success- 
ful experience  in  teaching,  the  holding  of  such  special  license 
shall  be  accepted  as  the  equivalent  of  the  scholastic  work  and 
the  examination  in  principles  and  methods  of  teaching  provided 
for  in  rule  No.  7. 

9.  No  teacher  shall  be  assigned  after  July  1,  1899,  as  teacher 
of  an  ungraded  school  unless  i^uch  teacher  has  satisfied  the  re- 
quirements contained  in  rule  No.  7. 

RKQUIREMENT8    FOR   TEMPORARY    AND    PERMANENT    INITIAL 

LICENSES. 

The  candidate  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  must 
possess  one  of  the  following  qualifications  : 

1.  {a)  Graduation  from  a  high  school  or  academy  having  a 
course  of  study  of  not  less  than  three  years,  but  after  September 
1,  1899,  of  four  years,  approved  by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  and  graduation  from  a  school  or  class  for  the 
professional  training  of  teachers  having  a  course  of  study  of  not 
less  than  thirty-eight  (3S)  weeks,  approved  by  the  same  authority. 

(h)  Passing  sucli  examination  in  academic  subjects  as  the  City 
Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  prescribe,  as  a  preliminary  to 
entrance  upon  the  course  of  professional  training  in  any  school 
or  class  for  the  training  of  teachers  established  and  maintained 
by  any  of  the  Borough  School  Boards.  Students  having  the 
highest  standing  in  the  graduating  class  in  any  high  school  main- 
tained by  any  of  the  Borough  School  Boards,  to  the  extent  of 
one-third  of  the  whole  number  of  the  class,  may  be  exempted,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools,  from  such 
examination. 

(c)  Passing  such  examination  in  the  history  and  principles  of 
education  and  methods  of  teaching  as  the  City  Superintendent 
shall  prescribe,  after  graduation  from  a  normal  or  training  school, 
or  as  a  test  for  graduation. 
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At  least  one  year,  but  not  more  than  two  years,  must  elapse  be- 
tween the  examination  prescribed  in  sub-division  h  and  that  pre- 
scribed in  sub-division  c. 

2.  Graduation  from  a  New  York  State  normal  school  or  an 
equivalent  institution  for  the  professional  training  of  teachers,  in 
which  not  less  than  thirty-eight  weeks  were  spent  in  professional 
study  and  practice,  and  in  wliich  scholastic  training  equivalent  at 
least  to  a  course  of  three  years  in  an  approved  high  school  was 
reouired  before  entering  on  the  course  of  professional  training, 
in  lieu  of  graduation  from  an  approved  high  school ;  continuous 
and  successful  experience  in  teaching  for  not  less  than  one  year ; 
and  passing  such  academic  and  professional  tests  as  the  City 
Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  prescribe.  Graduates  of  schools 
and  colleges  for  the  professional  training  of  teachers  approved  by 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  authorized  by 
the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York  to  grant 
degrees  or  dipK>inas,  and  of  the  State  normal  schools,  any  or  all 
of  which  are  h>eated  within  the  City  of  New  York,  may  be 
licensed  without  the  year's  experience  in  teaching,  provided  they 
pass  the  necessary  academic  and  professional  tests,  or  are  exempt 
therefrom  in  accordance  with  Section  1081  of  the  Charter,  up 
to  July  1,  1899,  graduates  of  any  New  York  State  normal  school, 
having  the  necessary  academic  and  professional  qualifications, 
may  be  licensed  and  appointed  to  teach  in  the  Boroughs  of  Queens 
and  Richmond,  without  the  specified  year's  experience  in  teaching. 

3.  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  approved  by  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  ]^ew  York,  provided 
the  graduate  has  taken  a  course  of  at  least  one  year  in  a  college 
or  university  department  of  education ;  and  passing  such  pro- 
fessional tests  as  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  require. 

4.  Holding  a  State  certificate  granted  since  1875  and  passing 
such  professional  tests  as  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools 
shall  recjuire,  provided  the  holder  has  been  actively  engaged  in 
teaching  during  the  two  years  immediately  preceding  his  applica- 
tion for  a  New  York  City  license. 

5.  Passing  the  academic  and  j)rofessional  examinations  pre- 
scribed in  sub-divisions  J  and  c  of  paragraph  1  of  this  section, 
together  with  five  years'  successful  experience  in  teaching. 

REQUIREMENTS    APPLICABLE    TO    HEAD   OF   DEPARTMENT   OR 

ASSISTANT    PRINCIPAL. 

A  license  to  teach  as  head  of  department  or  assistant  principal 
may  be  granted  to  a  teacher  w^ho  has  fully  satisfied  the  require- 
ments of  rules  7  and  8,  who  has  had  not  less  than  six  years  sue- 
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cessf  al  experience  in  teaching,  who  passes  an  examination  in  the 
principles  of  education,  methods  of  teaching  and  school  manage- 
ment, and  who  produces  evidence  of  having  pursued  a  course  of 
study  satisfactory  to  the  City  Superintendent  in  the  science  of 
education,  and  in  some  branch  of  literature,  science  or  art  in  a 
recognized  institution  of  learning,  either  during  the  school  year 
for  at  least  two  years,  or  at  a  university  or  normal  summer  school 
during  at  least  two  sessions  of  not  less  than  six  weeks  each ;  or 
who,  in  lieu  of  such  course  of  study,  passes  an  examination  in  one 
of  the  following  subjects :  English  language  and  literature,  history 
and  civics,  elementary  science. 

REQUIREMENTS    APPLICABLE   TO   PRINCIPALS. 

No  person  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  serve  as  principal 
of  a  public  school  unless  such  person  has  passed  the  examination 
to  be  prescribed  by  the  City  Superintendent  and  possesses  one  of 
the  following  qualifications : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  two 
years  of  professional  study  in  a  university  school  or  department 
of  education  or  in  a  normal  school  or  college,  together  with  at 
least  three  years'  successful  experience  in  teachmg  or  super- 
vision since  graduation. 

{h)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  together 
with  at  least  five  years'  successful  experience  in  teaching  or  super- 
vision since  graduation. 

(e)  A  New  York  State  certificate,  granted  since  1875,  together 
with  eight  years'  experience  in  teaching  or  supervision  imme- 
diately preceding  the  examination. 

{d)  Ten  years  experience  in  teaching  or  supervision  in  city 
public  schools  immediately  preceding  the  examination. 

REQUIREMENTS  APPLICABLE   TO   SUPERVISORS  OF   SPECIAL  BRANCHES. 

No  person  shall  serve  as  supervisor  or  director  of  a  special 
branch,  such  as  music,  drawing,  kindergarten,  physical  training, 
etc.,  unless  such  person  shall  have  passed  the  examination  to  be 
prescribed  by  the  City  Superintendent  and  possesses  the  follow- 
ing qualifications : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  high  school  or  from  an  institution  of 
equal  or  higher  rank ;  (l)  graduation  from  a  course  of  professional 
training  of  at  least  one  year  in  the  special  branch  that  he  is  to 
supervise  or  teach  ;  and  (e)  at  least  three  years'  successful  experi- 
ence in  teaching  that  special  branch. 
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REQUIREMENTS   APPLICABLE   TO   TEACHERS   IN   KINDERGARTENS. 

No  person  shall  serve  as  a  teacher  in  a  kindergarten  unless 
such  person  shall  have  passed  an  examination  in  the  theory  and 
practice  of  the  kindergarten  and  possesses  one  of  the  following 
qualifications : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  high  school  or  an  institution  of  equal  or 
higher  rank,  or  an  equivalent  academic  training,  and  graduation 
from  a  school  for  the  professional  training  of  teachers  having  a 
•course  of  two  years,  at  least  one  of  which  has  been  devoted  to 
the  theory  and  practice  of  kindergarten  work ;  (b)  graduation 
from  a  State  normal  school  or  college  having  a  kindergarten 
course  of  two  years ;  {c)  graduation  from  a  school  for  the  train- 
ing of  kindergartners  having  a  course  of  at  least  one  year,  to- 
gether with  successful  experience  in  kindergarten  teachinff  for 
not  less  than  two  years.  Applicants  presenting  qualification  e 
must  also  pass  an  examination  in  academic  studies. 

REQUIREMENTS  APPLICABLE  TO  TEACHERS  IN  EVENING  SCHOOLS  AND 

SPECIAL   SCHOOLS. 

Any  person  entitled  under  these  rules  and  regulations  to  serve 
as  principal  of  a  public  school,  or  as  a  head  of  department,  may  ' 
be  appointed  principal  of  an  evening  or  a  vacation  school. 

Persons  who  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  rules  7 
and  8,  who  have  had  five  years' successful  experience  in  teaching, 
may,  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Superintendent,  be  appointed 
principal  of  an  evening  school  or  a  vacation  school. 

Teachers  holding  initial  licenses  shall  be  eligible  to  appoint- 
ment in  the  evening  schools  and  vacation  schools  as  teachers  of 
common  school  branches ;  and  persons  entitled  to  teach  special 
branches  shall  be  eligible  to  appointment  to  teach  their  special 
branches  in  the  evening  schools  and  vacation  schools. 

No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  teach  drawing,  sewing,  cook- 
ing, woodwork,  or  any  branch  of  manual  training,  kindergarten, 
a  foreign  language  or  English  to  foreigners,  or  phonography,  in  an 
evening  school  or  vacation  school,  who  is  not  entitled  under  these 
rules  and  regulations  to  teach  the  subject  for  which  he  is  ap- 
pointed in  the  day  schools,  or  who  ha^s  not  had  five  years'  success- 
ful experience  in  such  special  branch,  in  which  case  such  teacher 
may  be  appointed  teacher  of  such  special  branch  in  an  evening 
school  or  vacation  school  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Superin- 
tendent. 
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BEQUIBEMENTS  APPLICABLE  TO   THE  POSITION  OF   SECOND  AND  THIRD 

ASSISTANT  TEACHERS  IN  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

No  person  shall  be  appointed  second  or  third  assistant  teacher  in 
a  high  school  unless  he  possesses  one  of  the  following  qualifica- 
tions : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  not  less  than  two 
years'  experience  in  teaching  in  colleges  or  secondary  schools. 

(b)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  two  years'  post- 
graduate work  in  the  study  of  the  special  subjects  which  he 
proposes  to  teach  and  in  the  science  of  education. 

(e)  Eight  years'  experience  in  supervision  or  in  teaching,  at 
least  two  of  which  must  have  been  spent  either  in  high  school 
work  or  in  the  highest  grade  of  a  city  elementary  school. 

REQUIREMENTS  APPLICABLE   TO  FIRST  ASSISTANT   TEACHERS  IN  HIGH 

SCHOOLS. 

Candidates  for  the  position  of  first  assistant,  head  of  depart- 
ment, or  assistant  principal  in  a  ,high  school  sh^ll  have  one  of 
the  following  qualifications : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  not  less  than  five 
years'  experience  in  teaching  in   a  college  or  a  secondary  school. 

(b)  Ten  years'  experience  in  teaching,  at  least  five  of  which 
must  have  been  devoted  to  teaching  in  a  college  or  a  secondary 
school. 

REQUIREMENTS  APPLICABLE  TO  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPALS. 

A  candidate  for  the  position  of  principal  of  a  high  school  shall 
have  the  following  qualifi'cations : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
University  oi  the  State  of  New  York. 

(b)  Not  less  than  ten  years'  experience  in  teaching,  at  least  five 
years  of  which  shall  have  been  in  secondary  schools,  or  as  a 
school  superintendent  in  The  City  of  New  York. 

RULES    AND    REGULATIONS     APPLICABLE   TO   HIGH    SCHOOL    APPOINT- 
MENTS. 

1.  No  person  shall  be  a])pointed  or  promoted  to  teach  any 
subject  in  a  high  school  who  is  not  entitled  to  serve  as  assistant 
teacher  under  these  rules. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  the  position  of 
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head  of  department  or  assistant  principal  in  a  high  school  who 
is  not  entitled  under  these  rules  to  serve  as  first  assistant  teacher 
or  as  principal. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  principal  of  a  high  school  who  is 
not  entitled  to  so  serve  under  these  rules.  In  tne  Boroughs  of 
Queens  and  Richmond,  however,  a  person  holding  a  principal's 
license  for  elementary  schools  may  be  appointed  principal  of  a 
school  containing  both  elementary  and  high  school  grades. 

In  addition  to  the  requirements  above  set  forth,  candidates  for 
positions  as  principal  or  teacher  in  a  high  school  must  pass  such 
examinations  as  the  City  Superintendent  shall  prescribe.  All 
high  school  licenses  shall  be  issued  for  one  year,  and  may  be 
renewed  without  examination,  in  case  the  work  of  tlie  holder  is 
satisfactory  to  the  Borough  Superintendent,  for  two  successive 
years.  At  the  close  of  the  third  year  of  continuous  successful 
service,  the  City  Superintendent  may  make  the  license  per- 
manent. 

BEQUIREMENTS   APPLICABLE   TO   TEACHERS    IN   TRAINING    SCHOOLS. 

1.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  a  model  teacher  in  a  model 
school  forming  part  of  a  training  school  for  teachers,  except 
teachers  who  have  compUed  with  the  requirements  of  rules  7  and 
8,  or  who  under  these  rules  are  entitled  to  teach  in  higher  f^rades. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  teach  princi- 
ples of  education  or  methods  of  teaching,  or  as  critic-teacher  in 
a  training  school  for  teachers,  unless  such  person  shall  be  entitled 
to  serve  as  assistant  teacher  in  a  high  school,  except  that  in  the 
examination  applicable  to  this  position  experience  in  normal  or 
training  schools  may  be  substituted  for  experience  in  secondary 
schools,  and  except  also  that  the  persons  who  have  satisfied  the 
requirements  applicable  to  a  head  of  department  for  elementary 
schools  may  be  appointed  to  such  positions  without  the  require- 
ments of  experience  in  the  highest  grade  of  an  elementary 
school. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  the  position  of 
member  of  the  faculty  of  a  training  school  for  teachers  who  is 
not  entitled  to  serve  as  a  first  assistant  teacher  in  a  high  school 
or  as  principal  of  a  training  school,  with  the  exception,  however, 
that  in  tlie  examination  to  test  the  possession  of  these  require- 
ments the  same  substitution  may  be  made  as  above  provided 
in  No.  2. 
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SEQUIBEMENTS   APPLIOABLE   TO   PBIN0IPAL8   OF  TRAINING   SCHOOLS. 

No  person  shall  serve  as  principal  of  a  training  school  who 
shall  not  possess  the  qualifications  required  for  principal  of  a 
high  school,  except  that  experience  in  normal  or  training  schools 
may  be  substituted  in  lieu  of  similar  experience  in  secondary 
schools.

on  School  System,  to  which  were  referred  the  recommendations 
of  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  with  respect  to  the  mini- 
mum requirements  to  prevail  throughout  The  City  of  New  York 
for.  all  persons  to  be  appointed  to  any  supervising  or  te;achiiig 
position  under  any  of  the  School  Boards  report  that  they  have 
carefully  considered  the  City  Superintendent's  recommendations, 
and  that  of  the  two  forms  submitted  they  have  approved  ''Form 
No.  1 ",  with  some  slight  modifications. 

The  following  resolution  is  submitted  for  adoption : 
Resolved,  That  the  minimum  requirements  to  prevail  through- 
out The  City  of  New  York  for  all  persons  to  be  appointed 
to  any  supervising  or  teaching  position  under  any  of  the 
School  Boards,  as  printed  below,  be,  and  they  hereby  are^ 
adopted  : 

Minimum  Requirements  to  Prevail  throughout  The  City  of 
New  York  for  all  Persons  to  be  Appointed  to  ant 
Supervising  or  Teaching  Position  under  any  of  the 
School  Boards. 

Tlie  Board  of  Examiners  shall  hold  such  examinations  as  the 
City  Superintendent  may  prescribe  for  the  positions  hereinafter 
named,  and  shall  issue  to  those  who  have  passed  the  required 
tests  of  character,  scholarship  and  general  fitness,  such  licenses 
as  they  are  found  entitled  to  i*eceive,  and  shall  prepare  all  neces- 
sary eligible  lists. 

The  following  licenses  may  be  issued  in  The  City  of  New 
York,  together  with  such  other  kinds  and  grades  of  licenses  as 
shall  be  duly  designated  by  any  of  the  Borough  School  Boards 
for  use  in  such  Borough :

I.  Teacher's  License  No.  1,  or  Grade  B. 
Teacher's  License  No.  2,  or  Grade  A.

GENERAL  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

The  teacher's  license  No.  1,  or  Grade  B,  shall  be  the  lowest  or 
initial  grade  of  license.  No  one  shall  be  appointed  as  the  regu- 
lar teaciier  of  a  class  in  an  elementary  school  who  does  not  hold 
either  such  license  or  a  license  of  a  higher  grade. 

The  teacher's  license  No.  2,  or  Grade  A,  temporary  or  perma- 
nent, shall  be  regarded  as  a  higher  grade  of  license  than  the 
teacher's  license  No.  1 ,  and  may  be  used  by  any  of  the  School 
Boards  to  determine  the  promotion  of  teachers  in  regard  to  grade 
of  class  taught  or  in  regard  to  grade  of  pay,  or  in  regard  to  r)oth, 
and  will  be  the  lowest  grade  of  license  after  July  1,  1899,  to 
qualify  the  teacher  of  an  ungradetd  school. 

The  head  of  department  license  shall  qualify  the  holder  to  act 
as  assistant  to  principal  in  a  large  school,  or  as  principal  of  a 
branch  or  annex  school,  or  as  principal  of  an  independent  school 
having  not  more  than  nine  (9)  classes,  or  as  principal  of  an  even- 
ing school  or  a  vacation  school.  The  head  of  department  license 
may  also  be  used  by  any  of  the  Borough  School  Boards  to  deter- 
mine the  promotion  of  teachers  in  regard  to  grade  of  class  taught 
or  in  regard  to  grade  of  pay,  or  in  regard  to  both. 

A  principal's  license  fur  elementary  schools  shall  entitle 
the  holder  to  act  as  princii)al  of  an  elementary  (grammar  or 
primary)  school,  or  of  a  school  containing  both  elementary  and 
high  school  grades  in  the  Boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond. 

All  licenses  to  teach,  unless  the  licensee  already  holds  a 
permanent  license,  shall  be  issued  for  a  period  of  one  year,  and 
may  be  renewed  without  examination  in  case  the  work  of  the 
holder  is  satisfactory  to  the  Borough  Superintendent  for  two  sue- 
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cessive  years.  At  the  close  of  the  third  year  of  continuous 
successful  service,  the  City  Superintendent  may  make  the  license 
permanent. 

All  applicants  for  a  teacher's  license  must  present  to  the  City 
Superintendent  of  Schools  evidence  of  good  moral  character  and 
of  sound  physical  health. 

A  permanent  license  of  any  kind  shall  be  issued  upon  the  con- 
dition that,  if  the  holder  ceases  to  teach  as  a  regular  (not  a  substi- 
tute) teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  The  City  of  New  York 
during  a  period  of  five  years,  the  license  shall  at  the  close  of 
that  period  become  void. 

The  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  have  authority  to 
renew  a  license  that  has  become  void  through  discontinuance  of 
service,  either  upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  successful  teaching 
in  other  schools  during  the  period  of  such  discontinuance  of 
service,  or  upon  such  examination  as  he  may  prescribe. 

No  one  holding  a  license  to  teach,  issued  prior  to  February  1, 
1898,  within  the  territory  embraced  in  The  City  of  New  York, 
who  has  ceased  to  teach  as  a  regular  teacher  for  five  years,  shall 
be  employed  as  a  teacher  by  any  Borough  School  Board,  unless 
the  license  held  by  such  person  be  approved  in  writing  by  the 
City  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  TEACH  ER's  LICENSE    NO.  1  (aLSO    FOR    GRADE   B 

LICENSE  IN  THOSE  BOROUGHS  IN  WHICH  SUCH 

GRADE  IS  designated). 

^  The  candidate  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  agp,  and  must 
possess  one  of  the  following  ciualitications  : 

1.  (a)  Graduation  from  a  high  school  or  academy  having  a 
course  of  study  of  not  less  than  three  years,  hut  after  Septeml)er 
1,  1899,  of  four  years,  approved  by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  and  graduation  from  a  school  or  class  for  the 
professional  training  of  teachers  having  a  course  of  study  of  not 
less  than  thirty-eight  (38)  weeks,  approved  by  the  same  authority. 

(h)  Passing  such  examination  in  academic  subjects  as  the  City 
Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  prescribe,  as  a  preliminary  to 
entrance  upon  the  course  of  professional  training  in  any  scliool 
or  class  for  the  training  of  teachers  established  and  maintained 
by  any  of  the  Borough  School  Boards.  Students  having  the 
highest  standing  in  the  graduating  class  in  any  high  school  main- 
tained by  any  of  the  Borough  School  Boards,  to  the  extent  of 
one-third  of  the  whole  number  of  the  class,  may  be  exempted, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools,  from 
such  examination. 
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{c)  Passing  such  examination  in  the  history  and  principles  of 
education  and  methods  of  teaching  as  the  City  Superintendent 
shall  prescribe,  after  graduation  from  a  normal  or  training  school, 
or  as  a  test  for  graduation. 

At  least  one  year  but  not  more  than  two  years  must  elapse 
between  the  examination  prescribed  in  sub-division  b  and  that 
prescribed  in  sulniivision  c. 

2.  Graduation  from  a  New  York  State  normal  school  or  an 
eouivalent  institution  for  tlie  professional  training  of  teachers,  in 
which  not  less  than  thirty-eight  (38)  weeks  were  spent  in  profes- 
sional study  and  practice,  and  in  which  scholastic  training 
eouivalent  to  a  course  of  at  least  three  years  in  an  approved  high 
school  was  required  before  entering  on  the  course  of  professional 
training,  in  lieu  of  graduation  from  an  approved  high  school ; 
continuous  and  successful  experience  in  teaching  for  not  less 
than  one  year ;  and  passing  the  academic  and  professional  tests 
required  by  the  Charter.  Graduates  of  schools  and  colleges  for  the 
professional  training  of  teachers  approved  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  and  authorized  by  the  Regents  of 
the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York  to  grant  degrees  or 
diplomas,  and  of  the  State  normal  schools,  any  or  all  of  which 
are  located  within  The  City  of  New  York,  may  be  licensed  without 
the  year's  experience  in  teaching,  provided  they  pass  the  necessary 
academic  and  professional  tests,  or  are  exempt  therefrom  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  1081  of  the  Charter.  Up  to  July  1,  1899, 
graduates  of  any  New  York  State  normal  school,  having  the 
necessary  academic  and  professional  qualifications,  may  be 
licensed  and  appointed  to  teach  in  the  Boroughs  of  Queens  and 
Richmond,  without  the  specified  year's  experience  in  teaching. 

8.  Gmduation  from  a  college  or  university  approved  by  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  provided 
the  graduate  has  taken  a  course  of  at  least  one  year  in  a  college 
or  university  department  of  education,  and  passing  the  profes- 
sional tests  required  by  the  Charter. 

4.  Holding  a  State  certificate  granted  since  1875  and  passing 
the  professional  tests  recjuired  by  the  Charter,  provided  the  holder 
has  been  actively  engaged  in  teaching  during  the  two  years  im- 
mediately preceding  his  ap])lication  for  a  New  York  City  license. 

5.  Passing  the  academic  and  professional  examinations  pre- 
scribed in  subdivisions  h  and  c  of  paragraph  1  of  this  section, 
together  with  five  years'  successful  experience  in  teaching. 

The  temporary  teacher's  license  No.  1.  or  Grade  B,  shall  be 
issued  by  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  a  period  of  one 
3'ear,  and  it  may  be  renewed   without  examination,  in  case  the 
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work  of  tlie  holder  is  satisfactory  to  the  Borough  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  for  two  successive  years.  At  the  close  of  the  third 
j-ear  of  continuous  successful  service,  the  City  Superintendent 
may  make  the  license  permanent. 

KKQU1BEMKNT8  FOB  TEACHERS'  LICENSE  NO.  2  (ALSO  FOR  GRADE  A 
LICENSE  IN  THOSE  BOROUGHS  IN  WHICH  SUCH  GRADE  IS  DESIG- 
NATED). 

A  teacher's  license  No.  2,  or  Grade  A,  may  be  issued  to  the 
holder  of  a  permanent  teacher's  license  No.  1,  or  Grade  B  (or 
their  equivalent),  who  has  had  successful  experience  in  teaching 
for  four  years  in  the  City  of  New  York,  who  produces  evidence 
of  having  successfully  pursued,  in  some  recognized  institution 
of  learning,  a  course  of  study,  satisfactory  to  the  City  Superin- 
tendent, in  some  branch  of  science  or  of  literature  or  in  profes- 
sional work,  since  his  or  her  employment  as  a  teacher,  or  who 
passes  a  satisfactory  examination  in  principles  and  methods  of 
teaching. 

A  temporary  teacher's  license  No.  2  may  be  issued  to  the 
liolder  of  a  temporary  teacher's  license  No.  1  (or  its  equivalent) 
who  has  had  four  years'  successful  experience  in  teaching  equiv- 
alent to  four  years'  experience  in  teaching  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Sronx  or  of  Brooklyn, 
and  who  y)asses  the  same  tests  as  are  required  for  a  permanent 
teacher's  license  No.  2. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR   LICENSE    AS    HEAD   OF    DEPARTMENT   OR 

ASSISTANT   TO   PRINCIPAL. 

A  license  to  teach  as  head  of  department  or  assistant  to  prin- 
cipal may  be  granted  to  the  holder  of  a  temporary  teacher's 
license  No.  2,  or  Grade  A,  or  a  permanent  teacher's  license  No. 
"2^  or  Grade  A,  or  to  a  person  who  has  complied  with  the  condi- 
tions required  for  such  licenses,  who  has  had  not  less  than 
eight  years'  successful  experience  in  teaching,  who  ])asses  an 
examination  in  principles  of  education,  methods  of  teaching, 
and  school  management,  and  who  produces  evidence  of  having 
pursued  a  course  of  study,  satisfactory  to  the  City  ISuper- 
intendent,  in  the  science  of  education  and  in  some  branch  of 
literature,  sciciice,  or  art  in  a  recognized  institution  of  learning, 
either  during  the  school  year  for  at  least  two  years,  or  at  a 
university  or  normal  snnnner  scliool  during  at  least  two  sessions 
of  not  less  than  six  weeks  eacli ;  or  wlio,  in  lieu  of  such  course 
of  study,  passes  an  examination  in  one  of  the  following  siil>jects: 
English  language  and  literature,  history  and  civics,  elementiiry 
science. 
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BEQUIREMENT8    FOR   PRINCIPALIS    LICENSE. 

To  obtain  a  principal's  license  the  applicant  must  pass  an  ex- 
amination and  have  one  of  the  following  qualifications : 

{a)  Gj'aduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  i*few  York,  ana  two 
years  of  professional  study  in  a  university  school  or  department 
of  education  or  in  a  normal  school  or  college,  together  with  at 
least  three  years'  successful  experience  in  teaching  or  supervision 
since  graduation. 

(J)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  \  ork,  together 
with  at  least  five  years'  successful  experience  in  teaching  or 
supervision  since  graduation. 

{c)  A  New  York  State  certificate  granted  since  1 875,  together 
with  eight  years'  experience  in  teaching  or  supervision  immedi- 
ately preceding  the  examination. 

(d)  Ten  years'  experience  in  teaching  or  supervision  in  city 
public  schools  immediately  preceding  the  examination. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR    A    SUPERVISOR'S    LICENSE. 

To  obtain  a  license  as  supervisor  or  director  of  a  special  branch, 
as  music,  drawling,  kindergarten,  physical  training,  etc.,  the 
applicant  must  pass  an  examination  and  have  the  following 
qualifications : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  high  school  or  from  an  institution  of 
equal  or  higher  rank;  (h)  graduation  from  a  coui-se  of  pro- 
fessional training  of  at  least  one  year  in  the  special  branch  that 
he  is  to  supervise  or  teach ;  (6')  at  least  three  years'  successful 
experience  in  teaching  that  special  branch. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR    LICENSE    AS   TEACHER    OF    A    SPECIAL    BRANCH. 

To  obtain  a  special  license  in  music,  drawing,  physical  training 
and  manual  training  subjects,  etc.,  the  applicant  must  pass  an 
examination  and  must  have  the  following  qualifications : 

{a)  Graduation  from  a  high  school  or  institution  of  equal  or 
higher  rank,  or  a  general  education  that  is  practically  equivalent; 
{!))  graduation  from  a  course  of  professional  training  of  at  least 
one  year  in  the  special  branch  he  is  to  teach,  and  at  least  one 
year's  experience  in  teaching  that  special  branch  ;  (6*)  passing  an 
examination  in  the  special  branch  the  applicant  proposes  to 
teach,  unless  the  applicant  should  be  exempted  from  such  ex- 
amination in  accordance  with  Section  1081  of  the  Charter. 
In  the  case  of  teachers  of  languages,  three  years'  experience  in 
teaching  may  he  regarded  as  equivalent  to  one  year  of  pro- 
fessional training. 
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BBQUIBEMENTS    FOB   A   KINDEROABTEN    LICENSE* 

To  obtain  a  kindergarten  license  the  applicant  must  pass  an 
examination  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  kindergarten,  un- 
less exempted  under  Section  1081  of  the  Charter,  and  must  have 
one  of  the  following  qualifications : 

{a)  Graduation  irom  a  high  school  or  an  institution  of  eaual 
or  higher  rank,  or  an  equivalent  academic  training,  and  gradua- 
tion from  a  school  for  the  professional  training  of  teachers  naving 
a  course  of  two  years,  at  least  one  of  which  has  been  devoted  to 
the  theory  and  practice  of  kindergarten  work ;  (J)  graduation 
from  a  State  normal  school  or  college  having  a  kindergarten 
course  of  two  years ;  {c)  graduation  from  a  school  for  the  train- 
ing of  kindergartners  having  a  course  of  at  least  one  year, 
together  with  successful  experience  in  kindergarten  teaching  for 
not  less  than  two  years.  Applicants  presenting  qualification  c 
must  also  pass  an  examination  in  academic  studies. 

BBQUIBEMENTS   FOB     EVENING    SCHOOL   AND    SPECIAL    SCHOOL    POSI- 
TIONS   AND    LICENSES. 

Any  person  holding  a  principal's  license  or  a  head  of  depart- 
ment license  may  be  appointed  principal  of  an  evening  or  a 
vacation  school. 

The  City  Superintendent  may  also  issue  a  special  license  as 

Erincipal  of  an  evening  school  or  a  vacation  school  to  a  teacher 
olding  a  teacher's  license  No.  2,  or  Grade  A,  who  has  had  five 
years'  successful  experience  in  teaching. 

Teachers  holding  a  teacher's  license  No.  1,  or  Grade  B,  shall 
l)e  eligible  to  appointment  in  evening  schools  and  vacation  schools 
as  teachers  of  common  school  branches,  and  teachers  holding 
licenses  to  teach  special  branches  shall  be  eligible  to  ap|K)intment 
to  teach  their  respective  special  branches  in  evening  schools  and 
vacation  schools. 

No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  teach  drawing,  sewing,  cook- 
ing, woodwork,  or  any  branch  of  manual  training,  kindergarten, 
a  foreign  language,  or  English  to  foreigners,  or  phonography,  in 
an  evening  school  or  a  vacation  school,  who  does  not  hold  either 
a  regular  license  to  teach  the  subject  for  which  he  is  ap]X)inted 
or  a  special  evening  school  or  vacation  school  license  for  that 
subject. 

HIGH    SCHOOLS. 

No  one  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  teach  any  subject 
in  a  high  school  who  does  not  hold  an  assistant  teacher's  license 
for  high  schools,  or  a  license  of  higher  grade. 
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No  one  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  the  position  of  head 
of  department  or  assistant  principal  in  a  high  school  who  does 
not  hold  a  first  assistant  teacher's  license  or  a  principal's  license 
for  high  schools. 

No  one  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  be  principal  of  a 
high  school  who  does  not  hold  a  principal's  license  for  high 
scnools.  In  the  Boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond,  however, 
a  person  holding  a  principal's  license  for  elementary  schools 
may  be  appointed  principal  of  a  school  containing  both  ele- 
mentary and  high  school  grades. 

Applicants  having  the  qualifications  set  forth  below  for 
licenses  as  principal  or  as  teacher  in  a  high  school  are  subject  to 
such  examinations  as  the  Charter  prescribes. 

All  high  school  licenses  shall  be  issued  for  one  year,  and  may 
be  renewed  without  examination  in  case  the  work  of  the  holder 
is  satisfactory  to  the  Borough  Superintendent  for  two  successive 
years.  At  the  close  of  the  third  year  of  continuous  successful 
service,  the  City  Superintendent  may  make  the  license  per- 
manent. 

ASSISTANT  teacher's   LICENSE. 

A  candidate  for  an  assistant  teacher's  license  must  possess  one 
of  the  following  qualifications  : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  not  less  than  two 
years'  experience  in  teaching  in  colleges  or  secondary  schools. 

(b)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  two  years'  post- 
graduate work  in  the  study  of  the  special  subjects  which  he  ])ro- 
poses  to  teach  and  in  the  science  of  education. 

{c)  Eight  years'  experience  in  su[>ervision  or  in  teaching,  at 
least  two  of  which  must  have  been  spent  either  in  high  school 
or  college  work  or  in  the  last  year's  work  of  a  city  elementary 
school. 

{d)  For  teaching  commercial  arithmetic,  book-keeping,  pho- 
nography, or  penmanship,  five  years'  successful  experience  in 
teaching  the  subject  for  which  the  applicant  seeks  a  license. 

A  graduate  of  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York  may  be 
licensed  as  a  substitute  teacher  in  a  high  school. 

FIRST   assistant    TEACHEr's   LICENSE. 

Candidates  for  the  position  of  first  assistant,  head  of  depart- 
ment, or  assistant  principal  in  a  high  school  shall  have  one  of  the 
following  qualifications : 
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(a)  Oraduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  not  less  than  five 
years'  experience  in  teaching  in  a  college  or  a  secondary  school. 

(b)  Ten  years'  experience  in  teaching,  at  least  five  of  which 
must  have  been  devoted  to  teaching  in  a  college  or  a  secondary 
school. 

pbinoipal's  license. 

A  candidate  for  the  position  of  principal  of  a  high  school 
shall  have  tlie  following  qualifications : 

(a)  Graduation  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

(6)  Not  less  than  ten  years'  experience  in  teaching,  at  least 
five  years  of  which  shall  have  been  in  secondary  schools  or  insti- 
tutions of  higher  rank. 

TRAINING   SCHOOLS    FOR   TEACHERS. 

No  one  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  be  a  model  teacher 
in  a  model  sqhool  forming  a  part  of  a  training  school  for  teachers 
who  does  not  hold  a  teacher's  license  No.  2,  or  a  license  of 
higher  grade. 

No  one  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  teach  principles  of 
education  or  methods  of  teaching  or  as  critic  teacher  in  a  training 
school  for  teachers  who  does  not  hold  an  assistant  teacher's 
license  to  teach  in  a  training  school,  or  a  license  of  higher  grade. 

No  one  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  tlie  position  of 
member  of  the  faculty  of  a  training  school  for  teachers  who  does 
not  hold  a  first  assistant  teacher's  license,  or  a  principal's  license 
to  teach  in  a  training  school. 

No  one  shall  be  appointed  or  promoted  to  the  position  of 
principal  of  a  training  school  for  teachers  who  does  not  hold  a 
principal's  license  to  teach  in  a  training  school. 

The  requirements  for  the  various  grades  of  licenses  shall  be 
the  same  as  for  high  school  licenses,  exce])t  that  experience  in 
normal  or  training  schools  may  be  substituted  for  experience  in 
secondary  schools,  and  that  experience  as  a  head  of  department 
in  elementary  schools  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  experience  in 
the  last  year  of  an  elementary  school.

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The  Board  proceeded  to  consider  the  report,  section  by 
section. 

Mr.  SwANSTBOM  moved  to  amend  the  second  paragraph  under 
the  caption  "  Minimum  Requirements,"  etc.,  by  striking  out  the 
word  *'  may  "  in  the  first  line,  and  substituting  therefor  the  word 
''  shall." 

The  Pbbsident  put  the  question  whether  the  Board  would 
adopt  the  motion  of  Mr.  Swanstrom,  and  it  was  decided  in  the 
affirmative,  as  follows :

Wherea^^  The  Department  of  Education  of  The  City  of  New 
York,  by  the  terms  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  con- 
sists of  the  Board  of  Education  and  four  School  Boards,  the 
said  Board  of  Education  being  tlie  "  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  "  (Section  108) ;  and 

WhereoH^  The  said  Board  of  Education,  in  accordance  with  ex- 
press provisions  of  law,  did  duly  organize  on  the  2l8t  day 
of  February,  1898,  and  did  assume  certain  powers,  duties 
and  functions  of  former  educational  corporations,  which 
powers,  duties  and  functions  devolved  upon  it  by  express 
provisions  of  law ;  and 

Whereas^  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  has  failed. 
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up  to  this  time,  to  make  provision  for  tlie  administrative 
j)urposes  of  the  head  of  the  Department  of  Education,  and 
for  certain  specific  items  of  expenditure  placed  under  tlie 
control  of  said  head  of  the  Department,  viz.,  the  Board  of 
Education  ;  and  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
has  discontinued  certain  appropriations  heretoifore  made  to 
the  Board  of  Education,  and  has  placed  the  appropriation 
for  the  Nautical  School  (an  institution  for  the  benefit  of  the 
City  at  large)  under  the  control  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  over  which  fund 
said  School  Board  has  no  lawful  jurisdiction  ;  and 

Wfiereas^  The  Board  of  Education  is  by  law  a  corporation 
(Section  1063),  with  power  to  make  by-laws,  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  the  government  of  the  entire  school  system 
(Section  1070), — by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  School 
Boards  being  subservient  thereto  (Section  1090) ;  and  said 
corporation  has  sole  power  to  make  contracts  for  work, 
labor  or  materials,  and  prescribe  the  conditions  relative 
thereto  (Section  1077),  and  is  required  to  provide  for  the 
purchase  of  all  books,  apparatus,  stationery  and  other  things 
necessary  and  expedient  to  enable  tlie  schools  of  the  City  to 
be  pro])erly  and  successfully  conducted  (Section  1076) ;  and, 
further,  said  corporation  has  succeeded  to  certain  trusts 
heretofore  held  by  former  authorities  (Section  1057);  and 
has  succeeded  to  the  control  of  the  executive  oflices  and 
premises  of  the  school  system  (Section  1067) ;  and  is  by  law 
(Section  1064)  the  representative  of  the  school  system  of 
the  City  in  its  entirety  ;  and 

Whereas^  Certain  officers  of  the  Board  of  Education  are  solely 
vested  with  the  power  of  performing  certain  acts  of  great 
public  importance,  which  acts,  if  not  permitted  to  be  ])er- 
formed,  will  seriously  endanger  the  welfare,  administration 
and  proper  government  of  the  entire  school  system ; 
therefore. 

Resolved.  That  the  Board  of  Education  of  The  City  of  New

The  Committee  on  Finance  calls  attention  to  the  following 
sections  of  the  Charter  : 

Section  1060  provides: 

"  The  General  School  Fund  shall  be  raised  in  bulk,  and  fur 
the  City  at  large,  and  shall  contain  and  embrace  all  items  for 
educational  purposes  not  comprised  in  the  Special  School  Fund." 

Section  1065  provides  : 

"  The  Special  School  Fund  shall  be  administered  by  the  Board 
of  Education.  The  General  School  Fund  shall  be  administei*ed 
by  the  res])ective  School  Boards  and  shall  be  apportioned  by  the 
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Board  of  Education  among  the  diflferent  School  Boards  of  the 
City  as  follows : 

"  1.  A  distributive  quota  to  each  School  Board  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for*  every  qualified  teacher,  or  for  successive  quali- 
fied teachers  who  sliall  have  actually  taught  in  the  schools  under 
the  charge  of  the  Board  duriug  a  term  of  not  less  than  thirtv- 
two  weeks  of  five  successive  days  each,  inclusive  of  legal  holi- 
days. 

"  2.  The  remainder  of  such  General  School  Fund  shall  be 
apportioned  among  the  said  School  Boards  by  the  said  Board  of 
Education  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  number  of  days  of 
attendance  of  the  pupils  resident  in  the  Boroughs  under  their 
charge,  between  the  ages  of  five  and  eighteen  years,  at  their 
respective  schools,  during  the  last  preceding  school  year,  and 
also  of  such  pupils  resident  therein  over  four  years  of  age,  as 
shall,  during  the  last  preceding  school  year,  have  attended  any 
kindergarten  schools  established  under  the  direction  of  the 
School  Boards,  or  any  of  them,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  The  aggregate  immber  of  days  in  attendance  of  the 
pupils  is  to  be  ascertained  from  the  records  thereof  kept  by  the 
teachers,  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  by  adding  together  the  whole 
number  of  days  of  attendance  of  each  and  every  such  pupil  in 
the  schools  under  the  charge  of  the  respective  School  Boards. 
The  Board  of  Education  shall  file  a  record  of  their  apportion- 
ment of  the  General  School  Fund  and  of  all  appropriations 
from  the  Special  School  Fund,  with  the  Comptroller." 

Section  lOS-t  provides : 

'•  The  Board  of  Education  shall,  between  the  first  day  of 
August  and  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  in  each  vear,  make 
and  transmit  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
a  report  in  writing  for  the  State  school  year  ending  on  the  next 
preceding  thirty-first  day  of  July,  which  report  shall  be  in  such 
form  and  shall  state  sucli  facts  as  the  State  Superintendent  and 
the  school  laws  of  the  State  shall  require." 

Section  1085  provides  for  an  annual  report  to  the  Mayor  by 
the  Board  of  Education  for  the  year  ending  July  31. 

From  the  hereinbefore  mentioned  sections  of  law-,  it  appears 
that  the'  General  School  Fund  shall  be  raised  in  bulk  for  the 
entire  City,  and  apportioned  by  the  Board  of  Education  for  use 
in  the  several  Boroughs  upon  a  method  of  distribution  defined 
by  law.  Tt  also  appears  that,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  amount  of 
the  General  Fund  for  insertion  in  the  next  budget,  it  must  be 
assumed  that  the  computation  should  be  based  on  the  records  of 
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the  school  year  ending  July  31,  as  indicated  in  Sections  1084  and 
1085.  Under  the  circumstances  it  will  be  necessary  to  inform  the 
several  School  Boards  of  the  requirements  of  the  situation,  in 
order  that  said  Boards  may  communicate  with '  and  obtain  the 
data  from  the  various  schools  immediately  on  the  closing  thereof 
for  the  usual  summer  vacation.

Sir  :  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  certified  copy  of  Chapter  91,  Laws 
of  1898,  for  which  accept  my  thanks.  At  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  the  act  it  was  generally  understood  that  the  only 
amendment  or  new  matter  in  the  bill  was  the  addition  of  the 
clause  permitting  the  Public  School  Teachers'  Retirement  Fund 
to  participate  in  the  distribution  of  excise  moneys.      A  compari- 
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son  of  Section  1083  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter  with  the 
first  few  lines  of  the  new  act,  however,  reveals  the  fact  that  certain 
words  appear  to  have  been  omitted.     The  following  explains : 

"  The  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York  shall  hold  any 
money  belonging  to  said  fund,  and  by  the  direction  of  said  Board 
of  Education  shall  invest  atidpay  out  the  same.  The  Board  of 
Education  shall  have  charge  of  and  administer  said  Public  School 
Teachers'  Retirement  Fund,"  etc. 

The  words  underlined  appear  to  have  been  omitted  from  the 
new  act,  and  by  following  on  the  reading  of  the  text  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  sense  of  the  whole  thing  is  affected. 

From  the  fact  that  the  words  "  Board  of  Education  shall " 
appear  twice  in  close  proximity,  and  that  the  missing  words  form 
about  one  line  of  type,  it  occurs  to  me  that  the  omission  may  be 
a  typographical  error.  Will  you  pardon  me  for  calling  your 
attention  to  this,  but  the  matter  is  oi  importance  to  this  Board.

The  certified  copy  of  Chapter  91,  Laws  of  1898,  reads  as 
follows,  the  new  parts  being  underscored : 

Chapter  91. 

AN  ACT 

To  amend  chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy  eight  of  the  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled  ^^An  act  to 
unite  into  one  municipality  under  the  corporate  nanie  of  the 
city  of  New  York^  the  various  communities  lyin^  in  and 
about  New  York  harbor^  including  the  city  and  county  of 
New  York^  the  city  of  Brooklyn  and  the  county  of  Kings^ 
the  county  of  Richmond  and  part  of  the  county  of  Queens^ 
and  to  provide  for  the  government  thereof ^^  relative  to  the 
school  teachers^  retirement  fund. 

Accepted  by  the  City.  Became  a  law  March  21,  1898,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly^  do  enact  a^foUows : 

Section  1.  Section  ten  hundred  and  eighty-three  of  chapter 
three  hundred  and  seventy  eight  of  the  laws  or  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  Iu83.  The  board  of  education  is  hereby  given  the  general 
care  and  management  of  the  public  school  teachers'  retirement 
fund  created  by  this  act.  Tlie  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New 
York  shall  hold  any  money  belonging  to  said  fund,  and  by 
direction  of  said  board  of  education  shall  have  charge  of  and 
administer  said  public  school  teachers'  retirement  fund  as  it 
shall  deem  most  beneficial  to  said  fund,  and  is  empowered  to 
make  all  necessary  contracts  and  take  all  necessary  and  proper 
action  and  proceedings  in  the  premises,  and  to  make  payments 
from  said  fund  of  annuities  granted  in  pursuance  of  this  act ; 
and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  establish  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  administration  of  said  fund  as  it  may  deem  best ;  which 
rules  and  regulations  shall  carefullyj)reserve  all  rights  inhering 
in  the  teachers  of  the  city  of  New  York  as  constituted  prior  to 
the  passage  of  this  act  And  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New 
York  shall  report  in  detail  to  the  board  of  education  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  the  condition 
of  said  fund  and  the  items  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on 
account  of  the  same.    The  public  school  teachers'  retirement 
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fund  herein  provided  for  shall  consist  of  the  following,  with  the 
interest  and  income  thereof:  (1)  All  money,  pay,  compensation 
or  salary,  or  any  part  thereof,  forfeited,  deducted  or  withheld 
from  any  teacher  or  teachers  for  and  on  account  of  absence  from 
duty  for*  any  cause.  The  secretary  of  the  board  of  education 
shafi  certify  monthly  to  the  comptroller  the  amounts  so  deducted 
from  the  salaries  of  teachers  during  the  preceding  month.  (2) 
All  moneys  received  from  donations,  legacies,  gifts,  bequests  or 
otherwise, for  and  on  account  of  said  fund.    (3)  Five  per  centum 

annually  of  all  excise  moneys  or  license  fees  belonging  to  the  city 

of  New  York,  as  constituted  by  this  act,  and  derived  or  received 

by  any    commissioner  of  excise  or    public    officer,   from   the 

granting  of  licenses  or  permission  to  sell   strong  or  spirituous 

liquors,  ale,  wine  or  beer  in  the  city  of  New  York,  under  the 

provisions  of  any  law  of  this  state  authorizing  the  granting  of 

iany  such  licenses  or  permission.     The  comptroller  of  the  city  of 

New  York  shall  hold  such  moneys,  together  with  any   other 

moneys  belonging  to  said  fund,  and  by  direction  of  the  said  board 

of  education  shall  have  charge  of  and  administer  the  same  as 

hereinbefore   in   this   section  provided.      (4)    All    such    other 

methods  of  increment  as  may  be  duly  and  legally  devised  for  the 
increase  of  said  fund.  On  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the 
board  of  education  shall,  by  amending  its  by-laws  relating  to  the 
excuse  of  absence  of  teachers  with  pay,  so  provide  that  the 
aggregate  of  the  several  sums  deducted  or  forfeited  on  account 
of  absence  from  duty  shall  be  fully  adequate  to  meet  the 
demands  made  upon  the  public  school  teachers'  retirement  fund 
fromf  the  payment  of  annuities  as  herein  provided.  Said  board 
of  education  shall  have  power,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  its 
members,  and  after  a  recommendation  to  that  eflFect  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  city  superintendent  of  schools,  stating  that  the 
teacher  is  mentally  or  physically  incapacitated  for  the  perform- 
ance of  duty,  to  retire  any  female  teacher  of  the  public  schools, 
including  special  teachers  in  the  same,  who  shall  have  taught 
therein  during  a  period  aggregating  thirty  years,  and  to  retire 
any  male  teaclier  of  said  schools  who  shall  have  taught  therein 
during  a  j)eriod  aggregating  thirty-five  years.  The  board  oi 
education  may  also,  in  its  discretion,  retire  such  teachers  upon 
their  own  application,  after  the  like  period  of  service.  Any 
teacher  so  retired  shall  thereafter  be  entitled  to  receive  as  an 
annuity  one-half  the  annual  salary  paid  to  said  teacher  at  the 
date  of  said  retirement,  not  to  exceed,  however,  in  any  case,  the

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snm  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  The  said  board  is 
hereby  given  the  power  to  use  both  the  principal  and  the  income 
of  said  fund,  and  to  manage,  accumulate  and  otherwise  control 
the  same  as  said  board  shall  provide  by  its  by-laws,  and  to  pay 
the  annuities  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  it  shall  have  power, 
from  time  to  time,  to  reduce  the  amount  of  annuities  of  all  bene- 
ficiaries of  said  fund,  provided  only  that  such  reduction  shall  be 
at  the  same  rate  per  centum.  None  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  apply,  however,  to  any  teacher  in  any  school  in  the 
borough  of  Brooklyn,  who  is  entitled  to  any  benefit  under  the 
fand  mentioned  in  section  eleven  hundred  and  nineteen  of  this 
act  until  after  his  removal  from  said  borough,  except  that  the 

five  per  centum  of  the  excise  moneys  herein  provided  to  be  paid 

into  said  teachers'  retirement  fund,  shall  be  apportioned  by  the 

board  of  education  among  the  several  boroughs  of  tlie  city  of 

New  York,  as  now  constituted,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 

teachers  actually  employed  and  the  amount  of  salaries  paid  to 

them,  in  each  of  said  boroughs.     When  a  teacher  is  transferred 

to  the  borough  of  Brooklyn,  a  sum  equal  to  one  per  centum  of 
the  amount  paid  to  such  teacher  during  said  teacher's  service  in 
the  city  of  ^ew  York  as  constituted  prior  to  the  passage  of  this 
act,  since  the  date  on  which  the  public  school  teachers'  retire- 
ment fund  of  Brooklyn  was  created,  shall  be  paid  into  the  said 
Brooklyn  retirement  fund  and  inure  to  the  teacher's  benefit  in 
that  fund  under  the  rules  governing  the  same.

I.  In  every  case  where  supplies  are  received  either  pursuant 
to  contract  or  on  orders  without  public  letting,  the  officer  or 
employee  authorized  to  receive  the  same  must  certify  to  the 
head  of  the  department  or  official  ordering  the  same,  on  the 
body  of  the  original  voucher,  as  to  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  supplies  and  the  date  of  their  delivery. 

II.  The  bookkeeper  or  auditor  or  otner  proper  officer  desig- 
nated for  that  purpose  must  certify,  on  the  official  voucher- 
schedule  with  which  the  claim  is  transmitted  to  the  Department 
of  Finance,  that  the  supplies  were  duly  ordered  or  contracted 
for,  and  that  they  have  been  duly  delivered  as  per  order  or  con- 
tract, and  that  the  expense  thereof  is  properly  chargeable  against 
a  certain  specific  appropriation,  naming  the  same. 

The  foregoing  instructions  are  in  no  way  to  aflFect  any  of  the 
existing  rules  regarding  certification  by  responsible  heads  of  the 
several  departments  of  the  city  government.  Heads  of  depart- 
ments are  particularly  requested  to  enforce  prompt  compliance 
with  the  foregoing  rules  m  the  Boroughs  of  Brooklyn,  Queens 
and  Richmond.

Dear  Sir  :  I  have  received  a  communication  from  your  Secre- 
tary dated  June  13,  1898.  He  encloses  copies  of  correspondence 
between  your  Board  and  the  Board  of  Education  relative  to  bills, 
pay  rolls,  claims,  &c.,  incurred  by  your  Board  and  chargeable  to- 
the  several  appropriations  granted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  on  the  9th  day  of  May,  1898,  for  the  public 
scnools  in  the  Borough  of  Richmond. 

He  states  that  he  is  directed  by  the  Finance  Committee  of 
your  Board  to  request,  at  the  earliest  convenient  moment,  an 
opinion  as  to  whether,  under  the  Charter  and  the  letter  of  the 
Comptroller  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education,  dated 
March  12,  1898,  quoted  in  the  communication  from  the  Board  of 
Education  dated  June  8,  1898,  the  audit  and  approval  of  your 
Board,  or  its  proper  committee,  of  payrolls,  bills,  claims,  &c., 
chargeable  against  appropriations  for  your  Borough,  aild  the 
transmission  tliereof  to  the  Finance  Department  for  final  examina- 
tion and  audit,  is  not  all  that  is  required  in  the  premises,  your 
Board  rendering  to  the  Board  of  Education  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  several  amounts,  and  giving  that  Board,  or  its  Auditor, 
access  to  the  books,  records  and  accounts  of  your  Board,  when 
desired. 

In  the  communication  dated  June  8, 1898,  from  the  Auditor 'of 
the  Board  of  Education,  approved  by  the  President  and  Secretary 
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of  said.  Board,  after  reciting  a  copy  of  a  letter  of  the  Comptroller 
of  March  12.  1898,  to  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  by-laws 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  he  states  : 

"  In  accordance  with  the  communication  of  March  12, 1898,  of 
Hon.  Bird  S.  Coler,  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and 
with  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Education  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  head  of  the  Department 
of  Education,  I  respectfully  request  that  all  bills,  pay  rolls,  vouch- 
ers and  claims  be  transmitted  to  this  office  for  audit,  examina- 
tion, certification,  and  record,  etc.,  in  order  that  the  business  of 
the  department  may  be  uniformly  conducted." 

This  is  a  very  reasonable  request,  and  I  advise  compliance 
therewith. 

After  July  1,  1898,  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  law 
requires  compliance  therewith. 

Section  11  of  the  Charter  provides  as  follows: 

"  Up  to  July  1,  1898,  the  school  money  shall  be  spent  as 
raised,  for  all  school  purposes,  by  the  various  School  Boards  re- 
spectively. 

The  same  section  provides  that  the  new  system  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  public  schools  of  the  City  snail  go  into  full  effect 
on  July  1,  1898.     - 

Section  1064  of  the  Charter  provides  that  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion shall  be  representative  of  the  school  system,  shall  require 
and  revise  estimates  from  School  Boards,  and  submit  estimate 
for  entire  school  system. 

Section  1069  provides  that  the  Board  of  Education  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  one  or  more  Auditors,  upon  w^iose  certificate 
accounts  against  the  said  Board,  or  ('harges  upon  either  the 
Special  or  General  School  Fund,  may  be  paid  when  countersigned 
by  the  proper  officers,  as  the  bv-Uws  of  tlie  said  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, with  the  approval  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  City^  may 
direct. 

Section  1070  provides  that  the  Board  of  Education  shall  have 
power  .  .  .  for  regulating  the  manner  of  making  disbursements 
from  any  of  the  funds  apportioned  to  any  Borough  for  school 
purposes. 

Section  1090  provides  as  follows  : 

"Each  School  Board  shall  have  power  to  adopt  by-laws  regu- 
lating the  exercise  of  all  powers  and  duties  vested  in  it  by  law, 
which  by-laws,  however,  shall  not  conflict  with  the  by-laws  of  the 
Board  of  Education." 
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In  conclusion,  I  advise  you  that  you  comply  with  the  request 
of  the  Board  of  Education.

Dear  Sir  :  I  have  received  a  communication  dated  March  24, 
1898,  from  Hon.  Hugh  Kelly,  Chairman  Finance  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  to  which  this  communication  is  an 
answer. 

In  his  communication  he  states  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Finance 
Committee  held  on  that  day  the  subject  of  apportionment  of 
school  monej's  to  the  corporate  schools  contamed  within  the 
territory  covered  by  The  City  of  New  York  was  considered,  and 
it  was  resolved  to  refer  the  matter  to  uie  for  my  opinion  and 
advice. 

He  states  that  the  authority  for  the  apportionment  heretofore 
made  for  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  is  found  in 
Section  15  of  Chapter  3S6,  Laws  of  1851,  from  which  he  quotes. 

That  notice  of  apportionment  of  State  funds  has  heretofore 
been  received  from  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion and  acted  upon  in  accordance  with  Section  14  of  Chapter  366 
of  the  Laws  of  1851,  which  was  practically  re-enacted  in  Section 
1054  of  tlu»  Consolidation  Act,  and  again  practically  re-enacted 
in  Section  1118  of  the  Charter,  which  provides  as  follows: 

"  Whenever  the  City  Clerk  shall  receive  notice  from  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  of  the  amoimt  of  moneys 
apportioned  to  The  Citv  of  New  York  for  the  support  and  en- 
couragement of  common  schools  therein,  he  shall  immediately  lay 
the  same  before  the  Muuicipal  Assembly  of  said  City ;  and  the 
Chamberlain  of  the  said  City  shall  apply  for  and  receive  the 
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fichool  moneys  apportioned  to  the  said  City  as  soon  as  the  same 
becomes  payable  and  place  the  same  in  the  city  treasury." 

He  states  that  Section  15  of  Chapter  386  of  the  Laws  of  1851 
has  never  been  repealed,  and  that  the  sum  apportioned  by  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  enters  into  the  com- 
putation whereby  the  money  is  distributed  to  the  corporate 
schools,'  and  gives  the  apportionment  to  the  whole  City  oi  New 
York  for  the  year  1898. 

He  also  states  that  the  authority  for  the  apportionment  by  the 
Board  of  Education  is  found  in  Section  1028  of  the  Consolidation 
Act,  as  follows : 

"  To  file  with  the  Chamberlain  of  said  City,  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  of  April  in  each  year,  a  copy  of  their  apportion- 
ment, stating  the  amount  apportioned  to  the  schools  under  the 
charge  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  to  the  trustees,  mana- 
gers and  directors  of  the  several  schools  enumerated  in  this 
chapter  "  ; 

and  that  the  section  does  not  appear  to  have  been  repealed  so 
far  as  relates  to  the  filing  of  a  copy  of  the  apportionment  with 
the  City  Chamberlain,  although  it  is  provided  by  Section  1085 
of  the  Charter  that  an  annual  report  shall  be  made  to  the  Mayor, 
which  report  should  contain,  amongst  other  things,  the  amount 
of  public  money  apportioned  or  appropriated  to  said  school  or 
society,  etc.;  that  the  method  of  determining  average  attendance 
is  statutory,  and  provided  for  by  Chapter  245  of  the  Laws  of 
1889. 

He  states  that  the  eflEect  of  an  apportionment  based  upon  the 
method  in  vogue  in  the  old  City  of  New  York  is  to  give  each 
corporate  school,  based  on  its  attendance,  the  minimum  amount 
per  capita  which  may  be  expended  in  the  City  for  educational 
purposes. 

He  refers  to  Section  12  of  Chapter  583  of  the  Laws  of  1 888, 
page  1073  (Brooklyn  Charter). 

He  also  states  that  in  the  old  City  of  New  York  the  amount 
per  capita  allowed  to  the  corporate  schools  has  been  about  ten 
dollars ;  and  that  in  the  old  City  of  J^rooklyn  the  corporate  schools 
have  participated,  as  he  understands,  in  exactly  the  same  ratio  as 

f)ublic  schools,  and  based  upon  the  annual  cost  per  capita  of  pub- 
ic schools,  which  he  believes  has  been  in  the  neighborhood  of 
thirty  dollars,  and  that  the  question  now  arises  as  to  whether  the 
system  heretofore  prevailing  in  the  old  City  of  New  York  still 
obtains,  and  if  it  does  still  obtain,  whether  it  does  not  extend  to 
the  whole  of  the  territory  contained  in  the  limits  of  The  City  of 
New  York  as  constituted  by  the.  Greater  New  York  Charter  by 
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reason  of  the  provisions  contained  in  Section  1610  of  the 
Charter,  which  he  quotes,  and  says  tjiat  there  seems  to  be  some 
degree  of  ambiguity  on  the  question,  and  that  it  would  be 
peculiar  if  the  system  of  apportionment  would  not  apply  equally 
to  the  whole  City,  and  still  it  might  be  urged  that  if  the  corpor- 
ate schools  of  Brooklyn  receive  any  less  than  they  have  been  in 
the  habit  of  receiving  that  much  hardship  would  be  engendered, 
and'  that  it  is  usual  at  about  this  time  to  apportion  the  school 
moneys  mainly  with  a  view  of  determining  tne  amounts  neces- 
sary to  be  appropriated  for  the  various  institutions  known  as 
corporate  schools,  and  that  it  is  usual  to  file  with  the  Chamber- 
lain of  the  City,  before  the  first  Monday  of  April  in  each  year, 
a  copy  of  the  apportionment  so  made. 

The  provisions  of  the  Charter  relating  to  this  subject  are  as 
follows  : 

Bv  Section  1065  it  is  provided  : 

''  ^he  General  School  Fund  shall  be  administered  bv  the  re- 
spectire  School  Boards  and  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  Board 
of  Education  among  the  different  School  Boards  of  the  City  as 
follows :  .  .  .  The  Board  of  Education  shall  file  a  record 
of  their  apportionment  of  the  General  School  Fund  and  of  all 
appropriations  from  the  Special  School  Fund,  with  the  Comp- 
troller." 

This  provision  seems  to  take  the  place  of  Section  1028  of  the 
Consolidation  Act. 

The  moneys  under  consideration  are  a  part  of  this  General 
School  Fund. 

By  Section  1070  it  is  provided  : 

"  The  Board  of  Education  shall  have  power    .  .     for 

regulating  the  manner  of  making  disbursements  from  any  of  the 
funds  apportioned  to  any  Borough  for  school  purposes." 

By  Section  1099  it  is  provided  : 

"  The  School  Boards  shall  cause  to  be  kept  .  .  .  accurate 
accounts  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid,  .  .  .  but  all 
expenditures  must  be  made  conformable  to  the  purposes  for  which 
said  funds  were  levied,  collected,  apporHotieA  and  distributed." 

Section  1152  provides  that  certain  private  schools  in  The  City 
of  T^ew  York ''shall  participate  through  the  School  Board  of 
tlie  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  in  the  distribution 
of  the  common  school  fund  in  the  same  manner  and  degree  as 
the  common  schools  in  The  City  of  New  York." 

If  it  had  been  intended  that  the  orphan  asylum  societies  of  the 
City  of  Brooklyn  should  participate  in   the   same   manner  as 
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heretofore,  provision  would  have  been  made  therefor  in  this 
section  of  the  Charter. 

Section  1153  provides  for  reports  from  corporate  schools. 

Section  1154:  provides  that  certain  additional  private  schools 
are  authorized  to  participate  in  the  school  funds,  and  further 
provides : 

*  '*  The  orphan  asylums  and  industrial  schools  as  existing  in  the 
City  of  Brooklyn  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  the 
several  schools  and  branches  thereof,  .  .  .  shall  be  subject 
to  the  general  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  snail 
be  entitled,  through  the  proper  School  Boards,  to  participate  in 
the  apportionment  of  the  school  moneys  as  provided  for  in  this 
chapter. ^^ 

From  the  foregoing  citations  it  is  apparent  that  the  corporate 
schools  are  entitled  to  participate  in  the  apportionment  of  school 
moneys,  as  provided  for  in  Chapter  18  of  the  Charter. 

Except  as  to  those  private  schools  mentioned  in  Section  1152 
of  the  Charter,  the  amount  per  capita  to  be  allowed  to  the  cor- 
porate schools  seems  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Education  for  submission  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, as  provided  in  Section  1064  of  the  Charter.

44,  at  Hubert  and  Collister  streets.  Borough  of  Manhattan. 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  us  as  the  lowest  bidders,  January 
12,  as  aforesaid,  and  on  the  same  day  the  sum  of  8 198,931  was 
by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Education  appropri- 
ated for  the  building  out  of  the  premium  realized  on  the  sale  of 
school  bonds  during  1897. 
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The  acts  of  the  Finance  Committee  were  duly  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  January  18,  1898  (page  108,  Minutes  of 
Board  of  Education).  Before  taking  said  action,  the  Board  of 
Education  was  informed  by  the  Comptroller  by  letter  of  January 
6,  1898,  as  to  the  moneys  realized  in  1897  by  the  sale  of  school 
bonds,  and  that  letter  included  the  premiums,  amounting  to 
$207,561.63,  out  of  which  this  appropriation  was  made. 

You  will  see,  therefore,  that  the  perfonnance  of  this  contract 
will  add  nothing  to  the  City  debt,  as  the  bonds  have  been  issued 
and  are  now  part  of  the  debt,  and  were  a  part  of  the  debt  of  the 
original  City,  and  it  will  be  conceded  that  the  original  (^ity  was 
well  within  its  debt  limit  prior  to  consolidation,  January  1,  1898. 

This  money  cannot  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  without  the 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Education  (Section  28,  Chapter  458, 
Laws  1884,  as  amended  by  Chapter  88,  Laws  1895). 

Section  10  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter  provides  that 
all  funds  shall  be  used,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  for  the  objects  for 
which  they  were  raised. 

Section  11  continues  the  powers  of  the  original  Board  of 
Education  until  July  1,  1898,  so  that  its  act*  hereinbefore 
mentioned  are  valid  and  its  contract  with  us  i&  binding. 

We  are,  and  since  January  12  last  have  been,  ready  and  will- 
ing to  perform  the  contract,  and,  having  been  thereby  prevented 
from  taking  other  work,  will  be  greatly  injured  in  our  business 
if  the  City  refuses  to  carry  out  the  contract.  We  are,  therefore, 
compelled  to  and  hereby  tender  a  performance  on  our  part,  and 
request  that  the  City  proceed,  or  make  a  definite  reiusal  and 
return  the  deposit  we  made,  whereupon  we  can  take  such  legal 
action  as  we  may  be  advised.

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I  note  your  statement  in  regard  to  desire  of  the  Board  of 
Education  that  the  cost  of  this  building  should  be  paid  for  from 
the  premiums  derived  from  the  sale  of  schoolhouse  bonds. 

unfortunately,  these  premiums  have  already  been  credited 
to  the  schoolhouse  fund  as  an  offset  to  the  contract  liability, 
which  far  exceeded  the  amount  of  cash  in  the  fund.  Under 
these  circumstances,  the  money  received  from  the  premium 
equally  with  the  money  received  for  the  principal  of  the  bonds 
must  be  held  in  trust  for  prior  contracts  executed  before  January 
1,  1898. 

I  am,  therefore,  unable  to  give  you  any  satisfactory  assurance 
for  the  present  in  regard  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
portionment being  able  to  ratify  the  action  of  the  Board  of 
Education.

Mr.  President  :  With  regard  to  the  motion  before  the  Board, 
I  ask  permivssion  to  make  a  brief  statement.     In  opposition,  as  I 
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l)elieve,  to  the  wishes  of  the  members  of  this  Board,  m  oppo- 
sition, as  I  believe,  to  the  intent  of  the  Charter,  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  decided  last  March  to  make  by  competitive  exam- 
ination an  eligible  list  from  which  the  City  Superintendent 
should  nominate  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners.

I  told  him  that,  if  permitted  to  make 
nominaticms  on  my  own  motion,  I  should  select  one  man  for  his 
accomplishments  in  mathematics,  another  for  his  accomplish- 
ments in  science,  another  for  his  accomplishments  in  languages, 
and  another  for  his  accomplishments  in  English,  history  and 
related  subjects ;  while  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  science  of 
education  should  be  required  from  each.  Though  my  sugges- 
tions as  to  the  details  of  the  examination  were  not  adopted,  yet 
the  general  scheme  seems  to  have  met  with  the  approval  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commissioners,  as  each  candidate  was  required,  in 
order  to  obtain  a  place  on  the  eligible  list,  to  reach  a  certain 
standing  in  one  of  the  groups  of  subjects  mentioned,  and  in  the 
science  of  education.  On  one  pretext  and  another  the  examina- 
tion was  deferred  until  August  1.  I  received  the  official  eligible 
list  on  September  7.  This  list  contained  five  names.  One  of 
the  gentlemen  whose  names  appeared  on  this  list,  Mr.  Walter  L 
Hervev,  had  passed  in  the  language  group  of  subjects.  The 
other  lour  gentlemen  had  passed  in  the  history  group  of  subjects. 
At  the  same  time  I  was  informed  that  one  gentleman  had  passed 
in  the  mathematical  group  and  one  in  the  science  group,  but  that 
both  had  failed  in  the  paper  on  the  science  of  education,  and  had 
appealed  against  the  decision.  I  promptly  nominated  Mr. 
Hervev,  who  had  passed  in  the  language  group,  and  Mr.  Smith, 
who  had  the  highest  standing  among  those  who  passed  in 
the  history  group,  and  determined  to  await  the  result  of  the 
appeals  made  by  those  gentlemen  who  had  passed  in  mathematics 
and  science.  A  few  days  ago  I  was  notified  that  the  appeals  had 
been  dismissed  and  that  the  eligible  list  would  not  be  enlarged.  I 
immediately  made  a  careful  investigation  of  the  records  of 
the  other  three  gentlemen  who  had  passed  in  the  history  group. 
I  found  them  all,  while  not  specialists  in  science  and  mathematics, 
worthy  and  accomplished  men.  I  detennined,  therefore,  to 
nominate  Mr.  Byrnes  and  Mr.  McAndrew,  who  stood  next  on 
the  list.  Mr.  McAndrew,  after  mature  consideration,  declined  a 
nomination.  I  therefore  offered  the  nomination  to  Mr.  O'Connell, 
who  stood  next  to  Mr.  McAndrew.  All  four  gentlemen — Mr. 
Herv'ey,  Mr.  Smith,  Mr.  Byrnes  and  Mr.  O'Connell — have  con- 
sented to  serve,  in  case  the  nominations  are  confirmed  by  your 
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Board.  While  it  may  not  be  possible  to  carry  out  the  original 
scheme  for  the  distribution  of  work  among  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners,  yet  I  believe  every  gentleman  nominated 
to  be  worthy  of  this  exalted  and  responsible  position,  and 
worthy  to  receive  the  seal  of  your  approval. 

Mr.  Bannard  moved  that  the  City  Superintendent's  address 
be  printed  in  the  Minutes.

Section  1 1  of  the  Charter  provides  as  follows : 

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  shall,  ont  of  the 
residue  of  the  various  funds  raised  for  the  support  of  the  public 
schools  of  the  different  parts  of  the  City  dunng  the  year  1 898, 
constitute  from  and  after  July  1,  1898,  the  Special  Scnool  Fund 
and  the  General  School  Fund  for  the  year  1898. 

Section  10()5  provides,  among  other  things,  for  an  apportion- 
ment of  the  General  School  Fund  by  the  Board  of  Education 
among  the  diflFerent  School  Boards  of  the  City,  based  on  number 
of  teachers  and  aggregate  number  of  days  of  attendance  of  each 
and  every  pupil  m  each  of  the  Boroughs.  The  section  also 
provides  for  the  tiling  of  a  record  of  such  apportionment  with 
the  Conjptroller. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  convened  on  July

Will  you  kindly  state  whether,  in  your  opinion,  it  is  incum- 
bent upon  the  Board  of  Education  to  apportion  the  General 
Fund  for  the  year  1898  in  the  manner  indicated  in  Section  1065, 
or  whether  the  constitution  of  the  fund  on  July  1,  1898,  by  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  constructively  carries 
with  it  the  apportionment  for  1898  ?  In  other  words,  is  it 
necessary  for  the  Board  of  Education  to  take  any  further 
action  i 

Tleferriug  to  your  opinion  of  June  15,  1898,  relative  to  the 
corporate  schools,  and  in  connection  with  the  subject  in  hand,  I 
would  state  that,  if  an  apportionment  be  not  made  for  the  year 
189S  by  the  Board  of  Education,  the  corporate  schools  will  not 
participate  in  the  distribution  of  school  moneys  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  public  schools,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  if  an 
apportionment  be  made,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  actual  require- 
ments of  at  least  one  Borough  will  be  subordinated  to  the  arith- 
metical requirements  of  the  statute.

2.  Each  School  Board  may  appoint  such  clerks,  subordi- 
nates and  employees  as  may  be  required  to  perform  the 
administrative  duties  of  the  said  School  Board,  and  as  may 
be  provided  for  by  the  proper  appropriation.  The  by-laws 
adopted  by  any  School  Board  shall  not  conflict  with  the  by- 
laws of  the  Board  of  Education. 

3.  A  School  Board  shall  have  power  to  choose  and  deter- 
mine the  sites  for  all  school  buildings,  and  for  additions 
thereto,  within  its  jurisdiction ;  and  when  such  choice  and 
determination  shall  have  been  made,  the  same  shall  be 
transmitted  by  the  School  Board  to  the  Board  of  Education 
by  resolutions  certified  by  the  President  or  Secretary  of  the 
said  School  Hoard.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  resolutions, 
the  same  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Sites. 

4^.  When  plans  for  new  school  buildings,  for  additions  to 
school  buildinijs,  or  for  structural  changes  in  school  build- 
ings are  submitted  to  a  School  Board  by  the  Superintendent 
of  School  Buildings,  the  said  plans,  with  such  suggestions 
in  reference  thereto  as  the  School  Board  may  see  fit  to  make, 
shall  be  transmitted  to   the  Board  of  Education   bv  resolu- 
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tions  certified  by  the  President  or  Secretary  of  the  said 
School  Board.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  resolutions,  the 
same  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Buildings. 

5.  Each  School  Board  shall  keep  accurate  accounts  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  on  account  of  the  schools  in  the 
Borough  or  Boroughs  over  which  it  has  jurisdiction,  and  shall 
also  keep  accurate  records  of  the  movable  property  belong- 
ing to  each  school.  All  disbursements  on  accoimt  of  any 
School  Board  shall  be  certified  bv  the  proper  oflicers  or  com- 
mittees of  the  said  School  Board,  and  the  vouchers  therefor 
shall  be  forthwith  forwarded  in  duplicate  to  the  auditor  of 
the  Board  of  Education. 

6.  Suitable  books  shall  be  provided  by  the  Superintendent 
of  School  Supplies,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Supplies,  in  wnich  class  teachers,  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  principal  teacher  of  each  school  or  depart- 
ment, shall  enter  the  names,  ages  and  residences  of  the 
pupils  attending  such  school,  the  names  of  the  parents  or 
guardians  of  each  pupil,  the  days  of  attendance  at  school  of 
each  pupil  and  the  aggregate  attendance  of  each  pupil  dur- 
ing the  school  year  ending  July  31 ;  and  such  entries  shall  be 
verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  principal  teacher 
in  each  school  or  department.  Records  shall  also  be  kept 
of  the  days  on  which  the  school  is  visited  by  the  City 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  Borough  Superintendent  or 
any  Associate  Superintendent,  or  by  members  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  or  by  members  of  the  School  Board,  or  by 
the  Inspectors  of  Schools,  if  such  there  be  in  the  Borough, 
or  by  any  of  them. 

7.  Each  School  Board  shall,  by  its  by-laws,  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  salaries  of  all  principals  and  teachers  in  the 
schools  under  its  charge,  and  of  all  other  members  of  the 
supervising  and  teaching  staff,  and  also  of  its  officers,  clerks 
and  other  employees,  and  for  all  disbursements  chargeable 
to  the  General  School  Fund  apportioned  to  it  for  educational 
purposes  in  the  Borough  or  Boroughs  over  which  it  has 
jurisdiction. 

8.  Each  School  Board  shall,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first 
day  of  July  in  each  year,  make  and  transmit  to  the  Board  of 
Education  an  annual  report  stating  the  whole  number  of 
schools  within  its  jurisdiction  during  the  school  year  then 
ending,  specially  designating  the  schools  for  colored  children  ; 
the  number  of  teachers ;  the  numl)er  of  j)upils  registered  in 
each  school  and  the  average  attendance  ;  the  number  of  high 
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schools  and  of  training  schools  for  teachers,  with  the  number 
of  teachers,  the  total  re^ster  and  average  attendance  at  each, 
and  the  number  graduated  therefrom ;  the  number  of 
evening  schools,  with  the  register  of  pupils  and  average 
attendance,  specially  designating  the  evening  high  schools  ; 
the  schools  registered  with  the  Kegents  of  the  University  of 
the  State  of  New  York ;  the  number  of  centres  at  which  tree 
lectures  f or  workingmen  and  workingwomen  were  given,  the 
number  of  such  lectures,  and  the  total  attendance  at  the  same ; 
the  corporate  schools  from  which  reports  have  been  made 
to  the  JBoard  of  Education  through  the  School  Board,  the 
number  of  teachers  and  the  attendance  at  each  such  school, 
and  the  amount  of  money  distributed  to  each ;  the  amount  of 
the  General  School  Fund  apportioned  for  use  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  School  Board,  and  the  manner  in  which 
it  was  expended  ;  and  such  recommendations,  especially  in 
respect  to  new  school  buildings  and  sites,  as  the  Scliool 
Board  may  see  fit  to  make. 

9.  The  Board  of  Education  shall,  through  the  several 
School  Boards,  obtain  from  the  trustees,  managers  or  directors 
of  the  corporate  schools  entitled  to  participate  in  the  appor- 
tionment of  school  moneys,  the  reports  required  by  Section 
1153  of  the  Charter. 

10.  The  School  Board  of  any  Borough  not  having  a  truant 
school  may  contract  with  the  School  Board  of  any  other 
Borough  or  Boroughs  having  such  a  school,  for  the  confine- 
ment, maintenance  and  instruction  therein  of  children 
deemed  by  the  proper  school  authorities  to  be  in  need  of  the 
restraints  of  a  truant  school,  and  the  cost  of  such  maintenance 
and  instruction  shall  be  paid  bv  the  Borough  not  having  a 
truant  school  when  bills  for  tlie  same  shall  have  been 
rendered  in  due  and  regular  form.

The  increase  requested  is  slight,  and  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  contracts  for  f ael  have 
been  let  in  bulk,  covering  all  Boroughs,  by  which  method  conf^iderable  saving  has  been  effected. 
The  increase  in  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  is  for  extra  weighers  and  moving  scales  in  view  of 
the  increased  distances  to  be  covered,  owing  to  recent  annexation  of  territory  north  of  the 
Harlem.  The  increase  of  $2,000  in  Brooklyn  is  intended  to  cover  the  purchase  of  coal  scales 
and  the  cost  of  moving  them  from  place  to  place,  also  repairs,  etc.  The  syetem  of  weighing 
coal  outside  the  school  house  doors,  in  vogue  in  the  former  City  of  New  York,  is  found  to  be 
beneficial,  and  is,  therefore,  extended  to  Brooklyn.

The  Committee  suggests  that  additions  to  the  by-laws,  which 
shall  not  be  in  the  nature  of  amendments  of  existing  sections, 
take  their  numbers,  for  the  time  being,  in  regular  order  as 
Sections  101,  102,  etc. 

The  following  resolution  is  submitted  for  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  the  by-laws  of  the  Board  of  Education  be,  and 
they  hereby  are,  amended  by  the  adoption  of  the  following 
section,  numbered,  for  the  time  being.  Section  101 : 

BOROUGH  SCHOOL  BOARDS. 

Section  101.  1.  Subject  to  the  control  and  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  each  School  Board  shall  have  in  its 
charge  the  safe  keeping  of  all  school  buildings,  premises  and 
other  property  used  for  or  belonging  to  the  schools  of  the 
Borough  or  boroughs  over  which  it  has  jurisdiction,  and 
also  01  the  buildings  and  rooms  provided  by  the  Board  of 
Education  for  the  offices  and  headquarters  of  the  said  School 
Board. 

2.  A  School  Board  shnll  have  power  to  choose  and  deter- 
mine the  sites  for  all  school  buildings,  and  for  additions 
thereto,  within  its  jurisdiction ;  and  when  such  choice  and 
determination  shall  have  been  made,  the  same  sliall  be 
transmitted  by  the  School  Board  to  the  Board  of  Education 
by  resolutions  certified  by  the  President  or  Secretary  of  the 
said  School  Board.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  resolutions, 
the  same  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Sites. 

3.  When  plans  for  new  school  buildings,  for  additions  to 
school  buildings,  or  for  structural  changes  in  school  build- 
ings are  submitted  to  a  School  Board  by  the  Superintendent 
of  School  Buildings,  the  said  plans,  with  such  suggestions 
in  reference  thereto  as  the  School  l^oard  may  see  fit  to  make, 
shull  be  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Education  by  resolu- 
tions certified  by  the  President  or  Secretary  of  the  said 
School  Board,  llpon  the  receipt  of  such  resolutions,  the 
same  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Buildings. 

4.  Each  School  Board  shall  keep  accurate  accounts  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  on  account  of  the  schools  in  the 
Borough  or  Boroughs  over  which  it  has  jurisdiction,  and  shall 
also  kee])  accurate  records  of  the  movable  property  belong- 
ing to  each  school.  All  disbursements  on  account  of  any 
School  Board  shall  be  certified  by  the  proper  ofiicers  or  com- 
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• 

niittees  of  tlie  said  School  Board,  and  the  vouchers  therefor 
shall  be  forthwith  forwarded  in  duplicate  to  the  Auditor  of 
the  Board  of  Education. 

5.  Suitable  books  shall  be  provided  by  the  Superintendeut 
of  School  Supplies,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Supplies,  in  which  class  teachers,  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  principal  teacher  of  each  school  or  depart- 
ment, shall  enter  the  names,  ages  and  residences  of  the 
pupils  attending  such  school,  the  names  of  the  parents  or 
guardians  of  each  pupil,  the  days  of  attendance  at  school  of 
each  pupil  and  the  aggregate  attendance  of  each  pupil  dur- 
ing tne  school  year  ending  July  31 ;  and  such  entries  shall  be 
verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  principal  teacher 
in  each  school  or  department.  Records  shall  also  be  kept 
of  the  days  on  which  the  school  is  visited  by  the  City 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  by  the  Borough  Superintendent 
or  any  Associate  Superintendent,  or  by  meml)ei's  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  or  by  members  of  the  School  Board,  or  by 
the  Inspectors  of  Schools,  if  such  there  be  in  the  Borough, 
or  by  any  of  them. 

6.  Each  School  Board  shall,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first 
day  of  July  in  each  year,  make  and  transmit  to  the  Board  of 
Education  an  annual  report  stating  the  whole  number  of 
schools  within  its  jurisdiction  during  the  school  year  then 
ending,  specially  designating  the  schools  for  colored  children  ; 
the  number  of  teachers ;  the  number  of  pupils  registered  in 
each  school  and  the  average  attendance  ;  the  number  of  higk 
schools  and  of  training  schools  for  teachers,  with  the  number 
of  teachers,  the  total  register  and  average  attendance  at  each, 
and  the  number  graduated  therefrom ;  the  number  of 
evening  schools,  with  the  register  of  pupils  and  average 
attendance,  specially  designating  the  evening  high  schools  ; 
the  schools  registered  with  the  Regents  of  the  University  of 
the  State  of  New  York ;  the  number  of  centres  at  which  free 
lectures  f or  workingmen  and  workingwomen  were  given,  the 
number  of  such  lectures,  and  the  total  attendance  at  the  same  ; 
the  corporate  schools  from  w^hich  reports  have  been  made 
to  the  Board  of  Education  through  the  School  Board,  the 
number  of  teachers  and  the  attendance  at  each  sucli  school, 
and  the  amount  of  money  distributed  to  each  ;  the  amount  of 
the  General  School  Fund  apportioned  for  use  Avithin  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  School  Board,  and  the  manner  in  which 
it  was  expended  ;  and  such  recommendations,  especially  in 
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respect  to  new  school  buildings  and   sites,   as  the  School 
Board  may  see  fit  to  make. 

7.  The  School  Board  of  any  Borough  not  having  a  truant 
school  may  contract  with  the  ^School  Board  of  any  other 
Borough  or  Boroughs  having  such  a  school,  for  the  confine- 
ment, maintenance  and  instruction  therein  of  children 
deemed  by  the  ])roper  school  authorities  to  be  in  need  of  the 
restraints  of  a  truant  school,  and  the  cost  of  such  maintenance 
and  instruction  shall  be  paid  bv  the  Borough  not  having  a 
truant  school  when  bills  for  tlie  same  shaU  have  been 
rendered  in  due  and  regular  form.

The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  reports  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings  has  advised  that  there  will  be  required  for 
the  payment  of  the  wages  of  inspectors  and  draughtsmen  em- 
ployed upon  new  buildings,  for  the  last  four  months  of  the  cur-

REPORT  OP  LIEUTENANT  PATTERSON. 

Xew  York  Nautical  School  ship  "  St.  Mary's," 

New  York  City,  October  15,  1898. 
Hon.  John  G.  Agar, 

Chairman^  J^Jxecutive  Committee  on  Nautical  School^ 
Board  of  Education,  New  York  City. 

Dear  Sir:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  summer's  cruise  and  the  work  of  the  Nautical  School-ship 
St,  Marfjs : 

Upon  assuming  command  of  the  ship  on  May  10  last,  I  found 
that  the  executive  officer  and  the  two  watch  officers  had  been 
detached  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  nnd  ordered  on  war  duty. 
As  the  two  junior  officers  not  only  acted  as  instructors  in  the 
English  branches  and  in  professional  work,  but  perff)rmed  their 
duties  as  deck  officers  as  well,  the  appointment  in  their  places  of 
Messrs.  James  D.  Laird  and  Isidor  L.  Ach  (two  teachers  from 
the  New  York  C'itv  ])ul)lic  schools)  bv^  the  Board  of  Education 
provided  for  only  a  small  part  of  the  many  and  varied  services 
required  of  the  former  officers. 

Kealizing  the  impossibility  of  securing  regular  line  officers 
owing  to  the  war,  I  made  shift  to  carry  on  the  prescribed  work 
of  the  ship  and  the  education  of  the  four  sections  of  cadets  by 
taking  personal  charge  of  the  first  or  graduating  class,  and  I 
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placed   the  two  civilian  teachers   and  the   ship's  surgeon,  Dr. 
Robert  Smart,  in  charge  of  the  other  three  sections  respectively. 

Being  without  a  single  companion  line-officer  to  act  as  execu- 
tive, 1  was  obliged  to  do  all  this  officer's  work  in  addition  to  my 
other  duties;  to  establish  discipline  and  routine;  to  personally 
superintend  the  preparation  for  sea  ;  to  break  in  the  seventy  new 
cadets  ;  to  direct  all  drills  ;  to  teach  the  science  of  navigation  to 
my  section,  and  to  arrange  and  supervise  the  instruction  given  to 
the  other  section. 

The  ship  left  her  dock  in  New  York  City  on  the  morning  of 
June  8,  and  proceeded  to  Oyster  Bay,  L.  I.,  where  she  remained 
Until  the  first  part  of  July,  being  put  in  suitable  condition  for  an 
ocean  cruise,  and  where  the  cadets  were  made  familiar  with  their 
duties  aloft  and  on  deck. 

During  this  interval  I  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  services  of 
Mr.  Henry  Campling  as  executive  officer  on  the  ship,  and  his 
appointment  as  such  was  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Education. 
Mr.  Camj>ling  reported  for  duty  on  July  1,  and  two  days  later 
was  taken  sick,  and  to  a  great  extent  was  incapacitated  for  duty. 
In  fact,  he  was  more  or  less  prostrated  during  all  the  month  that 
he  remained  on  board. 

Leaving  Oyster  Bay,  the  shin  cruised  the  Sound  to  the  east- 
ward, the  cadets  being  drilled  in  handling  sail  and  working  ship, 
and  then  went  into  New  London,  Conn.  In  this  port  we  were 
detained  for  two  weeks  beyond  the  time  set  for  our  departure, 
owing  to  continuous  and  heavy  fog.  In  fact,  the  amount  of  fog 
experienced  during  the  months  of  July  and  August  is  unprece- 
dented according  to  statistics  of  this  part  of  the  Atlantic  coast. 

After  leaving  New  London,  tlie  cadets  were  given  a  taste  of 
off-shore  cruising  by  day  and  night,  and  two  days  later  the  ship 
made  Newport,  R.  I.,  where  quite  a  stay  was  made  owing  to  fog. 
Here,  on  August  5,  Mr.  Campling  resigned  owing  to  his  physical 
condition,  and  from  that  date,  up  to  the  termination  of  the  cruise, 
the  l)runt  of  all  deck  duties  again  devolved  on  me ;  but  I  re- 
lieved them  to  some  extent  by  api)ointing  the  boatswain,  Mr. 
Dreilick,  as  acting  executive  ofticer. 

It  had  been  mv  intention  to  make  a  cruise  to  Bermuda,  but  in 
the  absence  of  at  least  one  regular  line-officer  to  divide  the 
watches  with  me  at  sea,  I  gave  up  the  idea  of  going  foreign 
and  decided  to  keep  to  the  coast. 

During  our  stay  in  Newi)ort  much  profit  was  derived  by  the 
cadets  from  their  experience  in  visiting  the  U.  S.  Naval  Train- 
ing Station,  where  several  hundred  apprentices  are  quartered  ; 
also  the  torpedo  station.     At  the  latter  place  permission  was  ob- 
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twined  for  them  to  visit  the  many  workshops,  and  they  were  in- 
structed in  the  mechanisms  and  operations  of  various  types  of 
these  engines,  and  the  graduating  section  of  the  St.  Mary*s  were 
especially  favored  by  an  invitation  which  was  accepted  to  go  for 
an  afternoon's  trip  on  the  Stiletto^  and  were  shown  the  way  in 
which  these  destroyers  are  handled. 

While  in  the  above  port,  Rear  Admiral  Luce,  Commodore 
Kautz,  Commanders  Stockton  and  McGowan,  Lieutenant  Com- 
mander McLean  and  Lieutenant  Little,  of  the  training  ship 
Constellaiioriy  several  times  visited  the  /St.  Mary's  to  witness  our 
system  of  instruction. 

After  leaving  Newport,  the  St,  MarxPs  cruised  to  the  west- 
ward through  D)ng  Island  Sound,  and  tlie  cadets  were  practised 
in  working  the  ship  at  night  as  well  as  day,  and  in  the  observance 
of  the  rules  of  the  road  under  all  conditions. 

The  next  and  last  port  made  was  Glen  Cove,  L.  L,  where 
study  and  drills,  boat  exercise  under  oars  and  eail,  drill  aloft, 
marlinspike  work,  navigation,  etc.,  etc.,  were  prosecuted  cease- 
lessly, as  they  had  been  in  all  other  j)orts.  It  is  to  be  explained 
that  from  the  day  that  I  took  command,  up  to  the  return  of  the 
ship  from  her  cruise,  the  studies  of  the  sections  in  spelling,  read- 
ing, history,  arithmetic,  geography,  composition  and  punctuation 
were  incessantly  maintainea  in  addition  to  all  the  professional 
work.

Sir:  I  have  the  hoDor  to  submit  the  following  report  relative 
to  the  sanitary  condition  of  tlie  ship  and  of  the  healtli  of  the 
cadets  and  crew  during  the  summer  cruise  just  ended. 

The  ship  is  at  present  in  almost  as  good  sanitary  condition  as 
it  is  possible  to  keep  her.  Having  been  built  years  ago,  she 
lacks  many  appliances  now  found  in  the  more  modern  vessels  for 
the  health  and  convenience  of  their  crews. 

The  cadets  sleep  in  hanmiocks  on  the  gun  deck,  which  in  sum- 
mer, with  the  ports  oj^en,  gives  a  pleasimt  berth,  the  galley  tires 
being  always  extinguished  at  sufHcient  time  before  ''taps"  to 
cool  oil  the  forward  part  of  the  deck.  The  crew  and  ship's  com- 
pany use  the  berth  deck  for  their  quarters ;  this  deck  is  below 
the  water  level  and  is  onlv  ventilated  bv  means  of  wind  sails  led 
through  the  hatches  and  by  the  o]Kni  dead-light  ports  while  at 
anchor.  ^ 

During  the  winter  both  decks,  as  wells  as  the  schoolrooms  on 
the  spar  deck,  are  steam  heated  by  a  small  donkey  boiler  forward 
on  the  berth  deck. 

The  facilities  for  washing  are  excellent ;  in  summer  the  boys 
prefer  the  sea  bathing  when  in  ports  where  the  water  will  per- 
mit, and  in  winter  wash  houses  are  built  on  the  spar  deck  forward 
of  those  used  for  school  purposes ;  these  are  heated  by  steam, 
and  there  is  at  all  times  an  abundance  of  hot  water  for  bathing. 

The  only  place  aboard  which  in  winter  is  not  heated  is  the 
"  head.''  This  place,  situated  far  forward  on  the  spar  deck,  has 
a  covering,  but  it  is  far  from  sufKcient  to  exclude  the  rain  or 
snow  of  the  inclement  winter  months,  and  it  is  here  that  many 
of  the  severe  bronchial  affections  aboard  during  the  winter  have 
their  origin.  The  ''  head  "  has  been  at  all  times  kept  scrupulously 
clean ;  the  sinks  being  in  the  hot  summer  months  frequently 
flushed  and  afterwards  dusted  with  chloride  of  lime  or  other 
disinfectant  three  times  dailv. 

I  slKnild  respectfully  recommend,  however,  that  the  canvas 
conductor  from  the  sink  to  the  water  be  replaced  in  some  way 
by  metal,  as  from  constant  use  it  becomes  permeated,  so  that  at 
times  during  the  hot  weather,  even  though  the  sinks  be  quite 
clean,  there  is  a  perceptible  odor  from  it. 

The  ship's  water  tanks  were  cleaned  and  tilled  with  New  York 
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City  water  before  leaving  there.  Water  from  the  New  London 
supply  was  purchased  at  that  port,  and  again  at  Newport  the 
empty  tanks  were  retilled.  On  each  occasion  the  tanks  were  well 
cleaned  before  taking  any  fresh  water.  The  ship  carries  an 
ample  water  supply,  having  87  tanks  all  well  cemented,  contain- 
ing an  average  of  575  gallons  each.  This  allows  over  six 
gallons  daily  for  all  aboard  for  thirty  days  without  renewing  the 
supply.  In  no  case  has  any  sickness  aboard  been  attributed  to 
the  water. 

One  of  the  greatest  drawbacks  aboard  is  the  want  of  a  proper 
place  for  the  isolation  of  any  sickness  rendering  the  precaution 
necessary.  This  was  plainly  manifested  last  April  when  three 
cases  of  diphtheria  developed  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  first 
case,  though  isolated  (in  the  best  manner  at  command,  i,  <?.,  for 
ward  on  the  berth  deck  by  a  canvas  screen)  as  soon  as  it  was  sus- 
pected, it  was  impossible  to  keep  other  inquisitive  cadets  from 
him.  The  present  dispensary  is  entirely  too  small  to  use  for  any 
such  purpose. 

In  closing  this  sanitary  portion  of  my  report  I  need  only  add 
that  I  have  at  all  weekly  inspections,  and  indeed  &t  all  other 
times,  found  the  ship  to  be  kept,  as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  keep 
her,  in  perfect  sanitary  condition. 

During  the  cruise  there  has  been  an  average  of  105  persons 
aboard,  and  of  this  number  an  average  of  1.2  persons  have  daily 
figured  on  the  sick  list  and  2.4  on  the  excused  list  of  the  ship. 

Of  those  sick,  the  average  duration  of  their  illness  has  been 
3.5  days,  while  the  average  length  of  "excused  duty  "  for  those 
excused  for  injury  was  4.8  days. 

The  ailments  treated,  as  a  rule,  have  been  such  as  were  in- 
duced by  some  indiscretion  of  the  cadet  himself ;  being  chiefly 
bronchitis,  pleurisy  (one  of  the  two  cases  of  this  disease  develop- 
ing before  the  cadet  came  aboard,  in  New  Ix)ndon),  and  later 
while  at  (lien  Cove  a  small  epidemic  of  diarrhoea  and  colic,  due 
to  the  cadets'  over-indulgence  in  green  fruit  while  ashore  on 
liberty  The  ship,  I  am  glad  to  say,  has  been  exceptionally  free 
from  venereal  disease ;  this  is  probably  due  to  the  prompt  dis- 
missal of  the  only  case  that  ])resented  itself  for  treatment.  Fear- 
ing lest  other  cases  might  have  developed,  and  the  cadets 
expecting  expulsion  should  they  appear  at  the  sick  bay  for  treat- 
ment, on  several  occasions  examinations  as  to  the  physical  devel- 
opment of  the  cadets  were  made  whi?h  might  reveal  any  disease 
of  this  chnracter,  but  no  case  was  found. 

One  case  of  epilepsy  developed  while  aboard ;  this  boy  was 
sent  home. 
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Only  two  accidents  of  any  import  occurred— one  a  dislocation 
downwards  of  the  humerus  ;  the  other  a  simple  fracture  of  the 
radius :  both  cases  mended  rapidly.

The  health  of  the  cadets  has  been  o:ood  :  this  may  be  seen 
from  the  above  account  of  the  smiill  amount  of  sickness  aboard, 
but  probably  it  may  be  more  strikingly  illustrated  by  a  statement 
of  the  additional  weight  and  strength  gained  by  those  cadets 
recently  joined  and  who  are  enjoying  the  benelits  of  a  regular 
sea  routine  for  the  first  time.  These  buys,  most  of  whom  joined 
the  ship  about  May  1,  were  at  that  time  weighed,  and  a  reweigh- 
ing  of  them  recently  shows  them  to  be  4S4.5  pounds  heavier 
than  at  entrance.  This  gives  an  average  gain  of  10.5  to  each 
cadet.  There  were  only  three  cases  of  "'  weight  lost ''  amongst 
these  new^  boys,  and  of  these  two  had  at  different  times  figured 
on  the  sick  list. 

The  following  are  a  few  of  tho.se  w^hose  gain  in  weight  for  this 
short  j)eriod  has  been  rather  exce])tional :

Those  cadets  losing  weight  were  fortunate  in  not  doing  so  to 
the  same  extent;  these  three  cadets  lost  but  8  pounds  amongst 
them. 

The  gain   in  weight  and   proj^ortionate   strength  is  of  coarse 
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partly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  cadets  enter  the  school  at  an  age 
when  they  begin  to  develop  rapidly ;  but  it  is  due  to  a  still 

?:reater  extent  to  the  systematic  daily  routine  which  they  have  to 
ine  up  to  aboard  ship. 

The  food  has  been  exceptionally  good  this  summer,  being 
plain,  but  varied  and  nutritious.  Fresh  meats  are  served  out  on 
an  average  of  four  times  a  week,  and  fresh  vegetables  or  the  best 
canned  stutfs  are  found  at  every  meal. 

The  water  has  been  good  and  abundant ;  on  but  one  occasion 
was  the  water  found  to  be  tainted,  and  the  tank  was  immediately 
disconnected  and  put  out  of  use.  But  one  case  of  typhoid  fever 
has  occurred  since  last  December  (that  case  occurring  on  board 
during  the  winter) — an  exceptionally  small  percentage. 

In  closing  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  faithful  work  of 
Mr.  Meridith  Strong,  who  came  aboard  last  July,  by  the  permis- 
sion of  the  Board  of  Education,  in  the  capacity  of  apothecary. 
He  has  been  most  zealous  in  his  work  and  in  his  accuracy  in  dis- 
pensing drugs,  and  by  his  careful  attention  to  nursing  the  sick  he 
has  not  only  been  of  great  assistance  to  me  but  has  endeared  him- 
self to  all  aboard.     I  have  the  honor  to  be,  sir.

REPORT  OF  ASSOCIATE  SUPERINTENDENT  ELGAS. 

New  York,  &ptemher  27,  1898. 
Hon.  John  Jasper, 

Superintende7it  of  Schools^ 

Boroxtghs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx, 

Dear  Sir  :  In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Committee 
on  Nautical  School  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  your  instruc- 
tions, I  visited  the  Schoolship  St.  Ma)*y\s  on  Friday  last,  Sep- 
tember 23. 

With  a  view  to  its  thorough  inspection,  as  Associate  Superin- 
tendent in  charge  of  said  ship  I  requested  Superintendent 
Stewart  to  accompany  me,  he  having  been  with  me  on  a  former 
occasion.  The  visit  to  the  ship  and  the  inspection  of  the  same 
recmired  the  entire  day. 

The  ship  was  anchored  at  Glen  Cove,  L.  I.  We  were  met  at 
the  New  York  Yacht  Club  float  by  one  of  the  boats  of  the  ship, 
commanded  by  the  gunner's  mate  and  the  Captain's  crew  of  six 
picked  men,  wlio  lost  no  time  in  rowing  us  to  the  ship,  where  we 
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were  cordially  received  by  Captain  Patterson  and  liis  officers,  and 
the  cadets,  drawn  u])  in  line. 

After  a  brief  address  by  the  Associate  Superintendent  in 
charge,  we  examined  the  ship  itself  in  all  its  parts,  and  found 
everything  in  the  best  possible  condition.  Although  the  day 
\\a8  gloomy,  the  decks  were  exceedingly  clean  and  everything 
showed  thai  great  care  had  been  exercised  in  even  the  slightest 
detail.  The  condition  of  the  ship  was  very  much  better  than  at 
any  previous  visit  on  our  part. 

Vou  will  remember  that  shortly  after  the  declaration  of  war 
by  our  Government,  last  April,  all  the  officers  except  the  sur- 
geon. Dr.  Robert  Smart,  were  detailed  to  other  duty,  and  the 
Committee  was  confronted  with  the  problem  of  either  closing  the 
school  or  of  finding  temporary  otlicers  and  instructors.  At  this 
juncture  the  services  of  Captain  Howard  Patterson,  of  the  New 
York  Nautical  College,  were  secured,  and  two  of  our  substitute 
teachers,  Mr.  James  I).  Laird  and  Air.  Isidor  Ach,  were  ai>pointed 
as  instructors. 

We  found  the  school  divided  into  four  sections :  the  highest,  a 
graduating  class,  containing  seventeen  ^17)  young  men;  the 
second  section,  eighteen  (18) ;  the  third,  twenty-four  (24),  and  the 
fourth,  thirteen  ( 13),  making  a  total  of  seventy-two  cadets.  They 
were  examined  in  navigation,astronomy,  trigonometry,  geometry, 
the  rules  of  commerce,  arithmetic,  geography,  history  and 
English. 

The  classes  were  verj'  much  better  graded  than  at  our  last 
visit;  the  bovs  were  more  uniformlv  drilknl  in  their  work,  and 
showed  considerable  intelligence  along  the  lines  of  study  in  which 
thev  had  been  eniJ:aL^ed.  We  also  saw^  the  bovs  in  many  drill 
exercises  other  than  those  of  the  classroom. 

The  discij)line  and  spirit  of  the  school  are  very  much  improved. 
We  w-ere  exceedingly  pleased  with  all  that  we  saw.  A  complete 
revolution  has  been  wrought  in  the  organization  and  administra- 
tion of  the  school  by  the  eiforts  of  Captain  l^atterson. 

We  would  deeply  regret  his  resignation  from  the  position  he 
holds,  and  we  trust  that  overv  elTort  will  be  made  to  retain  his 
services.  It  also  seems  to  us  that  if  an  executive  officer  and  one 
or  two  watch  officers  could  be  detailed  for  duty  by  the  Navy 
Department,  and  in  addition  two  regular  teachers  could  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board,  it  would  enabk*  Captain  Patterson  to  con- 
tinue the  good  work  so  auspiciously  begun,  and  thereby  place  the 
ship,  as  it  should  be,  in  the  foremost  rank  as  a  training  ship  for 
the  merchant  service,  to  which  the  best  and  most  intelligent 
voun*'  men  would  turn  for  instruction. 
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By  offering  a  number  of  scholarships  to  the  boys  who  graduate 
with  honor  from  our  schools,  say  for  a  tenn  of  six  months,  or  one 
cruise,  at  the  option  of  the  recipient,  the  public  w^ould  realize 
that  the  aS'^.  Marys  is  not  a  reform  ship,  but  a  Nautical  School 
in  which  the  best  instruction  in  seamanship  is  given,  and  admis- 
sion to  which  would  be  considered  a  prize  worthy  of  the  highest 
endeavor.

Patterson  for  the  eminently  intelligent  and  successful  man- 
ner in  which  he  fulfilled  his  duties  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Nautical  School,  and  that  his  resignation  be  accepted  to  take 
effect  as  tendered.

6.  The  names  of  teachers  who  have  left  the  service  in 
good  standing,  but  whose  licenses  have  ex])ired  by  limita- 
tion, shall  be  ])laced  at  the  end  of  their  respective  eligible 
lists  in  the  order  of  standing  determined  by  the  rule  apply- 
ing to  the  license  held. 

7.  The  names  of  teachers  who  are  granted  licenses  good 
for  all  Boroughs  shall  appear  in  tlieir  respective  eligible 
lists  for  each  Horough.

The  Coni'iiittee  on  School  Syst^em,  having  had  under  con- 
sideration the  fact  that  sub-division  G,  Section  ^52,  of  the  by-laws 
of  the  Board  of  Education  provides  that  *'  all  a])plicants  for  a 
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teaclier's  license  must  present  to  the  City  Superintendent  of 
Scb(X)ls  evidence  of  good  moral  character  and  of  sound  pliysical 
healtli,"  has  decided  that  the  evidence  of  sound  physical  health 
should  be  presented  in  the  form  of  certificates  from  physicians 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Edu<;ation.  The  Committee  is 
further  of  the  opinion  that  the  certificate  issued  by  any  one  of 
these  physicians  should  hold  good  in  all  Boroughs,  and  that  the 
fee  for  the  examination  of  each  candidate  should  not  exceed  the 
8um  of  three  dollars,  and  should  be  paid  by  the  Board  of  Edu- 
catiou  on  proper  audit. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  following  amend- 
ment to  Section  32  of  the  bv-laws  : 

After  sub-division  6,  insert  the  following : 

6a.  The  evidence  of  sound  physical  health  shall  consist  of  a 
physician's  certificate.  All  physicians  giving  such  certificates,

Dear  Sir  :  Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  10th  inst.,  I  advise 
you  that  in  matters  relating  to  the  appropriation  of  money  for 
school  library  purposes  to  duplicate  sums  apportioned  to  the 
cities  from  State  funds,  and  relating  to  the  selection  of  books  to 
be  purchased  with  such  moneys,  it  is  my  ])ractice  to  communicate 
with  the  local  authorities  through  the  tity  Superintendents.  I 
also  require  that  lists  of  books  proposed  to  be  purchased  shall 
bear  the  approval  of  the  respective  Superintendents.  Upon  the 
organization  of  the  school  system  of  The  City  of  New  York 
under  the  new  Charter,  the  question  arose  whether,  in  these 
matters,  I  ought  to  deal  w4th  the  City  as  a  whole  or  with  the 
Boroughs  separately.  The  law,  as  it  now  stands,  would  not,  I 
judge,  warrant  me  in  apportioning  State  library  money  to  a  part 
of  a  city,  and  I  acted  accordingly  in  making  the  last  a])portion- 
ment.  If  I  apportion  library  money  to  the  City  as  a  whole,  it  is 
from  a  representative  of  the  entire  City  that  I  should  receive  for 
approval  the  lists  referred  to  in  the  law  governing  the  distribu- 
tion of  such  money.  I  understand  that  the  Charter  is  in  harmony 
with  the  said  law  on  this  point,  and  that  |>rovifcion  is  made  for  a 
sub-apportionment  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

I,  therefore,  recjuest  that,  unless  you  find  obstacles  of  which  I 
am  not  aware,  you  take  steps  to  establish  an  orderiy  and  con- 
venient system  by  which  I  shall  regularly  receive  from  the  City 
Superintendent,  for  api)roval  in  accordance  with  the  law  above 
referred  to,  lists  of  the  books  prc>])osed  to  be  purchased  with 
money  received  from  the  State  and  that  ap])ropriated  by  the 
City  in  duplication  thereof. 

For  the  convenience  of  all  concerned,  I  shall  willingly  provide 
the  necessary  blanks  for  your  use.  Sample  co[)ies  of  those  used 
last  year  are  enclosed.

Sir:  Your  communication  dated  November  5,  1898,  is 
received. 

You  state  that  in  relation  to  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  confirtned  by  the  Appellate  Divison  thereof,  in  regard  to 
the  apportionment  of  the  Creneral  School  Fund  to  the  several 
Boroughs  contained  within  The  City  of  New  York,  your  attention 
has  been  called  to  the  following  facts,  to  wit : 

*'  1.  That  the  School  Boards  for  the  Boroughs  of  Queens  and 
Richmond  have  adopted  new  salary  rates,  which  salary  rates  be- 
came operative  on  September  1, 1898. 

"  The  payrolls  of  teachers  in  the  said  Boroughs  of  Queens  and 
Richmond  for  the  month  of  September  have  been  paid  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  enhanced  rates  before  mentioned. 

*'  The  payrolls  for  the  month  of  October  are  now  due  and 
payable. 

*'A  cursory  or  preliminary  estimate  of  all  of  the  liabilities 
applicable  to  the  General  School  Fund  of  the  Boroughs  of 
Queens  and  Richmond,  discloses  the  following  facts : 

"borough  of  queens.

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*'  BOROUGH   OF   RICHMOND.

"  The  contingent  liability,  or  contribution,  from  the  Borough 
of  Queens  will  amount  to  $68,757.35,  and  from  the  Borough  of 
Kiehmond  $39,597.50,  provided  the  decisions  rendered  are  con- 
sidered final  and  conclusive.  It  is,  therefore,  apparent  if  the 
School  Boards  for  the  Boroughs  of  Richmond  and  Queens 
adhere  to  the  rates  of  salary  provided  for  in  the  schedules  which 
became  operative  on  September  1,  1898,  and  upon  which  basis 
the  teachers  were  paid  for  the  month  of  September,  that  a  defi- 
ciency in  each  instance  will  ensue.  Under  the  circumstances 
will  you,  therefore,  advise  this  Department  whether  it  is  justified 
in  passing  the  payrolls  for  the  Boroughs  of  Queens  and  Rich- 
mond as  rendered  at  the  enhanced  salary  rates  so  long  as  the 
appropriations  last,  or  whether  it  is  advisable  at  this  time  to 
recognize  the  contingent  liabilities,  or  in  other  words  contributive 
quotaF,  of  the  Boroughs  named,  and  immediately  take  steps  to 
so  reduce  the  monthly  payrolls  due  and  to  become  due  that  the 
same  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  available  arising  from  a  reappor- 
tionment or  distribution  of  the  funds  under  Section  1065  of  the 
Charter,  a>  contemplated,  by  the  decisions  rendered  ?  In  this 
connection  your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  General 
School  Fund  is  administered  by  the  School  Boards  of  the 
respective  Boroughs  (Charter,  Section  1065),  but  is  subject  to 
audit  by  the  Board  of  Education  (Section  1069).  I  would  fur- 
ther ask  whether  action  of  this  kind  is  necessary  pending  a 
further  decision  on  the  question  of  the  apportionment  of  the 
General  Scliool  Fund  for  the  year  1898  by  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

*'ln  view  of  the  fact  that  the  payrolls  are  now  being  audited, 
and  in  order  that  the  payment  of  whatever  remuneration  may 
be  considered  due  to  the  teachers  in  the  Jiorou^hs  named  may 
not  be  delayed,  the  favor  of  your  prompt  advice  in  the  premises 
is  solicited." 

By  Section  1091  of  the  Charter  it  is  provided  that  each 
School  Board  shall  have  i)ower  to  adoi)t  by-laws  fixing  the  sala- 
ries, etc. 

This  power  given  the  several  School  Boards,  of  fixing  the 
salaries,  is  limited  by  the  provision  of  Section  1541  of  the  Char- 
ters as  follows : 
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• 

"  No  expense  shall  be  incurred  by  any  of  the  departments, 
boards  or  officers  thereof^  unless  an  appropriation  shall  have 
been  previously  made  covering  such  expense,  nor  any  expense 
in  excess  of  the  sura  appropriated  in  a<^cordance  with  law.'^^ 

Section  1542  of  the  Charter  provides  as  follows  : 

''  Section  1542.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  heads  of  all  depart- 
ments of  said  City,  and  of  all  boards  and  officers  chareed  with 
the  duty  of  expending  or  incurring  obligations  payable  out  of 
the  moneys  raised  by  tax  in  said  City,  so  to  regulate  such  expen- 
ditures  for  any  purpose  or  object  that  the  same  shall  not  in  any 
one  year  exceed  the  amount  approj)riated  by  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment  for  such  purpose  or  object ;  and  no 
charge,  claim  or  liability  shall  exist  or  arise  against  said  City  for 
any  sum  in  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  several 
purposes." 

The  apportionment  of  the  General  School  Fund,  as  provided 
for  in  section  1065  of  the  Charter,  and  as  constnied  by  the 
Supreme  Court  in  Kings  County,  and  affirmed  by  the  Appellate 
Division  of  said  Court,  was,  in  contemplation  of  law,  known  to 
the  different  School  Boards  at  the  time  the  diflFerent  School  Boards 
adopted  new  salary  rates,  and  it  thus  appears  that  the  School 
Boards  for  the  Boroughs  of  liichmond  and  Queens  did  not  have 
an  appropriation  previously  made  to  cover  the  increase  of  salaries. 
In  other  words,  none  of  the  different  School  Boards  were  justi- 
fied in  increasing  salaries  nor  incurring  any  expense  in  excess  of 
the  a]>propriations  remaining  to  them  after  the  apportionment  of 
funds  un(?»-  •  Section  1065  of  the  Charter,  as  construed  by  tlie 
Supreme. t  ourt. 

You  ask  me  to  advise  your  Department  whether  it  is  justified 
in  passing  the  payrolls  for  the  Boroughs  of  Queens  and  Rich- 
mond as  rendered  at  an  enhanced  salary  rate,  so  long  as  the 
appropriations  last,  or  whether  it  is  advisable  at  this  time  to 
recognize  the  contingent  liabilities. 

In  my  opinion,  it  is  advisable  to  recognize  the  facts  and  the 
law  as  ccmstrued  by  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  that  is  the  only  safe  course  to  pursue. 

You  call  my  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  General  School 
Fund  is  distributed  by  the  School  Boards  for  their  respective 
Boroughs  (Charter,  Section  106.")),  but  is  subject  to  audit  by  the 
Board  of  Education  (Section  1069). 

Section  1069  of  the  Charter  provides  as  follows : 

"  The  said  Board  of  Education  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
one  or  more  auditors,  as  may  be  necessary  ii.  the  judgment 
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of  the  Board,  upon  whose  certificate  accounts  against  the  said 
Board,  or  charges  upon  either  the  Special  or  General  School 
Fund  may  be  paid  when  countersigned  by  the  proper  officers,  as 
the  by  laws  of  the  said  Board  of  Education,  witli  the  approval  of 
the  Comptroller  of  the  City,  may  direct." 

The  audit  referred  to  consists  of  the  certificate  of  the  Auditor 
appointed  by  the  Board.  It  is  his  duty  to  audit  all  lawful  claims 
and  to  make  the  proper  certificate. 

An  Auditor  refusing  to  give  the  certificate  for  a  lawful  and 
proper  claim  would  be  compelled  to  do  so,  I  think,  by  mandamus 
against  him  as  Auditor. 

You  further  ask  whether  action  of  the  kind  suggested  by  you 
is  necessary  pending  a  further  decision  on  the  question  of  the 
apportionment  of  the  General  School  Fund  for  the  year  1898, 
by  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

The  presumption  is  that  the  decision  of  the  Appellate  Division 
of  the  Supreme  Court  will  be  affirmed  by  the  Court  of  Appeals, 
and,  therefore,  the  only  safe  and  prudent  course  is  for  the  Board 
of  Education  and  the  several  School  Boards  and  the  Auditors  to 
act  upon  that  presumption  and  to  be  guided  by  that  decision  in 
all  cases  where  it  is  necessary  to  take  any  action  in  the  premises.

The  diarges  in  (|UC6tion  were  the  pubject  matter  of  two 
affiilavits  made  by  said  Franklin  under  the  respective  dates  of 
June  1(5  and  17,  1H9«S,  and  alle^re  certiin  shortcomings  in  the 
clmracter  of  the  work  on  different  school  buildings,  mainly 
involving  more  or  less  important  non-com ])lianees  with  the  plans 
and  HiKM'ificiitions  of  the  contracts  underlying  the  erection  of 
such  buildings.  Incidentally,  the  investigation  also  covered  a 
certain  charge  against  the  Su]>erintendeut  of  School  Buildings, 
preferred  (on  information  and  belief)  by  one  James  Dennison 
and  embodied  in  an  arti<iavit  made  March  7,  1S08. 

Our  invi'stigation,  un<lertaken  by  order  of  the  President  of 
the  r»oard,  ]>ursuant  to  a  request  of  the  Suj)erintendent  of  School 
Huildings  addi*essed  to  the  President  on  July  1,  189S,  proceeded 
under  Section  25  of  the  Charter,  and  was  pursued  in  the  presence 
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of  the  attorneys  of  both  tlie  afliants  and  the  defendant.  Wit- 
nesses were  examined  under  oath,  and  the  widest  latitude  per- 
mitted in  their  examination,  as  well  as  in  the  introduction  of 
evidence  of  every  character,  oral  and  documentary. 

In  the  progress  of  the  proceedings  it  appeared  that  there  was 
sufficient  foundation  for  some  of  the  allegations  made  to  justify 
further  investigations,  on  the  part  of  this  Department,  of  the 
transactions  and  relations  to  the  Department  of  certain  contractors 
and  employees,  whicii  this  Commictee  reserves  to  itself  the  right 
of  making  hereafter;  but  nowhere  did  it  appear  at  any  stage  of 
the  proceedings  that  there  existed  the  slightest  foundation 
whatsoever  for  any  doubt  of  the  absolute  uprightness,  fidelity 
and  ability  of  the  Superintendent  of  School  Buildings,  or  for 
tracing  any  connection  on  his  ])art,  direct  or  indirect,  with  any 
of  the  shortcomings,  defects  or  non-CDinpliances  which  are  the 
subject  matters  of  the  affidavits  named. 

\  our  Committee,  therefore,  desirous  of  terminating  these 
pending  matters  at  least  as  far  as  Mr.  Snyder  is  pei*sonally  con- 
cerned, for  the  purpose  of  relieving  him  of  the  labor  and  woiTy 
which  weighed  upon  him  so  heavily  during  the  pendency  of 
tliese  proceedings,  wishes  to  place  upon  record  its  unanimous 
opinion  to  the  effect  that  its  confidence  in  him  is  unshaken,  and 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  your  (Committee,  he  has  thoroughly  and 
most  effectively  purged  himself  of  any  imputation  or  suspicion 
which  the  affidavits  in  question,  or  any  of  them,  have  sought  to 
cast  upon  him.  The  following  resolutions  are  respectfully 
offered  for  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Buildings  be,  and  it  hereby  is, 
discharged  from  the  further  coubideration  of  the  subject 
matters  embodied  in  the  affidavits  made  bv  John  W.  Franklin, 
under  tlie  respective  dates  of  June  16  and  17, 1898,  as  far  as 
said  atfidavits  relate  to  C.  B.  J.  Snyder,  Superintendent  of 
School  Buildings. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Buihlin*i:s  be,  and  it  liereby  is, 
discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject 
matter  embodied  in  the  affidavit  made  by  James  Dennison, 
under  date  of  March  7,  lS9s. 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Education  hereby  expresses  its 
absolute  and  unshaken  confidence  in  the  uprightness, 
fidelity  an<l  ability  of  C.  B.  J.  Snyder,  and  its  appreciation 
of  the  eminent  professional  and  personal  qualities  which 
characterize  him. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  affidavits  of  John  W.  Franklin 
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as  does  not  refer  to  0.  B.  J.  Snyder,  per:?oiially,  be  referred 
back  to  the  Committee  on  Building?  for  further  action.

*'  Sir  :  Ileferring  to  our  recent  correspondence  on  the  subject 
of  the  earlier  payment  of  teachers'  salaries,  I  have  to  suggest  the 
following  plan  to  take  ellect  after  the  first  of  January,  IhOD  : 

'*  If  the  l>oard  of  Education  will  transmit  to  the  Department 
of  Finance,  on  or  before  the  I5th  day  of  each  month,  the  payrolls 
for  that  uKuith,  it  will  be  possible  to  pay  the  .teachers  promptly 
on  the  first  day  of  the  next  month. 

"  I  think  you  will  lind  it  possible  to  do  this  by  making  all  de 
ductions  for  absence,  illness,  etc.,  from  the  ])ayrolls  for  the 
month  following  such  absence.  As  these  deductions  for  absence, 
etc.,  will  be  known  to  the  principals  by  the  last  day  of  the  month 
in  which  they  occurred,  it  should  be  easy  for  them  to  prepare 
their  payrolls  and  checks  and  send  the  same  to  the  Board  of 
Education  so  early  in  the  following  nionth  that  thev  can  be  sent 
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to  the  Department  of  Finance  on  or  before  tlie  15th.  This  would 
allow  the  paymaster's  office  sufficient  time  to  enter  the  checks 
on  their  books  and  have  them  numbered,  examined  and  signed 
by  tlie  time  the  payrolls  are  audited,  and  transmitted  to  that 
office  from  the  auditors,  and  w^ould  also  allow  sufficient  time  for 
making  corrections  and  depositing  the  proper  amounts  in  the 
various  school  banks  Thereafter,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
unless  the  same  should  fall  on  a  Sunday  or  a  holiday,  the  prin- 
cipals cah,  without  further  notice,  call  for  their  payrolls  and 
checks  and  pay  the  teachers  on  the  same  day. 

''  In  case  of  a  resignation  or  death  of  a  teacher  during  any 
month,  the  principal,  upon  informing  this  department,  even  as 
late  as  pay-day,  can  have  the  amount  not  earned,  deducted  and 
returned   to  the  Citv  Treasury  to  the  credit   of  the  fund  for

salaries  of  teachers,  etx;.,  and  receive  a  check  for  the  balance. 

"  Please  inform  me  whether  this  plan  meets  with  your  ap- 
proval.

respectfully  reports  that  the  matter  of  the  payment  of  teachers' 
salaries  has  been  under  consideration  for  some  time,  and  culmi- 
nated in  the  transmission  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  followinir 
communication  : 

V  ''  Sepkmber  28,  1898. 
''  Hon.  Bird  S.  Coler,  ComplrolUr, 

''Dkar  Sir:  The  operation  of  the  Charter  in  regard  to  the 
payment  of  salaries  of  teachers,  id  a/.,  reveals  a  lack  of  uniform- 
ity and  simplicity,  owing  to  the  different  systems  in  use  by  the 
many  school  authorities  whose  powers  and  privileges  have  de- 
volved upon  the  present  Department  of  Education.  In  the 
Boroughs  of  Manhattar  and  The  Bronx  teachers  have  l^en  paid 
in  twelve  annual  payments.  In  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  pay- 
ments have  been  made  by  tenths.  In  the  Boroughs  of  Queens 
and  Richmond  teachers  nave  been  paid  by  tenths  and  twelfths. 

''  On  July  1,  1898,  the  contracts  of  practically  all  of  the 
teachers  in  the  outlying  territory  expired  by  limitation  ;  it  is 
therefore  practicable  to  institute  a  uniform  system  throughout. 

"  It  is  a  fact  that  a  teacher  has  actually  earned  his  or  her 
aimual  compensation  between  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  Sep- 
tember and  their  closing  in  the  early  part  of  July,  a  period  of 
about  ten  months.     This  view  of  the  case  has  been  taken  by  your 
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predecessors  in  office.     On  June  1,  1897,  Hon.  Ashbel  P.  Fitch 
advised  the  then  Board  of  Education  as  follows : 

" '  This  Department  has  made  payment  of  salaries  of  teachers 
for  June  and  July,  not  as  being  a  payment  in  advance  of  the 
rendition  of  services,  but  as  being  payment  for  services  already 
earned. 

"  *  In  accordance  with  an  opinion  long  ago  rendered  to  this 
Department  by  Counsel  to  the  Corporation,  the  salaries  of  school 
teachers  have  been  considered  as  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion for  a  period  of  service  extending  from  the  opening  of  the 
schools  in  September  until  their  closing  in  the  early  part  of 
July,  and  whole  monthly  payments  have  l)een  made,  yet  on  the 
close  of  the  last  day  in  the  school  year  the  teachers  have  actually 
earned  their  annual  compensation.' 

"  While  the  payment  by  tenths  may  be  strictly  the  teachers' 
due  as  contemplated  by  law,  at  the  same  time,  speaking  from  ex- 
perience, the  majority  of  teachers  prefer  the  monthly  or  twelfth 
payment,  as  representing  a  regular  income.  I  am,  therefore,  in 
favor  of  extending  the  system  of  '  twelfth '  payments  through- 
out the  present  City  of  New  York.  In  connection  therewith,  I 
desire  to  ])ropo8e  a  plan  which  I  believe  will  be  favorably  re- 
ceived by  all.  It  would  be  pleasing  to  the  teachers,  and  grati- 
fying to  others  concerned,  ii  salaries  could  be  paid  on  or  about 
the  first  day  of  the  month  succeeding  that  in  which  the  ser- 
vices are  rendered.  By  establishing  payments  by  twelfths  the 
City  would  always  have  money  in  hand  l)elonging  to  the  teachers 
{f)ide  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel).  It  would,  there- 
fore, be  possible  to  present  the  payrolls  for  the  current  month 
on  or  about  the  20th,  which  would  allow  of  their  payment  on  or 
about  the  firfet  day  of  the  following  month.  Absences  of  the 
preceding  mouth  could  be  deducted  on  the  payrolls  of  the  follow- 
ing month  ;  tor  example,  the  payroll  for  October,  1898,  would  he 
received  for  examination  on  October  20,  1S<*S,  from  which  pay- 
roll would  be  deducted  the  absences  of  teachers  for  the  month  of 
September,  1898. 

'*  Some  time  ago,  I  broached  the  subject  to  you,  and  I  believe 
that,  from  the  cursory  consideration  of  the  plan,  you  approved  of 
it  at  that  time.

The  Conmiittee  has  again  carefully  considered  the  subject,  and 
believes  that  the  profKjsition  sul)mitted  by  it  through  the  Chair- 
man to  the  Comptroller  is  prefer.il)le  for  the  following  reasons: 
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1.  The  Comptroller  suggests  that  it  will  be  found  possible  to 
make  all  deductions  far  absence,  illness,  etc.,  from  the  month 
following  such  absence.  The  Committee  perceives  that  this 
proposition  is  hardly  feasible,  inasmuch  as  it  could  not  be  made 
applicable  to  the  month  of  December,  for  the  reason  that  appro- 
priations to  this  Board  are  not  continuous ;  therefore,  the  mone- 
tary amount  of  absences  arising  in  the  month  of  December  in 
one  year  could  not  be  applied  in  reduction  of  the  next  ensuing 
month's  payments  (January),  as  confusion  between  the  appropria- 
tions of  two  distinct  years  would  result.  -Such  a  method  would 
be  in  the  nature  of  a  transfer  from  one  year  to  another,  and 
would  conflict  with  Section  237  of  the  Charter. 

2.  The  Comptroller  states:  **  As  these  deductions  for  absence, 
etc..  will  be  known  to  the  principals  by  the  last  day  of  the  month 
in  which  tliey  occurred,  it  hhould  be  easy  for  them  to  prepare 
their  payrolls  and  checks  and  send  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation so  early  in  the  following  month  that  they  can  be  sent  to 
the  Department  of  Finance  on  or  before  the  15th."  The  Com- 
mittee perceives  that  this  portion  of  the  proposition  is  not  prac- 
ticable m  so  large  a  system,  employing  as  it  does  nearly  10,000 
teachers.  The  clianges  incidental  to  appointments,  transfers, 
promotions,  resignations,  etc.,  are  necessarily  so  numerous  in  any 
month  during  which  the  schools  are  in  session  as  to  preclude  the 
adoption  of  such  a  plan,  without  leading  to  many  complications 
and  errors  and  much  confusion  and  delay.  The  Comptroller 
further  states  that  "  in  case  of  a  resignation  or  death  of  a  teacher 
during  any  month,  the  principal,  upon  informing  this  Depart- 
ment, even  as  late  as  pa^^-day,  can  have  the  amount  not  earned, 
deducted  and  returned  to  the  City  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
fund  for  sahiries  of  teachers,  etc.,  and  receive  a  check  for  the 
balance."  The  Com;nittee  would  call  special  attention  to  the 
fact  that  deaths  and  resignations  are  of  infrequent  occurrence, 
compared  with  the  number  of  transfers,  appointments,  etc. 
which  have  to  he  made  continually. 

The  Committee  would  suggest,  in  the  case  of  the  payroll  for 
the  month  of  December  that  the  time  for  the  reception  of  the 
same  be  extended  until  December  24,  at  which  time  the  schools 
close.  By  extra  exertion  on  the  part  of  the  ottice  force  of  this 
Board,  and  of  that  of  the  Finance  Departnient,  the  teachers' 
salaries  for  tlie  month  of  December  might  be  paid  only  one  or 
two  days  later  than  in  other  months. 

The  Committee,  tlierefore,  adheres  to  the  proposition  set  forth 
in  the  letter  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  (juoted  above, 
and  believes  that  by  its  odoption  it  will  l)e  possible  to  pay  the 
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teachers  b«?t\veen  the  Ist  and  5th  of  the  month,  whicli  would  be 
ten  days  earlier  than  under  the  present  system,  and  tlie  amount 
of  labor  to  be  performed  would  cover  the  same  period  of  time  as 
at  present. 

The  Committee  would  add  one  important  recommendation  to 
its  proposition,  viz. :  It  is  suggested  that  in  the  Boroughs  of 


order  that  the  janitor,  whose  name  appears  thereon,  may  be 
properly  certitied  to.  This  needlessly  retards  the  examination 
of  tlie  teachers'  salaries  by  the  Finance  Department  The  Com- 
mittee believes  that  by  the  plan  suggested  one  day,  and 
perhai)8  more,  may  be  gained.  In  connection  herewith  it  should 
be  stated  that  separate  janitors'  ptiyrolls  are  prepared  in  all 
Boroughs  except  Manhatbrn  and  The  Hronx,  and  the  system 
appears  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  conclusion,  the  Conmiittee  desires  to  express  appreciation 
of  the  courtesy  of  the  Comptroller  and  his  desire  to  co-operate 
in  the  establishment  of  a  i>lan  to  ex])edite  the  payment  of  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers ;  and  reconnnends  the  adoption  of  this 
report  as  tlie  sense  of  the  Board,  and  that  a  copy  hereof  be 
transmitted  to  the  Comptroller.

To  th(i  Board  of  Education  : 

The  Committee  on  Buildings,  to  which  was  referred  the  mat- 
ter of  renewing  the  lease  (expiring  February  1,  1899)  of  the  two 
upper  floors  of  the  building  known  as  585  and  5s7  Broadway, 
Manhattan,  now  occupied  by  the  Building  Department  of  this 
Board,  respectfully  reports  as  follows  : 

The  i)remises  in  (juestion  were  leased  about  two  years  ago  at 
an  annual  rental  of  }§5,750.  They  are  ample  and  spacious,  conven- 
iently located,  admirably  lighted   and  altogether  well  adapted  for 
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the  purposes  intended.  It  was  supposed  that  there  would  ])e  but 
little  or  no  difficulty  in  renewing  the  lease  at  the  existing  rate, 
although  your  Committee  was  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  same 
was  quite  low.  It  appears  that  the  building  was  at  that  time  in 
speculative  hands,  was  about  to  change  ownership,  and  that  the 
rate  of  rent  was  fixed  as  a  matter  of  inducement  to  others,  since 
the  Building  Department  of  this  Board  was  the  first  tenant. 

x\  short  time  ago  the  present  owner  of  the  premises  notified 
your  Committee  that  the  floors  in  question  would  not  be  rented 
for  a  less  sum  than  $8,000  per  annum,  upon  the  expiration  of 
the  present  lease.  In  view  of  the  facts  stated,  your  Committee 
was  indeed  prepared  for  a  demand  for  increased  rental,  but  most 
disagreeably  surprised  at  the  ratio  of  increase,  amounting  to 
nearly  40^^  above  the  present  figures.  Personal  interviews  with 
the  representatives  of  the  owmer  were  had,  and  all  possible  argu- 
ments used  to  cause  the  latter  to  recede  from  his  demands,  but 
without  avail. 

Within  less  than  one  year's  time  the  new  Hall  of  the  Board  of 
Education  will  be  ready  to  receive  the  Building  Department, 
together  with  all  other  administrative  branches  of  the  system. 
The  alternative  left  to  this  Board,  should  it  reject  the  proposal 
of  the  owner  of  the  building  585  and  587  Broadway,  would  be 
the  liiring  of  other  premises  for  the  use  of  its  Building  Depart^ 
ment  for  the  space  of  less  than  one  year,  while  it  is  very  doubt- 
ful whether  such  could  be  found  as  conveniently  situated  and  as 
well  adapted  for  the  purposes.  In  addition  to  this  doubt,  there  is 
to  be  considered  the  interruption  of  work  and  the  inconvenience 
and  expense  of  moving,  which  latter  alone  would  probably  equal 
the  difference  between  the  increased  rental  asked  and  the  amount 
at  whicli  new  quarters  might  be  hired,  while  a  further  removal 
would  under  all  circumstances  be  made  necessary  upon  the 
completion  of  the  new  Hall  of  the  Board. 

Under  the  circumstances,  therefore,  and  upon  the  basis  of  all 
the  facts  recited,  your  Committee  regrets  to  state  that  the  in- 
terests of  the  Board  seem  to  leave  it  no  choice  but  to  submit  to 
the  demands  of  the  owner  of  585  and  587  Broadway,  however 
unreasonable  these  may  appear,  and  reluctantly  offers  the  follow- 
ing resolution  for  adoption  : 

Ttesoloe.d^  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  respectfully  requested  to  authorize  the 
Comptroller  to  renew  the  lease  of  the  two  upper  floors  of 
the  building  known  as  585  and  587  Broadway,  Borough  of 
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Manhattan,  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  February  1, 1899 
at  an  annual  rental  of  $8,000,  the  other  conditions  of  the  lease 
to  be  the  same  as  those  now  in  force.

The  Committee  on  School  System  respectfully  recommends 
that  the  following  rules  in  reference  to  the  apportionment  and 
expenditure  of  the  School  Library  Fund  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  By-Laws  and  Legislation,  to  be  incorporated  in  the 
by-laws  of  the  Board  of  Education  : 

1.  The  School  Library  Fund  shall  be  managed  by  and  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Education,  as 
follows : 

(1.)  That  part  obtained  from  the  State  of  New  York  by  au- 
thority of  Chapter  550,  Laws  of  1894,  shall  be  apportioned  by  the 
Board  of  Education  among  the  different  School  Boards  of  the 
Boroughs  constituting  The  City  of  New  York  in  the  same  pro- 
})ortion  as  the  suras  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  of  The  City  of  New  York  for  school  library 
purposes  in  the  different  Boroughs. 

(2  )  That  part  obtained  from  The  City  of  New  York  shall  be 
administered  by  the  Board  of  Education,  in  the  various 
Boroughs,  in  such  sums  as  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment and  the  Municipal  Assembly  shall  indicate  in  the 
budget  as  available  for  use  within  the  jurisdiction  of  each  of  the 
School  Boards. 

2.  The  books  for  the  school  libraries  shall  be  selected  from  a 
list  prepared  by  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Kducation. 

3.  This  list  of  books  irhall  include  : 

Reference  books  for  use  in  schools ; 

Supplementary  reading  books  lor  children ; 

Books  relating  to  branches  of  study  pursued  in  the  schools: 

Books  especially  designed  as  aids  to  teachers. 

4.  Ten  per  cent,  of  said  Library  Fund  of  any  one  year  shall 
be  used  lor  the  purchase  of  books  for  high  schools  or  high 
school  departments  and  training  schools  for  teachers,  and 
ninety   per   cent  for   the    purchase   of   books   for  elementary 
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schools.  At  least  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  fund  set  apart  for  ele- 
mentary schools  shall  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  supplementary 
reading  books  for  children. 

5.  The  Superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  not  fill  or  cause  to 
be  filled  any  order  for  books  to  be  purchased  from  the  Library 
Fund,  unless  such  order  has  the  approval  in  writing  of  the  City 
Superintendent  of  Sdiools.  The  City  Superintendent  may  aj)- 
prove,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  an  order  for  books  to  be  pur- 
chased from  the  Library  Fund ;  but  no  order  shall  be  approved 
that  does  not  state  the  8<*hools  and  grades  in  which  said  books  are 
to  be  used  and  the  class  (under  paragraph  4)  to  which  said 
books  belong. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools 
to  prepare  annually,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, a  list  of  books  from  which  the  school  libraries  shall  be 
selected.

Sir:  I  acknowledge  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the 
Secretary  of  your  Board,  dated  November  25, 1898,  transmitting 
copy  of  a  re])ort  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Education  at  a  meeting  held  November  23,  1898, 
relative  to  the  payment  of  teachers. 

I  understand  that  your  Board  accepts  in  all  respects  the 
suggestions  made  in  my  letter  of  the  27th  ult.,  excepting  in  the 
fofiowiiig  two  particulars : 

1.  The  Committee  states  that  it  would  not  be  practicable  for 
the  Board  of  Education  to  transmit  payrolls  to  the  Department 
of  Finance  as  early  as  the  15th  of  each  month,  and  apparently 
renews  the  oifer  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  to 
transmit  them  on  the  20th  of  each  month. 

2.  The  Committee  objects  to  allowing  deductions  from  and 
corrections  of  payrolls  for  the  month  of  December  to  be  made 
in  the  month  of  January. 

In  regard  to  the  date  when  payrolls  can  be  transmitted  to  the 
Department  of  Finance,  I  must  accept  the  judgment  of  the 
Board  of  Education  as  Unal ;  but  it  is  apparent  that  if  payrolls 
are  transmitted  to  this  Department  five  days  later  than  con- 
templated it  will  be  impossible  for  the  City  Paymaster  to  pay 
the  teachers  until  five  days  later  than  1  had  hoped  to  be  able  to 
provide  for. 

In  regard  to  making  corrections  in  the  way  of  deductions  for 
absences,  transfers,  promotions,  &c.,  in  the  month  of  December, 
on  the  December  payrolls,  rather  than  allowing  the  same  to  run 
over  until  the  following  month,  I  approve  of  the  suggestion 
made  by  the  Board  of  Education,  though  in  this  one  month  there 
will  be,  of  course,  some  delay  in  the  payment  of  teachers. 
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The  Committee  on  Finance  also  makes  a  new  recommenda- 
tion, not  lieretofore  referred  to  in  correspondence  between  our 
two  Departments,  viz.,  that  separate  janitors'  payrolls  be  pre- 
pared in  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  as  is  now 
done  in  all  the  other  Boroughs.  I  cordially  approve  of  this 
plan,  which  I  believe  will  assist  in  reducing  tlie  delays  now 
existing  in  the  payment  of  teachers.  I  also  approve  of  the 
proposiil  to  establish  a  uniform  system  of  paying  teachers  in  all 
the  Boroughs  on  the  basis  of  equal  monthly  payments  of  one- 
twelfth  of  the  annual  compensation.

Dear  Sir:  In  a  letter  dated  November  11,  and  addressed  to 
our  President,  Frank  Perlet,  returning  payrolls  for  the  month 
of  October,  and  enclosing  copy  of  the  opinion  of  the  Corpora- 
tion r\mnsel  relative  to  the  question  of  payment  of  the  salaries 
of  teachers  in  our  Borough  as  aflFected  by  the  litigation  recently 
instituted  bv  the  School  Board  for  the  Borough  oiF  Brooklvn,  von 
say  :  "  It  would  seem  to  be  obvious  that  the  eiFect  of  this  opin- 
ion will  be  to  restore  the  rates  of  salaries  to  those  prevailing 
prior  to  September  first." 

In  concluding  your  letter  you  say  :  *'  The  thing  most  im))ort- 
ant  to  observe  in  the  adjustment  of  salaries  is  to  see  to  it  that  the 
salaries  paid  during  the  months  of  October,  November  and 
December  are  not,  in  the  aggregate,  in  excess  of  the  sum  available 
for  the  payment  of  such  salaries  as  fixed  by  the  sum  appropri- 
ated." 

With  the  word  ''  appropriated  "  you  evidently  mean  after  ap- 
portionment in  accordance  with  Section  1065  of  the  Charter  of 
TheC^itvof  New  York. 

In  reply,  we  wish  to  state  that  hy  restoring  salaries  of  teachers 
to  the  unjust  an<l,  in  some  instances,  very  penurious  rates  pre- 
vailing i)rior  to  Septeiiil)er  first,  an  adjustment  within  the  bounds 
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of  the  apportionment  under  Section  1065  of  the  Charter  would 
not  be  .attained,  and,  therefore,  does  not  appear  to  us  to  be  neces- 
bary  or  desirable.  You  will  undoubtedly  coincide  with  us  after 
taking  cognizance  of  the  following  facts  and  figures. 

In  accordance  with  the  budget  passed  by  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment  and  by  the  Municipal  Assembly,  we 
would  have  available  a  balance  of  $80,523.47,  out  of  which 
salaries  for  teachers,  janitors  and  attendance  officers  are  to  l)e 
paid  for  October,  November  and  December,  and  for  School 
Superintendent,  Associate  Superintendents,  Secretaries,  clerks, 
etc.,  for  November  and  December,  making  a  total  of  $59,258.33, 
which  would  leave  a  surplus  of  $21,265.14. 

Deducting  the  5^39,597.50  which,  under  the  apportionment 
according  to  Section  1065  of  the  Charter,  would  have  to  be 
transferred  to  Brooklyn,  a  balance  of  only  $40,925.97  would  be 
available  to  pay  these  $59,258.33,  leaving  a  deficiency  of 
$18,332.36,  instead  of  a  surplus. 

By  restoring  the  old  rates  of  salaries  for  teachers  we  would 
save  $4,386.78,  but  would  still  have  to  pay  $54,871.55 
(!?44,237.41  of  which  is  for  teachers' salaries),  leaving  a  deficiency 
of  $13,945.58. 

To  make  up  for  this  deficiency  of  $13,945.58,  after  restoring 
the  old  rates  of  salaries,  would  necessitate  a  further  reduction  of 
a  trifle  over  31^^,  or  a  total  for  the  three  months  of  almost  one 
month's  salary.  Under  the  old  schedule  salaries  ranged  from 
$300  upward,  so  that,  if  we  would  be  compelled  to  make  such 
reductions,  the  lowest  paid  teachers  would  receive,  as  the  salary 
for  three  months,  a  total  of  only  $51.37. 

Under  the  present  schedule  of  salaries  the  deficiency  would  be 
$18,332.36,  or  a  trifle  less  than  37J^^  of  the  total  teachers'  salaries 
of  $48,624.19  for  the  three  months;  that  is  a  great  deal  more 
than  one  month's  salary  ;  but  then  the  lowest  amount  any  one 
teacher  would  receive  in  the  aggregate  for  the  three  months 
would  be  $93.37. 

If  the  deflciency  of  $18,332.36  would  have  to  be  met  by  pro- 
l)ortionate  reductions  on  the  whole  salary  list  for  the  last  three 
months  of  the  year,  including  Superintendents,  Secretary,  clerks 
and  all  other  employees  of  this  Board,  the  salaries  for  such 
officers  for  the  month  of  October,  although  paid  already,  would 
have  to  be  included,  making  a  total  of  $61,049.97,  necessitating 
a  reduction  of  a  trifle  over  30^/,  being  a  total  of  9(K/  of  one 
month's  salary  for  the  aggregate  of  the  three  months,  which,  how- 
ever, would  have  to  come  out  of  the  salary  for  two  months  in 
the  cases  of  such  officers  who  have  been  paid  for  October. 
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This  Board  of  course  hesitates  before  making  such  enormous 
reductions,  the  necessity  for  which,  if  in  any  way  possible,  should 
be  remedied. 

When  we  compiled  the  new  salary  schedule,  which  seems  to 
us  to  be  equitable  and  just,  we  were  under  the  impression  that 
we  were  keeping  entirely  within  the  bounds  of  the  appropriation, 
and  to  return  to  the  rates  paid  prior  to  September  iirst  seems 
utterly  impossible. 

It  must  be  obvious  to  everybody  understanding  the  situation 
that  under  such  circumstances  we  would  not  be  able  to  retain 
good  teachers,  the  demand  for  them  exceeding  by  far  the  snj)- 
ply,  and  that  our  school  children  w^ould  be  at  a  great  disadvan- 
tage compared  to  those  in  other  Boroughs.  They  would  not 
have  the  benefits  of  an  education  in  city  schools,  but  we  would 
have  to  return  to  the  system  of  poorly  managed  country  schools, 
and,  certainly,  neither  you  nor  any  other  member  of  the  Board 
of  Education  will  be  willing  to  take  the  responsibility  for  such 
retrogression.  The  Board  of  Education,  therefore,  must,  under 
all  circumstances,  iind  a  way  out  of  the  existing  difficulties.

Dear  Sir:  Your  communication,  dated  December  5,  1898,  is 
received.     It  is  as  follows  : 

'*0n  November  1,  1898,  there  appears  in  the  Minutes  of  the 
School  Board  for  the  Borcugh  of  Brooklyn,  on  page  756 
thereof,  as  follows : 

" '  Mr.  Kiendl  moved  to  adopt  for  the  second  time  the  resolu- 
tion on  page  721  of  the  printed  Minutes  of  October  4,  1898,  as 
follows : 

"  '  Resolved^  That  the  by-laws  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  the 
following   provision   to    Article    XIV,    Section   311,  sub- 
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section  a :  but  all  graduates  of  the  Training  School  for 
Teachers  whose  diplonnas  antedate  March  1,  1899,  shall  be 
credited,  when  appointed,  with  two  years'  experience  in 
teaching.' 

"  '  Mr.  KittNDL  moved  that  the  resolution  be  amended  by  add- 
ing the  following :  *•  This  provision  shall  apply  to  all  such  ap- 
pomtments  made  after  June  27,  1 898." 

"  '  This  motion  was  agreed  to. 

"  *  The  resolution  w^as  tlien  adopted  for  the  second  time.' 

"The  effect  of  the  adoption  of  the  foregoing  by-law  and 
amendment  thereto  is  to  provide  for  a  retroactive  increase  in  the 
salaries  of  certain  teachers  whose  appointments  were  made  after 
June  27,  1898. 

"  The  payrolls  for  the  month  of  November  have  been  received 
at  this  office,  and  there  appear  on  said  payrolls  sundry  charges 
for  arrearage  of  salaries  based  upon  the  b\'-law  and  amendment 
thereto  adopted  November  1,  1898,  by  the  School  Board  for  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn. 

"  Section  96  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of  1882  provides : 

"  *  Any  ordinance,  act,  or  resolution  passed  by  the  Common 
Council  or  the  Board  of  Education  after  January  thirtieth^ 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  authorizing  the  increase  of  the 
salary  of  any  person  or  persons,  whose  salary  is  payable  out  of 
the  City  Treasury,  to  take  eflfect  prior  to  the  date  of  such  ordi- 
nance, act,  or  resolution,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  void.' 

*'  According  to  The  Greater  New  York  Charter  (Ash's  edition), 
Section  56  is  understood  to  be  a  revision  of  old  Section  96  of  the 
Consolidation  Act  of  1882. 

'^  A  doubt  has  arisen  in  connection  with  the  auditing  of  the 
payrolls  for  the  month  of  November  of  the  teachers  in  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn,  as  to  whether  the  School  Board  possessed 
the  right  l>y  the  enactment  of  the  by-law  hereinbefore  recited  of 
occasioning  a  retroactive  increase  in  certain  salaries. 

"  The  provisions  of  Section  56  of  The  Greater  New  York 
Charter  do  not  ai)pear  to  cover  all  the  points  contained  in  Sec- 
tion 96  of  the  New  York  City  Consolidation  Act  of  1882. 
Section  1 610  of  The  Greater  New  York  Charter  appears  to  ex- 
tend said  Consolidation  Act  of  1882,  but  as  to  whether  said  sec- 
tion extends  such  portions  of  Section  96  of  said  Consolidation 
Act  as  are  not  included  in  the  provisions  of  Section  56  of  the 
Greater  New  York  Charter,  I  am  undetermined. 

"Under  the  circumstances,  will  vou  kindly  advise  me  whether 
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in  your  opinion  the  Scliool  Board  for  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn 
is  justified  in  adopting  a  by-law  on  November  1,  1898,  which 
contemplates  an  increase  in  the  salaries  of  certain  teachers  prior 
to  the  adoption  of  said  by-law  ? 

"  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  payrolls  for  the  Borough  of 
Brooklyn  are  now  in  ])rocess  of  audit,  and  with  the  desire  that 
no  delay  shall  ensue  in  relation  thereto,  may  I  ask  the  favor  of 
your  iinmediate  attention  and  rephj  to  this  communication  ? " 

Section  9tj  of  the  New  York  City  Consolidation  Act  of  1882 
is  a  re-enactment  of  Section  2,  Chapter  10,  of  the  Laws  of  1865, 
passed  January  30,  1865. 

By  Section  1608  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter  the  fore- 
going section  of  the  Consolidation  Act  is  only  repealed  so  far  as 
it  is  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Greater  New  York 
Charter,  or  so  far  as  the  subject  matter  thereof  is  revised  or  in- 
cluded in  the  Charter,  and  no  further. 

This  section  does  not  seem  to  be  revised  or  included  in  the 
Charter,  and  by  Section  1610  of  the  Charter  the  provisions  of 
this  section  of  the  Consolidation  Act  are  extended  to  the  City  of 
New  York  as  now  constituted. 

There  is  another  valid,  legal  objection  to  the  power  of  the 
School  Board  for  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  to  adopt  by-laws  in- 
creasing the  salary  of  teachers  for  teaching  during  a  period  of 
time  which  has  already  passed,  namely,  it  is  extra  compensation, 
and  is  in  the  nature  of  a  gift  or  gratuity, 

The  Constitution,  Article  III,  Section  28,  provides  as  fol- 
lows : 

*'  The  Legislature  shall  not,  nor  shall  jbhe  Common  Council  of 
any  city,  nor  any  Hoard  of  Supervisors,  grant  any  extra  com- 
pensation to  any  public  officer,  servant,  agent  or  contractor.'* 

In  my  opinion  the  School  Board  for  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn 
has  not  the  power  to  adopt  a  by-law  or  by-laws  wliich  shall  occa- 
sion a  retroactive  increase  in  the  salary  or  compensation  of  the 
teachers  under  its  charge,  and  I  further  advise  you  that  the 
School  Board  for  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  was  not  justified  in 
adopting  a  by-law  on  November  1,  1898,  which  contemplated  an 
increase  in  the  salaries  of  certain  teachers  prior  to  the  adoption 
of  said  by-law.

(1)  That  part  obtained  from  the  State  of  New  York  bv  au- 
thority of  Chapter  556,  Laws  of  1894,  shall  be  apportioned  by  the

j)ortioii  as  the  sums  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  of  The  City  of  New  York  for  school  library 
purposes  in  the  different  Boroughs.

2.  The  books  for  the  school  libraries  shall  be  selected  from  a 
list  prepared  by  the  City  Superintendent  of  Schools,  subject  U) 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education.

Reference  lK)oks  for  use  in  schools : 

Supplementary  reading  books  tor  children  ; 

Books  relating  to  branches  of  study  pursued  in  the  schools ; 

Books  especially  designed  as  aids  to  teachers. 

4.  Ten  per  cent,  of  said  Library  Fund  of  any  one  year  shall 
be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  high  schools  or  high 
school  departments  and  training  schools  for  teachers,  and 
ninety  per  cent,  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  elementary 
schools.  At  least  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  fuud  set  apart  for  ele- 
mentary schools  shall  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  supplementary 
reading  books  for  children. 

5.  The  Superintendent  of  School  Supplies  shall  not  till  or  cause 
to  be  tilled  any  order  for  books  to  be  purchased  from  the  Library 
Fund,  unless  such  order  has  the  approval  in  writing  of  the  City 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  City  Su})erintendent  may  ap- 
prove, either  in  whole  or  in  part,  an  order  for  books  to  be  pur- 
chased from  the  Library  Fund ;  but  no  order  shall  be  approved 
that  does  not  state  the  sc'hools  and  grades  in  which  said  books  are 
to  be  used  and  the  class  (under  sub-division  4)  to  which  said 
books  belong. 

0.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Sui)erintHndent  of  Schools 
Ut  prepare  annually,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, a  list  of  books'from  which  the  school  libraries  shall  be 
selected. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Superintendent  of

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COMMUNICATIONS  AND  REPORT^. 
The  President  presented  the  following : 

FROM   OFFICERS   OF  THE   BOARD. 

1.  From  the  City  Snperintendent,  as  follows  : 

New  York,  December  28,  1898. 
To  the  Board  of  Education. 

Gentlemen  :  After  a  careful  investigation  of  the  statements 
that  have  been  made  in  the  public  prints  and  elsewhere  with  re- 
gard to  the  alleged  lack  of  teachers  to  supply  the  schools  of  the 
Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  1  have  reached  the 
conclusion  that  there  is  not  at  present  any  lack  of  regularly 
licensed  teachers  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  regular  teaching  corps. 
There  is,  however,  a  dearth  of  substitutes,  which  is  very  severely 
felt  at  this  season  of  the  year,  when  sickness  is  so  prevalent. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  substitutes  are  greatly  needed  to  take  the 
place  of  teachers  who  are  temporarily  absent  on  account  of  ill- 
ness or  other  causes.  This  is  a  calamity  not  confined  to  the 
Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx.  It  is  even  more 
severely  felt,  as  I  know  of  my  own  knowledge,  in  the  Borough 
of  Brooklyn,  and  gives  cause  for  much  complaint  in  the 
Boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond.  Under  these  circum- 
stances I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  minimum  requirements  for  teachers'  licenses : 

"The  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  authorized  to  license 
as  substitute  teachers  in  elementary  schools  teachers  who  hold 
State  uniform  certificates  and  such  other  persons  over  eighteen 
years  of  age  who  pass  the  necessary  tests  of  character,  scholar- 
ship and  fitness.  Such  substitute  teachers  may  be  employed 
under  the  authority  of  any  Borough  School  feoard  to  teach 
classes  in  elementary  schools  in  the  absence  of  the  regularly 
appointed  teachers,  when  teachers  holding  the  kinds  and  grades 
of  licenses  heretofore  required  by  the  minimum  requirement* 
of  the  Board  of  Education  cannot  be  obtained.  Such  substitute 
teachers,  however,  shall  not  be  appointed  as  regular  teachers, 
and  shall  not  be  counted  in  the  enumeration  of  qualified  teachers 
on  which  the  distribution  of  the  State  School  Fund  is  made  and 
on  which  the  General  Fund  of  the  Department  of  Education  of 
Tlie  City  of  New  York  is  divided.  The  licenses  herein  described 
shall  he  known  as  substitute  teachers'   licenses,  and  shall   be 
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issued  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  six  months,  but  may  be  re- 
newed by  the  City  Superintendent  for  a  like  period  on  the  pre- 
sentation of  evidence  of  satisfactory  service.

Testimony  is  now  being  taken  in  only  two  of  the  pending  pro- 
ceedings, viz.,  the  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  streets  high  school 
site  and  the  Tenth  avenue.  Fifty-eighth  and  Fifth-ninth  streets 
high  school  site.  I  have  been  obliged  to  suspend  the  taking  of 
testimony  in  the  proceedings  and  to  defer  obtaining  the  confirma- 
tion of  any  further  reports,  because  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  City. 

There  are  no  school  site  proceedings  pending  in  the  Borough 
of  Brooklyn.

The  regular  business  of  this  meeting  has  been  finished,  and  I 
will  not  detain  you  with  any  extended  remarks.  I  thank  you, 
gentlemen,  for  this  expression  of  your  regard.  It  is  most  grate- 
ful to  me  to  feel,  at  the  conclusion  of  my  term  of  office,  that  I 
retain  your  kindly  good-will,  and  that  I  fiave  presided  over  your 
deliberations  in  a  way  to  call  forth,  at  the  end  of  my  term,  this 
hearty  expression  of  commendation;  and  the  fact  that  I  feel 
that  it  is  not  altogether  deserved  does  not  diminish  the  pleasure 
that  your  praise  gives  me. 

I  fear  that  when  I  took  this  office  I  was  so  overwhelmed  ^vith 
a  sense  of  its  great  responsibility  that  I  did  not  fully  appreciate 
the  great  honor  that  wa^  conferred  upon  me,  but  I  assure  you, 
now  that  I  am  laying  it  down,  it  comes  to  me  with  the  fullest 
sense  of  its  dignity  and  honor. 

At  the  time  of  our  organization  you  were  called  upon  to  face 
most  unusual  conditions  existing  in  the  territory  over  which  you 
had  jurisdiction.  Systems  of  administration  absolutely  at  vari- 
ance one  with  another  were  thrown  into  vour  hands  for  adjust- 
ment, and  conditions  at  that  time  promised  almost  unending 
friction.  The  wonder  is,  not  that  there  has  been  so  much,  but 
that  there  has  been  so  little  friction  attending  vour  efforts. 

You  are  the  trustees  of  the  largest  educational  trust  in  the 
world.  You  control  property  to  the  value  of  over  $43,000,000 ; 
you  have  disbursed  during  the  year  about  to  close  over 
)$  13,000,000,  without  having  a  single  bill  come  back  from  the 
C.'omptroller's  office  for  re-audit  or  re-adjustment;  you  have 
looked  after  the  interests  of  ov^er  ten  thousand  people  in  the 
employ  of  the  Department  of  Education  of  The  City  of  New 
York,  and  have  been  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  over  four 
hundred  thousand  public  school  children ;  you  have  had  charge 
of  nineteen  high  schools,  located  in  the  various  Boroughs  of  the 
City ;  of  two  training  schools,  and  two  truant  schools, — and  all 
these  interests  have,  at  all  times,  received  your  most  intelligent 
and  conscientious  consideration. 

I  will  not  detain  you  at  this  time  by  any  remarks  of  a  personal 
nature,  which,  perhaps,  in  view  of  the  cordial  and  friendly  rela- 
tions that  have  been  established  and  maintained  between  us, 
would  be  natural,  but  rejoice  that  the  graciousness  of  one  of 
your  number  has  provided  an  occasion  when  sentiments  such  as 
I  refer  to  may  be  expressed  by  me ;  and  I  therefore  conclude 
as  I  began,  by  tliankiug  you  for  your  many  and  constant  kind 
nesses,  the  recollection  of  which  will  be  cherished  by  me  as 
lont^  as  I  live.
